PUBLIC  HEARING  to  consider  the  revision  of  the  schedules  of  rates 

to  be  charged  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

Secretary  Thomas  G.  Flynn  stated  that  pursuant  to  City  Charter 
provisions,  notice  of  the  public  hearing  W£is  published  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  the  City  for  five  days   (December  2  3  through 
27,  1975),  the  last  publication  date  being  not  less  than  ten  days 
before  the  meeting  date. 

John  D.  Crowley,  Public  Utilities  General  Manager,  stated  that  the 
San  Francisco  iAfater  Department  must  increase  rates  and  charges  by  a 
uniform  increase  of  15  percent  based  on  meter  readings  on  or  after 
July  1,  1976,  to  ensure  availability  of  sufficient  funds  to  finance 
essential  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  1976-77. 

In  1971  Brown  and  Caldwell,  Consulting  Engineers,  were  requested  to 
develop  a  five-year  Revenue  Requirement  study  to  carry  through 
fiscal  year  1976-77.     The  study  indicated  in  January,  1973,  a  17o4 
percent  increase  would  be  required.     This  was  postponed  until  July, 
19  74,  at  which  time  it  was  passed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission- 
However,  this  was  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  requested 
an  increase  of  14,5  percent  inside  San  Francisco  and  20.5%  for 
suburban  users.     On  adoption  of  the  differential  rates  by  the  PUC  and 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  August,  1974,  date  of 
commencement  was  delayed  due  to  a  challenge  of  the  disparity  and  a 
law  suit  being  filed  by  customers  in  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara 
counties  to  prevent  increasing  rates  in  other  than  a  uniform  manner. 
(Presently  under  preliminary  injunction  granted  in  U.S. District  Court 
and  now  being  appealed  by  the  City  to  the  Ninth  U.S. Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals.)     In  November,  19  74,  approval  of  the  17.4  percent  uniform 
increase  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  effective  in 
mid- January,  1975. 

This  resulted  in  approximately  $2.5  million  in  lost  revenues  to  the 
Water  Department  due  to  the  six  and  a  half-month  delay. 

Mr,  Crowley  said  other  factors  leading  to  the  present  15  percent  rate 
increase  recommendation  ares 

.Transfer  of  $2.9  million  of  Water  Department  funds  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  (Presently 
impounded  under  preliminary  injunction  of  the  U.S. District  Court). 

.Shortfall  of  approximately  $400,000  in  anticipated  water  sales, 
fiscal  year  1975-76. 

.Transfer  of  $1.5  million  to  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  because  of 
increasing  operational  cost  and  capital  improvements  chargeable 
to  the  Water  Department.     Major  item  is  $.9  million  to  reline 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  2. 
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.Increased  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  for  fiscal  year 
1975-76  and  1976-77  of  $2,876,000  over  the  1974  estimates  of  the 
Brown  and  Caldwell  report. 

At  Commissioner  Carey's  request.  Utilities  General  Counsel  William  F. 
Bourne  reported  on  the  status  of  the  legal  proceedings.     He  said 
appeals  by  the  City  in  the  water  case  and  a  power  case  against  the 
City  re  compliance  with  the  Raker  Act,  have  been  consolidated  in  the 
U. So  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  and  briefing  is  nearly  completed  in  both 
cases.     These  matters  should  soon  be  calendared  for  argument. 

Acting  Water  Department  General  Manager  Kenneth  R.  Boyd  presented 
a  report  of  the  revenue  requirement  and  rate  increase  analysis 
prepared  by  the  Water  Department.     He  explained  the  need  for  a  15 
percent  rate  increase  to  prevent  the  utility  from  operating  under  a 
deficit  budget  requiring  ad  valorem  tax  support. 

He  said  the  budget  for  19  76-77  is  austere.     Twelve  permanent  positions 
in  the  department  are  eliminated.     Three  non-controllable  items  in 
the  operating  budget — (1)  Contractual  services s  postal,  light-heat 
and  power,  telephones,  transportation  to  assignments.     (2)  Materials 
and  supplies.     (3)  Fixed  charges?  insurance,  taxes--would  cause  an 
increase  of  4,4  percent  over  last  year,  but  the  elimination  of 
positions  and  other  pruning  results  in  a  net  increase  of  3.5  percent. 
The  over-all  budget  is  increased  4.8  percent,  of  which  nearly  3  percent 
is  attributable  to  the  same  non-controllable  increases. 

The  proposed  rate  increase  would  leave  only  $1,2  76,543  in  unappro- 
priated reserve,  which  account  is  necessary  to  meet  emergencies,  and 
other  unexpected  expenditures,  provide  for  payment  of  settled  claims, 
and  to  draw  upon  in  the  event  anticipated  water  sales  are  lower  than 
expected. 

Mr.  Crowley  stated  that  the  new  rate,  if  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  will  add  48  cents  a  month  to  the  average  home  ovrner's 
water  bill--the  equivalent  of  about  1.6  cents  a  day.     The  average 
home  owner  now  pays  $3.22  a  month  -  and  will  pay  $3.70. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  increased  revenue  will  not  overcome  the 
financial  shortages  which  from  19  71-72  through  1975-76  have  resulted 
in  needed  capital  improvements.     Revenue  requirements  for  the  19  77-78 
fiscal  year  will  have  to  be  reviewed  before  the  end  of  1977. 

Discussion  by  the  Commissioners  followed  and  they  questioned  Mr.  Boyd 
about  various  curtailments  in  the  proposed  budget. 

Commissioner  Carey  suggested  that  the  Department  investigate  the 
possibility  of  a  special  rate  concession  for  certain  minimal  users 
such  as  senior  citizen  property  owners. 

With  reference  to  the  12  positions  eliminated.  Commissioner  Berman 
asked  that  Commissioners  be  provided  with  a  report  from  the  Department 
as  to  possible  future  reductions  through  retirement,  attrition,  etc. 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  based  on  past  year  percentages. 

Commissioner  Flynn  then  opened  the  meeting  to  speakers  in  the  audience. 


Warren  J.  Mitchell,  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Users 
Association,  City  Hall,  Redwood  City,  speaking  for  the  Bay  Area  Water 
Users  Association,  said  that  organization  at  its  last  Friday  meetina 
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unanimously  endorsed  the  rate  increase  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department.     He  qualified  the  approval,  however,  by  stating 
they  do  not  like  the  idea  of  transferring  operational  monies  going  to 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  to  the  City  general  fund.     Ke  stated  the 
operational  expenses  item  of  $1.5  million  directed  to  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  appeared  greater  than  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  report 
figures ,  and  asked  for  an  opportunity  to  reviev/  them  with  Hetchy 
staff. 

Oral  L.  Moore,  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager,  explained  that  the  major 
portion  of  the  $1.5  million  was  for  capital  improvement — San  Joaquin 
pipeline  relining,  which  had  not  been  calculated  at  the  time  Brov/n 
and  Caldwell  prepared  the  report.     This  is  a  non-recurring  item. 
The  balance  is  primarily  due  to  inflation — equipment  replacement 
expenditures  have  been  deferred  during  the  past  three  years  and  the 
Brown  and  Caldwell  cost  projects  are  not  adequate  for  the  inflated 
costs  of  today. 

Col.  Robert  L,  Rhea,  manager  of  the  Westborough  City  Water  District, 
50  Condon  Court,  San  Mateo.     Regarding  the  $2.9  million  of  Water 
Department  funds  presently  impounded  under  preliminary  injunction, 
Mr.  Rhea  asked  what  this  money  would  be  used  for,  if  it  should  go 
to  the  Water  Department  when  released.     He  felt  not  all  should  be 
expended  for  City  maintenance,  that  some  should  be  used  for  projects 
which  would  help  Peninsula  users. 

Mr.  Boyd  said  this  would  be  used  to  maintain  the  low  rates,  better 
service,  and  unfunded  capital  improvement  program.     The  Water 
Department  is  presently  $8  million  behind  in  its  improvement  program 
to  update  to  the  proper  level.     He  pointed  out  that  Alameda  and 
Peninsula  county  users  are  well  served  by  capital  improvement 
expenditures  from  Water  Department  bond  funds. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Berman,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Douglass, 
the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.   76-000  3  approving  the  revised 
schedules  of  rates  and  charges,  reflecting  the  15  percent  increase 
systemwide.     Votes     Ayes-Flynn,  Berman,  Carey,  Douglass.  Absent- 
Byrne.     (Commissioner  Byrne  had  been  excused  at  3:30  p.m.  due  to  an 
emergency  call.

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  said  the  Railway 
will  revise  the  specifications  in  a  manner  that  will  permit  obtain- 
ing wider  response  from  coach  manufacturers  by  making  the  specifica- 
tions less  restrictive  and  purchasing  smaller  lighter  coaches.     It  is 
also  intended  that  the  specifications  include  provisions  for  the 
elderly  and  handicapped.

After  considerable  urging  and  lobbying  effort  from  Urban  Mayors,  and 
others.  Congress  enacted  Section  103(A)  of  Public  Law  93-503,  The  National 
Mass  Transportation  Assistance  Act  of  1974,  on  November  27,  1974  which  for 
the  first  time  provides  Federal  Aid  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  operating 
deficits  of  the  Nation's  Urban  Mass  Transit  Systems. 

The  amount  of  Federal  Aid  available  x-jas  apportioned  to  the  various 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  (SMSA's)  identified  by  the  U.S. 
Census  Department  on  a  population  density  basis.     The  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  SMSA  which  includes  most  of  the  Counties  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,  San  Mateo  as  well  as  all  of  San  Francisco  will  be  apportioned  $16.7 
million  for  Fiscal  1976-77.     This  amount  will  be  apportioned  between  eligible 
Transit  Systems  in  the  area.     It  appears  that  the  Municipal  Railway,  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  Transit,  A/C  Transit,  San  Mateo  Transit,  B.A.R.T.D.,  and  several 
sm.aller  local  Transit  Systems  v/ill  depending  upon  the  respective  abilities 
to  qualify  for  aid,  be  the  recipients  of  aid  under  this  Act. 

Preliminary  meetings  between  the  various  Claimants  have  been  held. 
Negotiations  will  continue  V7ith  the  aim  of  gaining  for  the  Muni  the  max- 
imum allovzable  apportionment  in  recognition  of  the  degree  of  transit  ser- 
vice provided  not  only  to  San  Francisco  but  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire 
San  Francisco  Bay  Region. 

It  is  necessary  that  for  the  City  to  receive  funds  provided  by  this 
Act  approvals  must  be  secured  from  various  boards,  agencies,  and  responsible 
Public  Officials.     These  approvals  must  be  secured  from  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission.    Agreement  must  be  reached  with  other  eligible  Claimants  as 
well  as  Grant  approval  from  the  Urban  M^iss  Transportation  Administration. 

In  order  that  these  steps  may  be  carried  out  in  a  timely  manner,  your 
approval  of  the  attached  Resolution  is  requested.

BRIEF  DESCRIPTION: 


This  resolution  will  approve  Muni  application  for  National  Mass 
Transportation  Assistance  Grant  and  authorize  general  manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  take  appropriate  action  to  secure  funds'  for  use  and  benefit 
of  Municipal  Railway. 


Recently  enacted  legislation  enables  the  Municipal  Railway  to  apply 
for  and  use  new  or  heretofore  inaccessable  sources  of  funds.     These  funds 
will  be  of  material  assistance  in  furthering  the  operating  goals  and  im- 
provement programs  of  the  Muni. 

One  common  requirement  of  these  new  funding  sources  is  that  a  public 
hearing  be  held  on  all  applications  for  transit  aid  funds.     This  hearing 
may  be  held  by  either  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission.    It  appears  that  the  P.U.C.  is  the  most  appropriate  forum  for 
these  hearings.     For  this  reason  the  attached  resolution  approves  Munic- 
ipal Railway  grant  applications  for  aid  funds  available  under  National 
Transportation  Assistance  Act  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  1976-77. 

Federal  and  State  Regulations  require  30-day  notice  and  concerted 
media  coverage,  especially  in  minority  and  ethnic  publications,  prior  to 
public  hearings.

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REVENUE  REQUIREMENT  AND 
RATE  INCREASE  ANALYSIS 
SAN  FRANCISCO  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM 

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department  must  increase  its  rates 
and  charges  by  a  uniform*  increase  of  15%  based  on  meter  readings  on 
or  after  July  1,   1976  to  ensure  the  availability  of  sufficient  funds 
to  finance  its  essential  expenditures  during  fiscal  year  1976-77. 
(See  Exhibit  1,   la,  lb.) 

The  recommended  rate  increase  is  not  intended  to  do  more  than 
fund  the  Water  Department  adequately  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  No 
increase  is  possible  at  this  time  which  would  affect  inside  San 
Francisco  and  outside  San  Francisco  customers  differently.  San 
Francisco  is  presently  restrained  under  a  preliminary  injunction  of 
the  U.   S.  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  California  from 
increasing  rates  in  other  than  a  uniform  manner.     The  injunction  is 
under  appeal  to  the  U.   S.  Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeal,  but  the  pos- 
sibility is  extremely  remote  that  any  court  decision  which  could 
affect  this  rate  increase  will  be  handed  down  prior  to  the  time  this 
increase  must  become  effective.     Regardless  of  the  Circuit  Court 
decision,  an  appeal  to  the  U.   S.   Supreme  Court  appears  to  be  virtual- 
ly certain. 

Additionally,  the  unknown  impact  of  inflation  and/or  recession 

militates  against  the  traditional  concept  of  an  increase  to  cover  a 

period  of  several  future  years.     This  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the 

recurring  applications  for  increased  rates  on  an  as  needed  basis  by 

to  the  nearest  five  cents  on  service  charges  and  to  the  nearest  1/1000 
of  one  cent  on  water  rates, 
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Pacific  Gas  &  Electric,  Pacific  Telephone,  and  other  similar  utili- 
ties.    Because  of  the  foregoing  and  in  view  of  the  unresolved  liti- 
gation,  review  and  adjustment  of  water  rates  and  charges  will  have 
to  be  made  on  an  as  needed  basis  in  the  foreseeable  future.     The  City 
Charter  requires  that  rates  shall  be  so  fixed  that  the  revenue  there- 
from shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  at  least  the  succeeding  fiscal 
year,  all  expenses  incident  to  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Water  Department.     The  procedure  of  securing  approval  of  a  rate  adjust- 
ment is  lengthy,   so  from  a  practical  standpoint  adjustments  must  be 
made  on  a  yearly  basis.  ■        .  . 

A  15%  increase  in  revenue  will  not  overcome  the  insufficiencies 
in  revenue,  which  from  1971-72  through  1975-76  have  resulted  in  delays 
in  the  capital  improvement  program,  nor  will  it  reduce  present,  nor 
prevent  additional,   delays  in  the  program  which  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  June  30,   1977.     This  program   (see  Exhibits  2  and  3)    is  set 
forth  in  the  "July  1972  Water  Revenue  Study"  prepared  by  Brown  and 
Caldwell,  Consulting  Engineers. 

In  view  of  the  inflationary  trend  and  the  insufficiency  of 
funds  for  capital  discussed  above,  water  revenue  requirements  for 
fiscal  year  1977-78  must  be  reviewed  before  the  end  of  1977. 

Lack  of  revenue  has  forced  postponement  of  some  urgently 
needed  reconstruction  and  betterment  work,  and  has  forced  delay  in 
commencing  bond  funded  capital  projects  well  beyond  1977.     The  Water 
Department  capital  improvement  program  is  presently  under  study  to 
redetermine  priorities  and  target  dates. 

In  1971  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  engaged  the  firm 
of  Brown  and  Caldwell,  Consulting  Engineers,   to  perform  a  "Revenue 
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Requirement  Study".     This  study  eventually  led  to  an  increase  in 
water  rates  and  charges  of  17.4%  in  January  1975.     Careful  investi- 
gation of  the  needs  of  the  Water  Department  in  operation  and  mainten- 
ance,  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation,  and  additions  and  betterments 
led  to  projected  costs  covering  the  years  1971-72  through  1976-77. 
This  study  indicated  that  a  17.4%  composite  rate  increase  was  needed 
in  January  1973.     The  rate  increase  was  postponed  until  July,  1974 
because^  of  unusual  revenues  from  sale  of  Water  Department  land  and 
by  delaying  segments  of  the  capital  improvement  program. 

Unfortunately,  the  effective  date  was  further  delayed  until 
mid-January,   1975  because  the  Board  of  Supervisors  disapproved  the 
uniform  composite  17.4%  rate  and  requested  a  20.5%  rate  outside  San 
Francisco  and  a  14,5%  rate  inside  San  Francisco.     These  differential 
rates  had  been  suggested  by  Brown  and  Caldwell,  but  as  the  result  of 
a  meeting  attended  by  representatives  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  it  was  determined  that  it  would  be  equit- 
able to  increase  both  the  City  and  suburban  rates  and  charge  uniformly 
by  17.4%.     The  Public  Utilities  Commission  reconsidered  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'   action  and  recommended  to  the  Board  the  suggested  20.5% 
and  14.5%  differential  rate.     Immediately  after  adoption  of  these 
rates  by  the  Board,  a  group  of  resale  customers  in  San  Mateo,  Santa 
Clara  and  Alameda  Counties  filed  suit  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  to  enjoin  San  Francisco  from  applying  the  differential  rates. 
A  preliminary  injunction  was  granted  and  is  now  being  appealed  by 
the  City,  as  noted  above. 

When  the  prior  rate  increase  was  scheduled  for  July  1,  1974 
it  was  indicated  in  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  study  that  a  future 
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increase  would  probably  be  required  in  1978.     However,   5  major 
factors,  unpredictable  at  the  time,  have  led  to  the  present  rate 
increase  proposal.     These  factors  are: 

1.  Transfer  of  $2,900,000  of  Water  Department  funds  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  City  and  County.      (Presently  impounded 
under  the  preliminary  injunction  of  the  U.   S.  District 
Court. ) 

2.  Reduced  revenues  of  approximately  $2,500,000  due  to  delay 
from  July  1,   1974  until  January  17,   1975  in  increasing 
water  rates . 

3.  Shortfall  of  approximately  $400,000  in  anticipated  water 
sales  in  fiscal  year  1975-76. 

4.  Necessity  of  transferring  an  additional  $1,500,000  to 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  because  of  increasing  operation- 
al cost  and  capital  improvements  chargeable  to  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department.     The  major  item  in  this  in- 
crease is  $300,000  to  reline  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  #2. 
(See  Exhibit  4.) 

5.  Increased  operation  and  maintenance  expenses  for  fiscal 
years  1975-76  and  1976-77  of  $2,876,000   over  the  1974 
estimates  of  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  report.     These  in- 
creases are  $1,825,000  for  1975-76  and  $1 , 051 , 000  for 
1976-77,  based  on  the  present  1975-76  budget  and  the 
forthcoming  1976-77  budget. 

There  have  been  no  new  employments,  and  it  is  proposed  in  the 
1976-77  budget  to  eliminate  12  employments.     However,  costs  for  sal- 
aries, wages,  materials  and  supplies  have  risen  sharply  beyond  the 
1974  estimates  due  to  continuing  inflation. 
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The  year  1978  was  previously  projected  as  the  time  at  which 
additional  revenue  would  be  required.     However,  the  five  factors 
enumerated  above  have  resulted  in  reduction  of  funds  available  of 
$5,800,000    (items  1,  2  &  3,  and  there  are  additional  unforeseeable 
fund  requirements  amounting  to  $3,927,000    (items  4  &  5) .     The  result- 
ant need  for  $9,727,000     revenue  requires  that  the  rate  increase  be 
established  on  meter  readings  on  and  after  July  1,  1976. 

When  completed,  the  review  of  capital  improvement  program 
priorities  will  be  used  in  determining  any  need  for  any  future  rate 
increase.     The  impact  of  recent  changes  in  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  unknown  at  this  time.     However,  any 
adjustment  of  craft  wages  is  estimated  to  have  little  effect  in  fis- 
cal year  1976-77,  but  could  result  in  slower  escalation  of  labor  costs 
in  succeeding  years.     The  possibility  arises  that  a  further  rate  in- 
crease in  fiscal  1977-78  would  be  minor  or  might  be  postponed.  A 
continuing  review  of  operating  and  maintenance  requirements  is  being 
maintained  in  order  to  reduce  such  costs  where  feasible.

The  calendar  item  was  announced  by  Commission  President  Flynn. 
Commissioner  Carey  announced  that  Mayor  George  R.  Moscone  had 
requested  the  PUC  postpone  the  election  of  president  and  vice 
president  for  thirty  days  until  the  meeting  of  February  24,  19  76.

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  explained  the 
Railway's  recommendation  that  the  handicapped  discount  fare  program 
approved  by  PUC  Resolution  No.   75-0194,  adopted  May  27,  19  75,  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  44  3-75,  June  16,  19  75,  for  a  six- 
months  trial  period,  be  continued  on  a  permanent  basis.     The  Muni 
staff  also  recommended  that  the  program  for  reduced  fare  for  the 
qualified  handicapped  be  expanded  to  all  hours  for  a  six-month  trial 
period.     The  original  trial  period  excluded  the  peak  periods  (7:00 
to  9;00  a.m.  and  4;00  to  6s00  p.m.),  and  at  the  time  the  Board 
approved  the  discount  it  requested  review  of  the  program  at  he 
conclusion  of  the  trial  period  with  the  view  to  extending  it  to  all 
hours,  if  practical. 

Mr.  Green  stated  that  1900  discount  fare  cards  have  been  issued, 
and  the  resultant  revenue  loss  to  the  Railway  has  not  been  substan- 
tial. 

Anticipated  annual  farebox  revenue  loss  incurred  by  the  handicapped 
discount  fare  program  is  $76,000.     He  asked  the  Commission  to  approve 
supplemental  appropriation  requests  to  cover  this  amount,  plus 
$11,895  estimated  one-year  operating  cost  based  on  actual  costs 
incurred  by  the  program  between  July  1,  1975,  and  September  30,  19  75. 
When  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  handicapped  discount 
program  on  a  temporary  basis  it  did  not  approve  a  supplemental 
appropriation  that  would  provide  resources  for  I-uni  implementation 
of  the  program.

The  increase  between  this  and  the  1875-76  budget  is  $14,187,629, 

Dr.  John  M,  Christensen,  Jr.,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance , 
explained  the  budgetary  requirements  of  the  Utilities  departments. 
He  said  that  each  of  the  Commissioners  individually  had  reviewed  the 
work  accomplished,  and  the  budgets  had  been  available  and  advertised 
for  public  perusal  since  January  6.     The  budget  presentation  was 
originally  scheduled  for  January  13,  but  a  letter  from  Mayor  George  R. 
Moscone  indicated  certain  requirements  to  be  considered  in  the 
budget  preparation  which  necessitated  postponement.     Part  of 
information  desired  in  the  Mayor's  request  was  that  the  budget  data 
be  presented  in  the  form  of  programs.     There  will  also  be  a  line  item 
presentation.     He  indicated  the  General  Managers  would  specifically 
address  the  programmatic  aspects  in  their  presentations  which  would 
follow.     Dr.  Christensen  then  presented  the  general  budget  for  the 
PUC  with  the  line  item  highlights. 

The  primary  differences  between  the  current  year  and  1976-77  budgets 
are  attributable  to  the  following  major  impacts:     Bureau  of  Light, 
Heat  &  Power — additional  street  lighting  and  lighting  of  public 
buildings  in  the  amount  of  $2,105,994;  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  &  Power 
System — an  increase  of  $1,700,000  in  purchase  of  power  for  resale 
and  $2,638,000  in  Reconstruction  and  Replacement  for  the  support  of 
a  capital  program  of  the  Municipal  Railway;  Water  Department — a  major 
increase  in  Materials  and  Supplies  due  to  the  rapid  rise  in  costs  for 
chemicals,  a  significant  increase  in  insurance  and  taxes,  and 
$1,500,000  increase  in  allocation  of  costs  for  the  water  supplied  by 
Hetch  Hetchy;  and  the  Municipal  Railway — an  increase  of  $5,815,517  to 
cover  increased  costs  of  wages  and  fringe  benefits,  materials  and 
supplies,  fuels, new  employments,  and  a  deferred  maintenance  program. 

Funds  to  finance  the  budget  will  be  obtained  from  the  following  sources 
in  the  estimated  amounts ; 

Revenues  $  81,186,787 

Revenue  Sharing  9,500,000 

Inter-Fund  Receipts  7,300,802 

Transportation  Development  Act  Funds   (MTC)  4,100,000

Total  $149,303,663 
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Each  of  the  department  managers  then  discussed  his  budget,  the  key 
elements,  and  answered  questions  from  the  Commission. 

Oral  L.  Moore,  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager,  stated  that  this  year 
is  the  driest  the  system  has  ever  experienced.     Domestic  consumption 
and  the  Water  Department  service  area  rely  upon  water  stored  in 
Hetch  Hetchy  Cherry  Lake;  however,  there  has  been  no  precipitation 
in  the  watershed  so  far  this  winter.     Mr.  Moore  explained  that 
electrical  power  generation  has  been  reduced  in  order  to  conserve 
water  to  insure  a  continuing  supply  of  power  for  the  City.  This 
means  that  Hetch  Hetchy  power  revenues  will  be  less  than  has  been 
projected  in  the  budget,  assuming  the  drought  continues.     He  there- 
fore recommended  that  the  appropriation  surplus  of  $1.5  million  be 
deleted  from  the  proposed  budget. 

Following  discussion,  on  motion  of  Commissioner  Carey,  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Byrne,  the  Commission  approved  the  deletion. 

On  being  questioned  by  Commissioner  Carey  as  to  whether  the  change  in 
craft  employee's  hourly  wage  rates  covered  by  Proposition  "B"  has 
been  included  in  the  wage  and  salary  computations,  Mr.  Moore  replied 
that  in  accord  with  budgetary  procedures ,  the  rates  presently  in 
effect  are  the  figures  used. 

Commissioner  Carey  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  duties  of  the 
7312  Chauffeur.     Mr.  Moore  said  the  individual  in  this  position 
primarily  operates  and  maintains  the  Hetch  Hetchy  motor  pool  of 
20  trucks  and  automobiles  at  835  Harrison  Street. 

-0- 

Kenneth  R.  Boyd,  /Jater"  Department  2-.cting  General  .Manager ,  said  the. 
Water  Departmt^ut' s  proposed  buc/jet  reflects  an  increase  of  3.5  percent 
and,  i:i  vie\.^  of  inf Icitionary  costs,  it  is  most  conservative  and 
austere.     There  are  no  new  programs  or  new  positions,  and  12  vacant 
positions,  which  have  been  determined  to  be  non-essential  under 
current  circumstances,  have  been  deleted. 

Commissioner  Carey  asked  if  the  department  has  considered  changing 
contract  procedures  wherein  a  contractor  may  bid  for  furnishing 
material  the  Water  Department  is  presently  purchasing,  storing  and 
supplying  itself  (pipe  fittings,  valves,  etc.).     Mr.  Boyd  said  a 
full  report  will  be  available  in  a  month  analyzing  this  procedure 
in  order  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  saving  can  actually  be 
achieved. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Flynn's  question,  Mr,  Boyd  said  the 
proposed  budget  includes  the  15  percent  increase  in  water  rates 
approved  by  the  PUC  and  presently  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

-0- 

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  presented  a 
detailed  explanation  of  the  Muni's  proposed  budget  of  $8  3,169,186, 
an  increase  of  $5,815,517   (7.52%)  over  the  current  budget.  Stringent 
measures  were  applied  to  hold  this  down  without  damaging  service,  but 
the  following  increases  had  to  be  accepted s 

48  new  employments  for  $787,651  in  salaries  and  wages 
$391,000  in  salary  and  craft  v/age  increases 
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$577,064  in  operators  wages 

$1,070,000  to  complete  motor  coach  rebuild  program 
$779,425  for  materials  and  supplies 
$942,45  3  for  mandatory  fringe  benefits 


With  charts,  Mr.  Green  explained  the  Municipal  Railway  revenues  and 
resources,  as  compared  to  the  budget  request;  a  comparison  of  1975-76 
and  1976-77  budgets;  and  a  recap  analysis  of  increases  in  operating 
budgets,  1964-65  to  1976-77. 

Commissioner  Carey  commented  on  one  of  the  Muni's  major  problems — 
the  motor  coach  maintenance  program,  in  that  the  nev/  motor  coach 
equipment  being  purchased  requires  service  checks  after  every  1500 
miles.     This  means  that  about  50  buses  every  day  have  to  be  in  the 
shop  in  order  to  furnish  first-class  service. 

-0- 

With  regard  to  the  General  Office  Budget,  Dr.  Christensen  explained 
there  are  no  additional  personnel  and  no  additional  equipment 
requested.     The  increase  is  attributable  to  Social  Security,  fringe 
benefits,  and  legal  assistance  provided  by  the  City  Attorney's 
Office. 

-0- 

Commissioner  Herman  called  for  speakers  from  the  audience. 


C.  R.  Arnold,  350  Hamilton  Street,  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Citizens  Advisory  Panel  for  Transit  Improvement  (CAP) ,  yielded  to 
Jack  Oppenheimer. 

Jack  Oppenheimer,  22  75  Beach  Street,  of  CAP,  asked  for  an  accurate 
$87  million  budget  to  restore  full  Muni  service. 

He  said  the  proposed  budget  demonstrates  what  CAP  believes  to  be  short- 
sighted financial  planning  that  does  not  deal  adequately  with  the  long 
range  problems  in  maintaining  the  Muni.     He  cited  five  specific  areas 
totaling  almost  $2  million  where  cuts  from  the  original  January  6 
budget,  which  was  withdrawn  and  altered  following  the  new  Mayor's 
request  to  maintain  this  year's  budget  levels,  would  directly  affect 
Muni's  maintenance  capability. 

Wages s  66  proposed  new  maintenance  and  service  positions  reduced 
to  31,  a  cut  of  $590,000 

Accident  claims  &  expenses?     Cut  by  over  $700,000 

Additions  &  Betterments:     All  $266,000  has  been  cut  completely 
in  anticipation  of  UMTA  federal  funds.     What  assurance 
that  these  funds  are  forthcoming? 

Reconstruction  &  Replacement:     Cut  $388,000.     Included  is  $4500 
of  deferred  maintenance  that  would  rehabilitate  fire 
fighting  equipment  at  Geneva  carhouse. 
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Contractual  Services:     $15,000  increase  for  cleaning  Muni's 
passenger  shelters. 

Mr.  Oppenheimer  urged  the  Commission  to  adopt  the  original  budget  of 
$87  million  for  the  Muni,  rather  than  the  $83  million  budget  v/hich 
he  feared  is  an  "illusion." 

Mr.  Crowley  and  Dr.  Christensen  explained  that  many  hours  were  spent 
going  over  every  item.     It  became  a  decision  of  what  could  be  done 
and  arriving  at  a  common  ground — making  sure  all  was  valid  and 
necessary.     People  must  be  realistic — this  is  a  budget  where  revenues 
pay  only  30  percent  of  the  cost.     The  Post  report  is  proposing  at  the 
State  level  that  revenues  must  cover  at  least  40  percent  of  the  costs. 
San  Francisco  is  at  the  low  end  of  the  spectrum  for  cost  coverage  by 
revenue  and  would  like  to  keep  the  low  fares?  therefore  costs  must 
be  controlled. 

Ms.  Marguerite  Warren,  of  1746-32nd  Avenue,  said  that  the  role  of 
the  Muni's  non-profit  corporation,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway  Improvement  Corporation,  does  not  appear  in  the  budget  as  a 
factor  in  the  purchase  of  the  equipment.     She  asked  what  was  done 
with  the  time  saved  by  Muni  shop  personnel  which  were  to  be  relieved 
from  overhaul  work  by  motor  overhaul  work  being  contracted  out. 

She  advocated  not  purchasing  buses  in  fleets  because  they  wear  out 
all  at  once;  a  fare  increase  to  30<:  to  relieve  the  taxpayers  from 
an  increase  in  ad  valorem  taxes;  and  inclusion  of  money  for  safety 
in  the  buses.     She  claimed  the  problem  is  not  being  attacked  on  the 
basis  of  San  Francisco's  future;  the  Muni  is  relying  too  heavily 
on  outside  money,  using  more  than  1/2  of  all  revenue  sharing  avail- 
able to  the  City. 

Walter  O'Donnell,  representing  the  Self  Help  for  Aging,  944  Market 
Street,  Room  300,  said  he  agreed  with  Ms.  Warren,  that  the  City  is 
counting  too  heavily  on  revenue  sharing.  He  commented  also  on  the 
hazardous  condition  of  the  Geneva  carhouse. 

Mr.  Green  said  that  the  transit  security  program  is  to  be  funded 
by  the  Police  Department.     With  reference  to  the  shop  building  at 
Geneva  carhouse,  meetings  have  been  held  with  OSHA  and  monies  have 
been  budgeted  to  deal  with  fire  and  safety  equipment;  however, 
the  monies  have  been  frozen.     Application  is  also  being  made  for 
funds  from  a  federal  grant, 

Larry  Martin,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  250A,  said 
he  is  also  concerned  about  safety  conditions  at  Geneva  carhouse. 
He  agreed  with  CAP  that  the  budget  should  be  approved  at  the  original 
$87  million  figure;  and,  with  regard  to  violence  and  vandalism  on 
the  buses,  said  some  sort  of  community  relations  program  should  be 
budgeted  to  handle  this  problem.     He  said  it  is  better  to  spend 
$100,000  to  prevent  rather  than  $700,000  to  repair. 

-0- 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  adoption  of  the  budget  as  presented  by 
staff.     Commissioner  Carey  seconded. 

Commissioner  Flynn,  on  discussion,  proposed  amending  the  motion 
to  include    the  following  three  changes  in  the  Municipal  Railway 
budget  s 
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Materials  &  Supplies  $    2,522,000  increased  to  $  3,000,000 

Fuels  &  Lubricants  $     2,126,000  ;  $  2,500,000 

Passenger  &  Damage 

Claims  $     2,900,000  $  3,500,000 

Total  increase  $  1,450,750 

Total  MR  Budget  $  83,169,186  increased  to  $  84,619,936 

Total  budget  all  depts.     $149,30  3,66  3  increased  to  $150,754,413 

Commissioner  Douglass  seconded  the  amendment. 

On  roll  call,  the  amendment  and  the  amended  resolution  were  approved 
by  unanimous  vote.     (Resolution  No.   75-0046) .

PUBLIC  HEARING  -  On  proposed  application  with  the  U.S.   Department  of 

Transportation  for  a  grant  under  the  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Assistance  Act  of  1964,  as  amended, 
for  financial  aid  in  connection  with  the  following 
projects  of  the  Municipal  Railway  rehabilitation 
program.     Total  estimated  costs,  $6.18  million. 

a)  Acquisition  of  35  articulated  diesel  motor 
coaches . 

b)  Application  of  new  Muni  fleet  colors  and  graphics 
on  375  existing  motor  coaches  to  bring  them  into 
conformance  with  all  new  vehicle  acquisitions. 

Secretary  Thomas  G.  Flynn  stated  that  an  official  transcript  of  the 
hearing  would  be  made  in  conformance  with  Department  of  Transportation 
requirements.     He  said  that  hearing  notification  was  advertised  in 
the  required  official  and  minority  newspaper  publications,  and  notices 
mailed  to  neighborhood  associations  and  labor  unions. 

Dr.  John  M.  Christensen,  Jr.  described  the  proposed  application  to 
UMTA,  to  be  called  "Transportations  Articulated  Vehicles  and  Painting" 
(TAP)  . 


It  is  proposed  to  acquire  35  high-capacity  articulated  coaches  for 
service  on  high-density  lines  such  as  the  38-Geary.     This  will  support 
the  final  recommendations  of  the  Northwest  San  Francisco  Transit 
Extension  Study.     The  coaches  proposed  for  MUNI  will  seat  65  passengers 
and  will  have  three  sets  of  double-width  doors  to  speed  boarding  and 
alighting.     They  are  intended  to.  initigate  such  problems  as  severe 
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overcrowding,  bunching  of  buses,  and  loading  delays. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  program  is  $6,182,250.     It  is  proposed 
that  a  Federal  grant  in  the  amount  of  $4,9  45,800   (80%)  be  sought. 
The  local  share  of  $1,236,450  will  be  provided  by  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation  through  the  sale  of  bonds. 

Commission  President  Herman  opened  the  meeting  for  statements  from 
the  audience : 

Paul  Goodlett,  speaking  for  Richard  Delgado  (California  Assn.  of 
Physically  Handicapped)   asked  for  a  barrier-free  design,  with  equal 
accessibility  for  all  American  taxpayers. 

Mr.  Green  said  the  coach  will  represent  an  improvement  for  the 
handicapped  and  elderly.     The  specifications  are  the  result  of  ten 
transport  systems  participating  in  the  program  and  being  coordinated 
by  the  California  Department  of  Transportation,     Commissioner  Herman 
referred  Mr,  Goodlett 's  organization  to  CAL  TRANS  for  discussion 
along  the  lines  they  are  sensitive  to. 

J.  B.  Martin,  1750  Market  Street,  International  Association  of 
Machinists  and  Aerospace  Workers,     Requested  that  the  application 
should  specify  that  the  coaches  be  built  in  America. 

Mr.  Crowley  explained  that  certain  state  and  federal  laws  preclude 
this  discrimination,  and  that  the  reason  for  the  several  transit 
properties  joining  together  in  this  program  is  to  obtain  an  order 
sufficiently  large  to  attract  American  manufacturers  to  participate 
in  the  bidding, 

C.  R,  Arnold  of  CAP  with  regard  to  the  bus  painting,  said  that  paying 
$100,000  matching  City  funds  for  cosmetic  purposes,  whether  needed 
or  not,  just  to  receive  $40  0,000  federal  money,  was  not  sufficient 
reason, 

John  Elberling,  of  CAP,  1500  Grant  Avenue,  did  not  remain  to  speak. 

M.  H,  Klebolt,  4  80  Geary  Street,  Chairman,  Planning  &  Operations 
Committee  of  CAP,  asked  that  the  Commission  defer  a  decision  until 
the  next  meeting  so  that  information  relative  to  the  cost  of 
supporting  35  buses  for  one  route  could  be  brought  forth. 

He  asked    for   the  maintenance  cost  on  a  daily  basis  of  the  articulated 
bus  vs,  the  GM  and  AI4  General  coach;  and  what  additional  capital 
outlay  would  be  required  to  support  these  vehicles:  special  lifts; 
parking;  parts,  cost  and  where  obtained;  any  additional  money  required 
from  UMTA  to  building  housing  cind  maintenance  facilities. 

He  said  the  question  may  be  raised  whether  equipping  a  single  route 
with  the  vehicle  may  be  short-changing  some  citizens,  e.g.,  those 
on  the  12  or  14  route  who  would  like  a  new  bus. 

He  also  asked  whether    80/20  federal  funding  is  assured  on  painting 
of  the  buses.     If  this  is  not  forthcoming,  he  would  rather  see  the 
money  used  to  keep  the  buses  clean  than  painted. 

Peter  McCrea,  Chairman,  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond  District  and  Chairman  for  the  Northwest 
Corridor  Advisory  Committee  for  two  years  spoke  in  favor  of  purchasing 
the  buses.     Unanimous  recommendation  of  the  N/W  Corridor  Advisory 
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Committee  was  that  an  improved  bus  system  was  logical  for  the  next 
10  to  15  years.     This  is  the  only  major  transit  corridor  in  the  City 
that  has  not  been  improved  within  the  last  10  to  15  years — all  others 
have  upgraded  service. 

He  further  recommended  that  the  POM  study  be  pursued.     A  good  deal  of 
work  needs  to  be  done  for  transit  preferential  streets;  boundary 
areas;  parking  areas,  etc. 

Walter  O'Donnell  also  asked  that  the  matter  be  put  over  two  weeks, 
in  order  to  answer  the  questions  raised.     Is  air-conditioning  needed 
for  San  Francisco  buses?    With  longer  buses,  will  removal  of  parking 
meters  be  required?    The  subject  of  putting  street  cars  back  on  Geary 
Street  has  been  raised  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Ms.  Warren  said  she  was  apprehensive  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
diversification  of  its  forces  and  not  looking  at  the  City  as  a  whole. 
Will  this  tie  into  the  whole  system?    If  the  larger  buses  are  used, 
how  much  parking  is  lost? 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  if  there  would  be  a  serious  disruption  in 
the  time  schedule  if  the  Ccanmission  put  the  matter  over  for  30  days. 

Mr.  Green  and  Dr.  Christensen  advised  that  a  decision  should  be 
reached  as  soon  as  possible;  that  the  matter  of  the  application 
still  has  to  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval;  and 
a  delay  of  that  nature  indicates  some  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the 
Commission  wants  to  go  forward.     The  consortium  is  now  out  to  bid 
and  a  reduction  of  10  percent  in  the  number  of  coaches   (Muni's  share) 
could  impact  on  the  procurement. 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  the  matter  be  put  over  30  days  for  more 
study;  Commissioner  Carey  seconded. 

On  discussion,  Merrill  Cohen,  TIP  engineer  who  has  been  working  with 
the  consortium  on  the  articulated  buses  for  almost  two  years,  urged 
that,  this  matter  go  forward.     The  Muni  has  considered  the  parking 
and  maintenance  requirements  for  these  vehicles  and  is  satisfied  it 
can  take  care  of  them.     Further  spare  parts  are  included  in  the  bid 
now  out  for  supplier's  consideration.     There  is  a  need  for  these 
coaches  and  they  are  better  for  handicapped  than  any  of  our  others. 

Commissioner  Berman,  noting  that  the  Muni  has  been  considering  the 
subject  for  two  years,  admonished  the  staff  and  the  programmers  to 
bring  these  matters  to  the  Commission  in  ample  time  to  allow  them 
opportunity  for  consideration. 

Commissioner  Carey  then  moved  for  amendment  of  the  motion  so  as  to 
permit  continuance  of  the  matter  to  the  February  10  meeting,  two 
weeks  hence.     Commissioner  Byrne  agreed  to  the  amendment.     On  roll 
call  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  continuing  the  hearing  to 
the  February  10  meeting.

PUBLIC  HEARING  -  Policy  approval  of  the  Recreational  Development 

Plan  for  Peninsula  Watershed  Lands 

The  presentation  of  the  recommended  plan  for  possible  recreational 
uses  for  a  4,000-acre  section  of  the  SFWD  lands  in  San  Mateo  County 
was  made  by  Kenneth  R.  Boyd,  WD  Acting  General  Manager,  and  Richard 
A.  Moore,  President  of  EDAW,  Inc.,  San  Francisco  environmental 
planning  firm. 

The  plan  calls  for  "a  low  intensity  development  program  that  would 
essentially  provide  the  visitor  with  a  variety  of  recreational 
opportunities  keyed  to  experiencing  the  natural  beauties,  wonders 
and  environment  of  the  watershed  landscape." 

Citizen  advisory  committees  in  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  counties 
worked  with  the  consultants  during  the  3-year  study. 

The  plan  includes  40  miles  of  trails,  six  parking  areas  v/ith  a 
capacity  for  500  automobiles,  six  picnic  areas  with  110  tables,  a 
25-acre  play  meadow,  and  a  nature  study  center  adjacent  to  the 
entrance  road  to  the  Phleger  Estate  (south  of  Mrs.  William  Roth's 
Filoli  Estate) ,  with  parking  for  25  horse  trailers. 

Although  the  plan  does  not  include  a  golf  course,  it  states  that  an 
18-hole  golf  course  could  be  built  on  Water  Department  lands  and 
a  portion  of  the  Filoli  Estate.     This,  however,  is  contingent  upon 
San  Mateo  County  acquisition  of  the  Filoli  lands,  and  an  agreement 
covering  San  Mateo  County's  use  of  162  acres  of  Water  Department  land. 

Cost  of  development  has  been  estimated  at  $2.5  million,  and  annual 
maintenance  and  operating  costs  at  $647,000. 

Exclusive  of  a  golf  course,  revenue  from  the  recreation  area  would 
amount  to  about  $200,000  annually,  which  means  the  operation  would 
require  a  yearly  subsidy  of  approximately  $447,000. 

Mr.  Boyd  explained  that  Public  Utilities  Commission  policy  as  mandated 
by  the  City  Charter  does  not  permit  it  to  utilize  funds  under  its 
control  for  development,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  such  recreation 
al  facilities. 

Mr.  Boyd  emphasized  that  the  Department  recommends  PUC  approval  in 
concept  only  and  not  the  detail  of  the  plan. 

Commissioner  Berman  opened  the  meeting  to  expressions  from  the  3' 
audience, 

John  Gilliland,  301  Encina,  Stanford,  representing  the  Sierra  Club 

Loma  Prieta  Chapter, 
(also  served  as  vice  chairman  on  San  Mateo  County  Advisory 
Committee  on  the  watershed) 

He  said  the  Sierra  Club  was  disappointed  that  many  of  their 
recommendations  to  the  consultant  were  not  seriously  considered  in 
the  plan.     He  pointed  out  that  no  alternative  plans  have  been  made 
involving  Filoli  Estate  and  they  do  not  find  compelling  the  case 
made  by  the  consultants  for  construction  of  parking  along  Canada  Road, 
the  automobile  orientation  of  the  plan,  or  intrusion  of  an  18-hole 
golf  course  into  the  center  of  the  valley.     He  strongly  recommended  a 
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three-year  phased  approach  to  any  change  in  the  utilization  of  the 
land  of  the  valley. 

Michael  Painter,  SPUR  and  Chairman,  Citizens  Advisory  Committee, 
recommended  policy  approval  of  the  recreational  plan.     He  left  the 
meeting  before  being  called  on.     His  statement,  read  by  the  Secretary 
said  that  SPUR  was  glad  the  present  plan  was  selected  from  the  three 
alternatives.     This  plan  represented  the  lowest  level  of  recreational 
development,  thereby  preserving  the  natural  quality  of  the  land  while 
still  providing  a  significant  recreational  resource  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Bay  Area. 

Mrs.  John  Hooper,  5  80  Mt.  Home  Road,  Woods ide.      (left  before  being 

called  on) 

Darryl  Skrabak,  701  Noe  Street,  San  Francisco,  and  Charles  Robbins 
Arnold,  350  Hamilton  Street,  San  Francisco,  Executive  Director  and 
Director,  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition. 

Commented  on  the  bike  trail  aspects  of  the  plan,  and  felt  that  the 
costs  of  improvements  could  be  kept  well  below  the  reported  figure. 
Expressed  concern  about  the  area  east  of  San  Andreas  Lake  which 
was  not  included  in  the  study,  v/here  access  to  the  recreational  area 
is  blocked  by  the  Junipero  Serra  freeway. 

Douglas  Horn,  planner  v/ith  the  Department  of  City  Planning,  pointed 
out  that  before  any  action  can  be  taken  by  the  Water  Department 
the  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the  staff  of  the  City  Planning 
Department  for  an  environmental  impact  review. 

Commissioner  Byrne  was  excused  at  6s 30  p.m. 

Mr.  Boyd  stated  the  comments  at  today's  meeting  would  be  taken  under 
consideration.     He  pointed  out  that  the  Water  Department  is  not 
recommending  that  the  Commission  decide  today  just  exactly  what  is 
to  go  where  and  how  much,  because  there  is  no  firm  feeling  except 
that  low  intensity  is  the  better  program  to  follow  for  recreation.

CHRISTENSENc     Mr.  President,  Fellov7  Commissioners s 
The  subject  of  this  new  grant,  vjhich  v/ill  be  the  fifth  m.ajor 
grant  that  we  have,   is  acquisition  of  articulated  diesel  motor 
coaches  and  painting  under  TIP. 

As  indicated  by  the  President,   it  is  for  35  articulated 
diesel  coaches  and  to  apply  the  new  Muni  colors  and  graphics  to 
375  motor  coaches. 

The  total  cost  of  $6,182,000  will  be  funded  by  the 
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Federal  Government  for  $4,945,900  and  the  local  share  of 
$1,236,000  will  be  funded  by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation  through  the  sale  of  bonds. 

The  acquisition  of  the  35  articulated  coaches  is  in 
accordance  with  the  final  recommendations  of  the  Northwest 
San  Francisco  Transit  Extension  Study  and  it  will  carry  out, 
then,   the  proposals  to  upgrade  the  service  along  the  Geary 
Corridor.

V7e  have  also  received  informal  approval  from  UMTA  for 
that  second  element,  the  painting  of  the  vehicles. 

So  that  is  the  project  which  is  before  you  this  after- 
noon for  consideration. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Mr.   Secretary,  are  there  any  people 
in  the  audience  who  want  to  speak  to  this? 

SECRETARY  FLYNN:     Yes.     Rick  Delgado,  representing  the 
California  Association  of  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

MR.  PAUL  GOODLATAW:     My  name  is  Paul  Goodlataw,  he 
left  but  asked  me  to  speak  on  his  behalf. 

He  wants  to  be  included  on  the  subject  to  which  I'm 
going  to  speak.     As  Chairman  of  the  Area  3  Design  District  4 
Indoor  Stores  Craft  and  member  of  the  Craft,  we  call  for  removal 
of  affixed  barriers. 

We  vrauld  like  to  have  it  on  record  that  we  protest  the 
purchase  of  these  buses,  which  will  not  be  accessible  with 
taxpayers'  m.oney,  mainly  because  they  will  not  be  equally 
accessible  or  usable  by  all  Am.ericans,  and  at  this  point  in 
time,  when  the  large  automobiles  and  auto-oriented  facilities 
are  being  discouraged  in  order  to  conserve  energy,  the  handi- 
capped are  again  being  left  out  to  full  accessibility  to  the 
mainstream  of  society. 

Thank  you. 
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PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Mr.  Green,   can  you  address  yourself 
to  that?  o:'-':''^v'ri.t^.:'.^:''  z:o:'  '..I: i:.^:: 

MR.  GREEN:     Yes,  sir.     I  would  like  to  make  one  comment 
with  respect  to  that:     Although  current  technology  still  does 
not  allow  for  four-wheel  vehicles  for  the  proposed  articulated 
coach,   the  coach  will  represent  an  improvement  for  the  elderly 
and  the  handicapped  over  our  present  buses .     The  clearing 
opening  of  all  double  vjidth  doors  will  be  at  least  48  inches, 
approximately  double  the  m.aximum  clearing  on  our  present  diesels 
This  will  facilitate  access  by  the  elderly  and  handicapped,  as 
well  as  reduce  loading  delays.        -  ■ 

It  is  expected  while  the  front  step  will  be  approxi- 
mately the  same  level  from  the  street  as  the  current  step,  the 
center  and  rear  doors  will  be  tV70  inches  lower.     The  sign 
curtain  at  the  front  of  the  vehicle  will  be  higher  and  it  will 
also  allow  one  inch  of  higher  letters  for  the  route,   and  the 
route  signs  will  be  similarly  larger  and  will  help  the  handi- 
capped and  elderly. 

PRESIDENT  BERI/IAN:     The  visual  portion,  the  sign,  is 
not  the  concern  of  the  gentleman  that  just  spoke,  I'm  sure. 

The  design,   is  this  the  design  prepared  by  UMTA  for 
these  buses,  are  the  qualifications  prepared  by  UMTA? 

MR.  GREEN:     It  is  the  result  of  the  ten  companies  that 
are  participating  in  the  program,  and  this  has  been  supervised 
or  overseen  by  the  California  Department  of  Transportation. 
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^  '    PRESIDENT  BERJmN:     What  I  would  like  to  say  is,  where 
can  this  gentleman  go?     Who  can  he  talk  to? 
MR.  GREEN:  CalTrans. 

PRESIDENT  BERJ^lANs     To  get  some  relief  along  the  lines 
that  you're  addressing  yourself  to« 

I  am  sympathetic  to  your  needs  and  yet  there  seems  to 
be  a  higher  tribunal  than  ourselves  here  to  which  you  can  and 
should  address  yourself  in  this  particular  instance. 
*^    •  I  think  Mr.  Green  will  cooperate  with  you  in  seeing 

that  you  establish  a  line  of  communication  to  the  department. 

"  MR.  GOODLATAW:     I  did  not  quite  hear  what  Mr.  Green  was 

saying.  Did  he  say  something  about  the  doors?  I  know  the  doors 
are  wider . 

MR.   GREEN:     Double.  -^'^  -■r-^ '^r:'^ ^  '  , 

'  PRESIDENT  BERI>1AN:     The  double  door  is  two  inches  lower 

on  the  middle  and  rear  entrance  and  exits.  ^  . 

'    ■        MR.  GOODLATAW:     What  about  a  person  in  a  wheelchair, 
could  he  get  in? 

MR.  GREEN:     I  m.ight  say  that  v/e  keep  continual  contact 
with  UMTA  and  the  manufacturers.     It  is  going  to  be  about  two 
years  before  your  manufacturers  are  going  to  be  ready  to  make 
the  hydraulic  lifts  for  mass  transit  vehicles. 

MR.  GOODLATAW:     The  main  thing  is  x^7e  want  to  have  it  on 
the  record. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Yes,  and  I  suggest  that  Dr. 
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Christensen,  Mr.  Crowley,   and  Mr.  Green  take  note  and  address 
themselves  vociferously  to  this  particular  problem,   so  that 
hopefully  it  will  be  possibly  less  than  two  years  before  this 
obstacle  can  be  overcome. 
Anybody  else? 

MR.  J.  B.  I/IARTIN:     J.  B.  Martin  representing  the 
International  Association  of  Machinists  and  Aerospace  Workers.. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Commissioners:     I  am  here  to  speak 
very  briefly  in  opposition  only  if  these  coaches        and  it 
appears  that  they  have  already  been  awarded        everything  seems 
cut  and  dried  with  the  exception  of  the  moneys  being  applied 
for,  as  the  previous  speaker  who  spoke  has  already  approved  of 
certain  coaches. 

It  is  our  opposition,  representing  Machinists  Union 
and  probably  every  man  and  woman  in  this  country  that  a  pro- 
vision should  be  placed  in  the  application  for  these  funds  that 
any  coaches,  whether  articulated  or  otherwise,  that  are  being 
purchased  by  taxpayers'  moneys  should  be  built  in  this  country. 

I  hope.  Commissioners,  that  you  will  see  fit  to  include 
that  in  your  application.     That  coaches  purchased  with  taxpayers' 
money  should  be  built  and  manufactured  in  this  country,  the  ^ 
United  States  of  America.     Thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  BERJ'IAN:     Thank  you. 

Dr.  Christensen? 

MR.  CROWLEY:     We  would  certainly  like  to  be  able  to  ' 
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enforce  what  you  say.     Hov^ever,  there  are  certain  laws  in  the 
State  and  certain  Federal  laws  which  preclude  our  having  effect 
on  this  point. 

But  my  understanding  and  the  reason  why  this  consortium 
of  ten  different  places  to  make  an  order  of  buses  long  enough, 
we  have  315  buses  to  order  from  some  people  like  General  Motors 
or  Flexie  or  AM  General,  there  will  be  enough  in  it  so  the  bid 
will  go,   I  think  it  will  obviously  go  to  an  American  manu- 
facturer.    We're  not  going  to  run  over  to  Leyland  and  order 
them  there,   that  is  a  big  enough  order. 

MR.  MARTIN s     Mr.  Chairman,   the  only  reason  I  pose  the 
question  is  we  posed  the  same  question  with  AC  Transit  and  with 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and  their  purchases  or  proposed  pur- 
chases for  articulated  buses,  when  we  find  out  bidders  from, 
other  countries  were  coming  in  and  were  being  very  seriously 
considered  as  the  manufacturer  of  these  buses,  with  today's 
unemployment  rate  —  I  think  we  are  all  aware  of  the  unemploy- 
ment rate  in  this  country        it  would  be  beneath  us  to  go  to 
another  country  to  get  manufactured  buses  there.     There  are 
many  manufacturers  that  will  build  you  a  bus  here  to  any 
dimension  you  stipulate. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Your  comments  v/ill  be  noted. 

MR.  MARTIN:     Thank  you  very  much. 

MR.  FLYNN;     T.  R.  Arnold,  representing  the  Citizens 
Advisory  Council. 
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MR.  T.  R.  ARNOLD  J     I  don't  think  I'm  representing  the 
CAP  on  this  particular  item,  on  Item  6.     The  second  half  of  thi 
is  the  painting  job  which  I  understand  is  to  apply  the  Walter 
Landor  colors  to  our  buses  that  we  bought  about  eight  or  ten 
years  back,  most  of  which  are  still  cable  car  red. 

I'm  all  for  painting  buses,  but  just  painting  them, 
whether  they  need  it  or  not,  because  v^e  only  have  to  put  up  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  the  Government  has  to  up  $400,000 
all  of  us  spend  the  taxpayers'  money. 

If  the  buses  need  it  — -  fine.     But  I  see  a  lot  of  them 
going  around  that  don't  need  it.     They  have  to  be  painted  one 
time  or  another,  when  they  are  in  for  overhaul  or  total  repair, 
but  just  to  go  out  and  paint  them  for  the  sake  of  repainting 
them  -~  money  is  hard  enough  to  come  by,  I  don't  see  going  this 
route  of  another  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  cosmetic  purposes 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:  For  your  information,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  have  already  indicated  that  there  is  some  question 
and  further  discussion 

MR.  CROWLEY:     There  has  been  oxidization  on  these 
buses,   they  are  seven  years  old  and  they  will  need  repainting. 

PRESIDENT  BERf-lAN:     Anything  further  from  the  audience? 

MR.  FLYNN:     Mr.  John  Elberling,  representing  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Panel. 

MR.  MAURICE  KLEBOLT:     Mr,  Elberling  had  to  leave.  I 
would  like  to  address  the  body ^  please. 
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Mr.  Berman,  Commissioners,  General  Crov/ley: 
In  an  attempt  to  determine  the  ultimate  cost  of  35 
articulated  buses  to  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco,  CAP  Trans 
has  attempted  through  the  normal  process  of  communication  with 
Municipal  personnel  to  determine  if  an  in-depth  study  has  been 
done  to  tell  us  what  it  is  going  cost  to  support  35  buses  for 
one  route . 

To  put  it  bluntly,  to  jump  while  the  Feds  are  hot  is 
an  age-old  and  trite  expression  around  this  building,   and  we 
live  with  the  catastrophic  mess  at  a  later  date,  and  perhaps 
under  a  different  administration,  but  it  still  becomes  a  mess. 

Commissioners,  the  Muni  is  a  mixed  modal  system,.  We 
have  an  obsolete  cable  car  network,  we  have  an  obsolete  streetcar 
network,  we  have  an  obsolete  trolley  coach  network,  we  have  for 
all  intents  and  purposes  a  4  0  percent  obsolete  bus  network,  and 
we  are  trying  to  put  all  this  together  under  a  new  image  of  Muni 
Metro,  of  the  LVR,  of  the  Flyer  coach,  of  the  AM  Generals. 

Now  we  come  into  the  plant  with  an  articulated  coach 
for  v^hich  CAP  can  find  no  justification  for  any  down-the-line 
provisions . 

We  would  like  answers  to  the  question  of  m.aintenance 
cost  on  a  daily  basis;  we  would  like  the  answer  to  the  question 
what  additional  capital  outlay  will  have  to  be  made  in  support 
of  the  35  vehicles  in  terms  of  special  lifts;   in  terms  of  the 
garage  area;   in  terms  of  the  parking  area. 
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We  don't  know  where  the  coaches  are  going  to  be 
garaged.     Will  they  be  in  the  Woods  Division?    VJill  they  be  at 
Kirkland?    Will  equipment  have  to  be  supplied  two  or  three  years 
down  the  line  as  another  UMTA  project  at  more  80-20  money  to 
build  more  facilities? 

But  we  have  not  found  in  this  current  program  of 
increased  maintenance  facilities  down  at  the  Woods  facilities 
any  lifts  for  60-foot  buses ^   I  have  not  seen  lifts  for  60-foot 
buses  myself. 

Quite  frankly,  on  this  issue  vie  would  like  the 
Commission,  since  the  bids  do  not  have  to  be  opened  until  March 
30  in  Sacramento  at  two  o'clock,  which  is  two  months  into  the 
future,  we  would  like  to  ask  the  Commission  to  defer  a  decision 
at  this  time  and  lay  it  over  until  the  next  meeting,  at  which 
time  perhaps  this  information  that  I  have  requested  can  be 
brought  forth. 

There  is  also  some  concern  about  equipping  a  single 
route  with  a  vehicle  that  perhaps  could  serve  a  better  purpose 
on  other  heavily  trafficked  routes,  and  as  to  the  feeling  of 
certain  citizens  in  our  community  who  may  feel  short-changed. 
In  other  words,  to  paraphrase,   if  a  nev;  articulated  bus  would 
be  going  on  the  38  line,  then  perhaps  the  folks  on  the  12  or  14 
would  like  to  have  a  new  articulated  bus. 

So  V7e  are  reckoning  with  a  feeling  among  people  about 
the  isolation  of  the  vehicle  to  one  segment  of  the  ridership. 
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Perhaps,  if  the  vehicle  were  exposed  to  more  segments 
of  the  coininunity,   it  would  reach  public  acceptance  and  perhaps 
public  favor.     But  in  a  dollar  and-cents  total  approach,  we 
would  like  to  know  if  these  figures  are  available. 

If  anyone  can  tell  us  the  operational  cost  of  an 
articulated  coach  versus  a  GM  or  AM  General,   if  they  can  tell 
us  the  downtime,  the  repair,  the  costs  for  parts,  where  will  the 
parts  come  from?     I  have  talked  with  a  Mr.  John  Aurelius,  who 
is  with  Seattle  Metro  and  who  is,  you  might  say,  the  guiding 
light  of  the  Articulated  Bus  Committee. 

Seattle  Metro  are  the  ones  who  really  want  this 
vehicle.     Golden  Gate  and  we  are  on  the  bandwagon  to  get  that 
figure  up  to  300  plus  vehicles. 

I  am  told  that  the  coach,  the  bidding  will  probably  go 
to  a  firm  in  Belgium  who  is  currently  building  equipment  for 
Trailways,   Inc.,   and  they  have  a  plant  in  New  Mexico,  and  the 
buses  will  probably  be  assembled  there,  with  component  parts 
supplied  by  United  States  makers,  but  perhaps  a  few  of  the 
intricate  parts,  such  as  the  swivel,  the  body  itself,  the 
engine,  will  come  from  Europe. 

I  have  also  been  in  contact  with  representatives  of 
Flexible,  of  General  Motors,  of  Twin  Coach,  of  AM  General,  and 
for  300  of  this  style  bus  they  are  not  in  the  position,  as  I  am 
told,   to  set  up  an  assembly  line  and  make  this  vehicle  viable. 

Mr.   Green  has  addressed  the  door  question.     All  of  a 
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sudden  in  35  articulated  buses  we  have  a  4  8-inch  door. 
MR.   GREEN;     Who  said  that? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     Didn't  you  say  double  doors,  front, 
center,  and  aft? 

MR.  FLYNN:     I  think  they  conversed  among  themselves. 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     But  we  can't  get  nice,  big  doors  for  344 
trolley  coaches.     We  can't  get  nice  wide  doors  on  AM  General 
coaches. 

We  can't  get  nice  wide  doors  for  General  Motors 
products.     This  is  unique  now,  that  all  of  a  sudden  we  have  a 
big  door  which  we  cannot  get  for  a  basic  fleet. 

I  humbly  request  that  the  Commission  bear  heed  to  some 
type  of  evaluation  of  what  this  means  to  the  Muni,  assuming  the 
buses  do  come  forth,  what  it  means  to  Muni  in  terms  of  a  daily 
cost.  " .  ' ' 

Item  2,   the  painting:     We  have  tried  to  scrape  around 
and  find  out  if  there  is,  in  fact,  a  lock  on  8  0-20  funding,  and 
to  the  best  of  our  ability,  dealing  with  people  in  responsible 
fiscal  positions  here,  there  is  no  solid  80-20  money  for  this 
painting  project. 

If  you  will  recall.  Commissioners,  several  years  ago 
a  General  Manager  of  this  Commission,   in  1968,  opted  for  a 
cable  car  color,  and  at  some  $15,000  paid  to  a  consultant  a 
color  was  applied  to  the  General  Motors  products,  which  was  the 
revolutionary  color  known  as  the  Cable  Car  Motif. 
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Okay,   I'm  not  going  to  belabor  the  judgment  of  a 
General  Manager  of  this  Commission  in  the  past,  nam.ely  Mr.  Carr. 

But  we  came  up  with  a  cable  car  color,   and  that  was  the 
standard,  with  the  exception  of  the  electric  fleet.     Only  one 
coach  got  that  color,   and  that  was  570,   and  the  two  prototypes 
for  the  Flyer,  511  and  512. 

No  streetcars  were  painted  in  that  color,  and  a  few  of 
the  cable  cars  were  painted. 

General  Motors  applied  that  paint  at  the  factory. 

Now  we  are  turning  around  and  we  are  adopting  a  new 
image,  v/hich  is  the  Landor  image,  which  is  a  duplication  of  the 
Golden  Gate  scheme  with  a  mix  of  different  colors. 

All  right,  if  the  80-20  does  not  come  down,  we  are 
going  to  have  to  go  for  the  full  need,  which  is  345  times  1600, 
or  equated  as  a  sum  of  $550,000. 

We  are  listening  to  maintenance  problems;  we  are 
listening  to  cleanliness;  we  are  listening  to  repair,  broken 
windows,  ripped  seats;  the  cleaning  of  vomit  and  stale  urine 
from  coaches;  the  maintenance  of  some  semblance  of  sanity  that 
San  Franciscans  can  get  into  a  bus  and  enjoy  the  interior. 

And  we  find  each  year  the  funding  cut  from  the  budget, 
we  find  the  coaches  dirty  and  now  we  want  to  paint  them. 

I  think  that  insofar  as  the  housekeeping  has  not  been 
done  here  as  to  where  all  of  this  money  is  going  to  come  from 
at  this  instance,  and  before  you  give  your  approval  that  a 
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serious  consideration  should  be  given  toward,  as  I  would  say, 
the  fiscal  insanity  of  this  policy,  and  I  concur  with  Mr. 
Arnold  that  if  a  coach  is,  in  fact,  in  a  condition  of  "heavy 
body  maintenance"  then  the  paint  could  be  applied  and  perhaps 
down  the  line ,  as  we  get  into  our  Muni  Metro  and  our  nev7 
operation,  that  we  can  reckon  with  the  problem. 
_  .     ^  T But  I  think  now  the  patrons,  the  citizens,  don't  look 
for  paint.     They  look  for  cleanliness;   they  look  for  clean 
windows,  and  I  would  like  to  see  that  $550,000  be  used  to  hire 
some  janitors  and  put  some  people  to  work  cleaning  those  buses. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  time. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Mr.  Green. 
;  •  ,  ,  MR.  GREEN s     Well,  Mr.  President,  Members  of  the 

Commission:     Let  me  first  say  that  V7e  have  a  situation  where  we 
have  40-foot  buses  that  attempt  to  carry  some  12,000  people 
every  day.     It  is  the  most  heavily  ridden  corridor  in  our  bus 

system.-,  ^:  „ 

Some  years  ago  there  was  undertaken  by  UMTA  and  the 
NDTC  a  study  of  that  corridor,  and  the  study  cost  over  half  a 
million  dollars  and  lasted  over  two  years,  v/here  the  citizens 
interested  in  transportation  districts  were  invited  to  a  series 
of  meetings  to  make  known  what  their  views  were  as  to  what  kind 
of  a  transportation  system  they  themselves  ought  to  have. 

The  recommendations  coming  out  of  that  study  were 
several:     Most  were  that  there  should  be  an  upgraded  bus  system 
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in  the  running  out  through  the  corridor. 

We  have  a  situation  there,  where  we  have  about  one  and 
one-half  persons  for  every  seat,  which  is  causing  overcrowding 
and  congestion,  and  the  number  of  buses  we  try  to  run  out 
Geary  become  congested  themselves. 

So  we  see  this  larger  bus,  this  larger  passenger- 
carrying  vehicle,  as  a  means  of  carrying  out  the  recommendation 
of  the  first  study,  supported  by  all  of  the  citizens  in  that  area 

Now  we  have  people  here  from  the  Planning  Association 
from  the  Richmond,  PAR,  prime  supporters  of  the  bus  system  out 
here  and  these  articulated  buses. 

We  have  Mr.  McCrea  here  who  will  speak  for  citizens 
living  in  that  area  and  wanting  to  use  those  buses. 

Now  we  can  talk  about  painting.  Everybody  points  out 
to  me  --  '  ,       „_   _  _ 

PRESIDENT  BERI^ANj     May  I  interrupt  you  before  we  go  to 
the  cosmetics .  ,, 

The  gentleman  addressed  himself  and  had  some  pertinent 
questions  about  the  upkeep  and  the  garaging  of  these  buses.  I 
think  those  are  very  valid  questions  and  I  hope  they  have  not 
been  overlooked  by  the  Muni  in  their  planning,  and  that  some 
visible  plan  or  evaluation  has  been  made  along  those  lines. 

MR.  GREEN:     We  did  think  about  that  and  we  do  plan  the 
new  Kirkland  Division  to  be  that  place  where  those  buses  will  be 
maintained. 
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In  the  meantime,  we  do  see  that  24th  Street  will  move 
to  the  new  Woods  Center  in  about  18  months,  so  at  the  time,  and 
we  don't  see  these  buses  as  arriving  before  some  time  in  1978, 
we  do  feel  that  by  197  8,   24th  Street  as  the  backup. 

We  don't  need  lifts,  we  can  use  pits. 

We  do  have  $200,000  in  this  request  for  spare  parts, 
so  we  have,   I  believe,  given  some  time  and  planning  to  accept 
the  buses  and  be  able  to  accommodate  their  storage  and  main- 
tenance when  and  if  this  program  succeeds. 

I  might  point  out  that  this  is  only  an  ability  on  our 
part  to  become  part  of  the  program.     It  might  very  well  be  that 
there  are  no  bidders;   that  there  are  no  bidders  who  can  supply 
the  kind  of  equipment  we  want,  and  there  is  no  assurance  that 
the  whole  program  will  succeed. 

But  we  see  it  as  an  opportunity  on  our  part.     We  had 
that  articulated  bus  here  running  in  these  streets  about  a  year, 
a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  we  invited  citizens  to  ride,   and  our 
comments  of  people  who  did  ride  on  the  bus  were  highly  favorable, 
and  they  did  wish  to  see  the  bus  as  part  of  the  San  Francisco 
fleet. 

Now,  getting  to  the  painting,  everybody  points  out  AC 
and  Golden  Gate  as  being  that  attractive,  that  marketable 
transit  product.     That  is  what  we  are  trying  to  do  here.  We 
see  the  day  not  too  far  down  the  road  when  our  maintenance 
problems  will  be  overcome  and  we  will  be  looking  forward  to

taking  the  Muni  system,   and  trying  to  sell  it,   invite  and  entice 
new  riders,   so  we  do  believe  that  a  clean,  bright,  nice-looking 
vehicle  will  be  an  inducement  to  persons  wishing  to  ride  Muni. 

I  think  in  our  Muni  Transit  Improvement  Program  that 
these  are  very  vital  and  very  necessary  parts,  and  I  would  hope 
that  you  would  consider  our  program  in  that  light. 

COMiMISSIONER  CAREY:     Ain  I  not  correct  that  you  currently 
have  now  a  new  program  under  way  wherein  young  people,  I  think 
they  are  referred  to  as  the  Field  Environmental  Aides,  are 
actually  in  truth  and  fact  at  bus  stops  cleaning  to  correct  the 
condition  referred  to  today  by  a  number  of  speakers? 

MR.   GREEN:     Thank  you,  sir. 
"  We  went  to  the  Manpower  Cominission  and  we  got  added  to 

our  fleet,  after  much  persuasion,  some  30  new  people  to  help  us 
clean  the  buses.     We  now  have  at  the  East  Bay  Terminal  two 
people  whose  sole  duty,   from  8:00  to  4:30,  is  to  clean  the 
buses,  and  as  a  cars  get  into  the  terminal,  they  remove  whatever 
debris  there  in  on  that  bus  off  of  it. 

We  have  the  same  kind  of  situation  down  at  the  Ferry 
Terminal,  where  all  of  our  trolleys  come  in. 

We  also  have  it  at  the  Southern  Pacific  Depot,   and  v/e 
have  moved  some  to  Sansome  and  Market, 

I  would  say  to  you  that  I  don't  know  of  another  transit 
company  that  has  as  many  people  working  in  its  system  as  we 
have  now,  and  I  just  wish  that  those  people  would  tell  me  about 
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the  buses  that  are  dirty  and  would  give  me  the  numbers  and  times 
and  those  places,  and  that  is  the  v/ay  I  would  like  to  work. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Are  the  young  people  funded  by  CETA? 

MR.  MAURICE  KLEBOLT:     May  I  respond  to  one  item  in 
Mr.  Green's  answer: 

The  Wilbur  Smith  Associates,  who  are  conducting  the 
study  for  the  TSCC,  I  think  you  should  bear  this  in  mind,  are 
going  to  make  some  recommendations  with  respect  to  locations  of 
extra  operating  divisions. 

Apparently  the  Kirkland  Division  has  become  a  contro- 
versial site  on  the  wharf  area,  and  there  has  been  some  input  by 
CAP  Trans  in  their  association  with  the  PAM's  study,   and  Wilbur 
Smith  next  month,   I  am  told,  at  a  hearing  v/ill  have  recom.- 
mendations  of  the  consultant  v/ith  respect  to  an  additional 

location.  '■'^i/'V^'i'i  ,        i.,// .v,,..   '  :. 

It  could  well  be  that  the  Kirkland  facility  that  Mr. 
Green  refers  to  might  be  phased  out,  and  I  want,   I'm  sure  you're 
av7are  of  that  controversial  issue  down  there  on  the  v/harf,  an 
attempt  is  being  made  to  reckon  with  that,  and  that  is  another 
reason  for  the  delay,  because  I  do  believe  that  next  month  at 
the  TSCC  meeting  this  issue  will  be  brought  forth  and  aired 
publicly  with  recommendation  of  a  new  site. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     I  would  like  to  respond  to  that.  I 
know  what  you're  talking  about  and  the  only  thing  that  I  feel 
reasonably  sure  as  we  go  through  these  processes  is  that  a

hearing  next  month  on  that  particular  matter  won't  resolve 
within  the  immediate  future  the  problem,  and  really  it  is  the 
problem  of  housing  of  the  3  5  articulated  buses  that  are  essential 
or  important  to  the  improvement  of  the  transit  system. 

If  you  park  your  car  in  your  garage  or  your  neighbor's 
garage  and  you  don't  want  to  leave  it  out  in  the  street,  you're 
going  to  find  a  place  to  park  it  someplace. 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     This  is  true,  Mr.  Berman,  but  I  also 
reckon  with  the  excess  tim.e.     In  other  words,  the  physical  use 
of  other  streets  to  get  to  and  from  the  stem,   the  main  route, 
and  I  do  understand  that  there  is  a  location  being  considered 
out  at  the  end  of  the  38  line,  and  perhaps  in  a  case  of  this 
articulated  bus  that  might  negate  Kirkland. 

I  don't  know,  but  I  do  know  there  are  some  tricky 
streets  getting  down  to  Kirkland  Division  with  respect  to  this 
particular  vehicle,  as  we  have  seen  it  in  this  study. 

MR.  GREEN:     I  don't  understand.     We're  talking  about 
the  new  Kirkland  site,  wherever  it  is. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     I  was  trying  to  point  out,  wherever 
the  articulated  buses  are  housed  does  not  change  the  oppor- 
tunity 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     I  am  referring  to  Kirkland  as  being  the 
present  facility,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  present  facility, 
but  who  knows?    With  all  due  respect  to  you,  the  next  facility 
could  be  the  Henry  E.  Berman  Shop.         ;  ■ 
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PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     God  forbid.     You  are  very  articulate 
on  articulated  buses. 

MR.   KLEBOLT:     Thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Are  there  any  other  speakers? 
,     MR.  PETER  McCREA:     I  am  Peter  McCrea,   representing  the 
Planning  Association  for  the  Richmond. 

Commissioner  Berman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  was,  in 
addition  to  being  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Association  for 
the  Richmond the  Chairman  of  the  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Northwest  Corridor  Study  for  some  two  years. 

To  say  that  that  project  has  moved  with  glacial  speed, 
since  its  report  was  submitted,  would  be  an  overstatement. 

We  spent  two  years  working  with  the  consultants ,  with 
the  Muni,  with  the  PUC  staff,  trying  to  ascertain  what  was  the 
best  solution  to  improved  transit  in  the  Geary  Corridor. 

The  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Control,  which  was 
endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  was  that  improved  bus  system  was  the  logical  solution 
to  the  transit  problems  of  the  Northwest  Corridor  for  the  next 
10  to  15  years.  r  .  " 

At  the  same  time,  any  thought  of  running  a  rail  system 
in  the  Northwest  Corridor  was  disapproved,   in  effect,  because  it 
was  the  only  other  viable  alternative  that  was  considered. 

Nothing  has  really  happened  in  the  year  and  a  half 
since  that  study  was  completed.     This  is  the  first  sign  of  any 
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active  work  being  done  to  solve  the  transit  problems  in  that 
corridor,  which  is  the  most  heavily  traveled  transit  corridor 
in  the  City.     It  is  the  only  major  transit  corridor  in  the  City 
that  has  not  been  improved  in  the  last  10  or  15  years,  when  the 
Muni  Metro  System  is  finished,  now  that  BART  is  finished  and  the 
Mission  Corridor  has  upgraded  service. 

The  Sunset  District  will  have  upgraded  service. 

Something  has  got  to  be  done  in  the  Northwest  Corridor. 

One  of  the  obvious  recommendations  in  the  Northwest 
Corridor  Study  was  that  the  big  obstacle  to  putting  more  buses 
and  upgrading  the  bus  service  in  the  corridor  was  the  congestion 
and  the  lack  of  ability  to  handle  additional  vehicles. 

The  articulated  bus  clearly  is  one  step  in  solving  this 
hurdle.  '-"■■y'  ■    'v.  .    :  - 

Now  both  the  Planning  Association  for  the  Richmond  and 
I  personally  recommend  that  these  buses  be  purchased. 

I  do  believe  if  the  Board  agrees  to  purchase  these, 
that  another  recommendation  needs  to  be  made  concurrently  with 
it,   and  that  is  that  the  PAM  Study  or  the  Muni  planning  staff 
needs  to  aggressively  pursue  an  implementation  plan  for  using 
these  buses  in  the  Northwest  Corridor. 

To  simply  purchase  the  vehicles  is  not  going  to  be  • 
enough.     A  good  deal  of  v7ork  still  needs  to  be  done  on  transit 
preferential  streets  in  the  corridor.     On  transit  preferential 
boarding  areas .     On  restricted  parking  in  certain  areas  on 
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Geary  Street,  where  it  will  be  necessary  to  operate  an  efficient 
bus  service.:  ^,  ,  \      r  '"'■v;  "i,;,.,  ;  ■■„■  ■ 

This  is  just  the  first  step  in  a  long-range  plan  to 
upgrade  the  bus  service  in  that  corridor,  but  it  is  obviously 
the  first  essential  step. 

PRESIDENT  BERJ)4AN:     Thank  you. 

MR.  WALTER  0 ' DONNELL s     I  am  here  representing  the  Self 
Help  for  the  Aging.  ■■■■  ;  -  ■ 

I  think  you  have  to  think  about  New  York,  the  bonds 
have  to  be  paid  off.     You  are  a  deficit  operation  to  the  tax- 
payers.    Paint  the  buses  when  they  need  it  or  not,  buses  should 
be  painted  when  you  make  major  overhauls.     : * 

But  there  will  be  60-foot  long  air-conditioned,  buses. 
How  many  days  of  hot  weather  do  we  have?    You  have  buses  where 
you  can  open  the  windows.     That  will  take  care  of  that.  But 
this  other  thing,  though,  the  bus  stops  in  the  right  place, 
Geary  and  Kearny,  the  bus  driver  uses  the  intersection  to  go 
across,  no,  Stockton -Leavenworth,  Van  Ness  is  before  he  gets 
across  the  intersection,   so  you  got  to  take  more  parking  meters 
away,   and  I  agree,  another  reason  this  should  be  set  over,  two 
V7eeks  ago  the  Board  set  a  request  for  a  hearing  on  Market  and 
Geary  Street,  to  put  streetcars  there.     I  think  you  should  put 
it  over.  t..r   ■  ;         ...  -  .  .. 

This  has  to  go  to  the  Board,  anyway.    :    .  ;  ' 

If  it  goes  to  the  Board,  you  don't  know  if  they  will 
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approve  it,  because  they  want  the  hearings  first,  they  want 
streetcars  on  Market,     Supervisor  Mendelsohn  wants  to  put  the 
tracks  back  on  Geary  and  Market. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Thank  you. 

MR.   FLYNN:     That  is  all. 

FROM  THE  FLOOR:     I  am  just  a  concerned  citizen  from  the 
Mission  Corridor.     I'm  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  COMO.  I 
would  like  to  make  two  comments:     COMO  does  not  see  where  it  is 
exactly  fair  for  us  to  have  to  pay  taxes  for  Geary  Street  on 
the  special  corridor  running.     We  are  not  envious  of  that  fact 
at  all,  we  will  let  them  have  those  buses,  but  it  seems  diffi- 
cult,  since  you  have  a  bottleneck,  and  you're  having  trouble 
getting  a  small  cork  through  the  bottleneck,  how  do  you  expect 
to  get  a  bigger  bus  with  a  bigger  cork  through  the  same  bottle- 
neck?    The  present  buses  are  not  doing  it.     They're  having 
trouble  getting  through  the  traffic,  so  you're  going  to  get  a 
bigger  cork  and  force  it  through  a  smaller  opening. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Corks  I'm  familiar  with. 

MRS.  MARGUERITE  WARREN:     Most  of  what  has  been  said  is 
what  has  been  on  my  mind  for  the  last  45  minutes.     But  what  I'm 
interested  in  is  the  attitude  of  the  Muni  Railway  in  diversi- 
fying their  work  forces  by  not  looking  at  the  City  as  a  whole. 

I  don't  like  breaking  this  down  into  districts,  it 
does  not  work,  to  thrust  their  forces  and  bring  in  the  troops 
and  say  "This  is  what  we  want." 
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It  might  be  well  to  say,  "This  is  what  the  Richmond 
District  wants,"  but  does  it  correspond  in  tying  in  with  the 
rest  of  our  system? 

I  don't  hear  that,   I  never  hear  it,   and  I  don't  like 
that,   that  is  not  a  basis  of  handling  things. 

But  what  I'm  very  much  interested  in  is  the  question 
that  was  not  asked:     If  there  are  larger  buses we  lose  parking. 
We  must  provide  a  larger  parking  area  for  the  bus  to  come  in. 
Would  we  lose  parking  on  Geary  Street,  which  is  a  business 
street?     ^ j        ;  ■  '-^i 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     They  usually  stop  out  in  the  middle 
of  the  street  now.  .  I-   -•  ' 

'■  V  What  is  the  answer  to  that  problem,  Mr.  Green? 

MR.  GREEN?     It  depends  on  how  far  downstream  you  go. 
There  are  transit  preferential  plans  for  streets.     There  is  one 
plan  which  would  return  to  the  center  of  the  street  the  bus , 
with  loading  platforms  in  the  center  of  the  street,  which,  of 
course,  then  would  not  disturb  parking.  ^  .  ■ 

There  are  other  plans  which  we  would  have,  of  course, 
to  work  with  the  City  Planning  and  the  Department  of  Public  ' 
Works  and  get  an  overall  City  plan  on  just  how  we  move  our 
transit  vehicles.  '        '   '  :     ;  ^;  ,  ' 

There  are  other  plans  which  would  call  for  a  limited 
amount  of  parking,  you  know,  that  is  now  being  lost.  • 

I  suspect  that  there  will  be  a  combination  of  many  of 
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these  kinds  of  things  which  will  aid  the  faster  movement  of  our 
transit  vehicles  than  is  now  presently  done. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:  These  plans  have  not  been  at  this 
point  we're  going  to  have  the  buses  and  we're  not  going  to 
have  the  plans. 

MR.  GREEN:     No.     The  plans  will  be  much  before  then. 
The  Planning  Department,   I  was  to  a  meeting  just  last  Wednesday 
at  SPUR,   and  we  were  talking  about  the  waterfront  plans.  The 
Planning  Department  has  many  plans  throughout  the  City  and  the 
Richmond  Corridor  is  one  of  them. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Mr.  Green,  may  I  ask  you,  would  a 
delay  of  30  days  — -  this  is  for  the  edification  of  the 
Commissioners        we're  going  to  vote  this  almost  immediately 
be  a  serious  disruption  in  the  acquisition  of  this?    And  if  so, 
why? 

MR.  GREEN:  I  would  like  to  let  Dr.  Christensen  speak. 
My  view  is  "Yes."  •  ;  ;  ^  '  .  ■  ^ 

•V.  PRESIDENT  BEPJyiAN :     Dr.  Christensen,  would  you  ansv/er 

that?  ■  '  ' 

DR.  CHRISTENSEN:  Mr.  President,  Fellow  Commissioners: 
I  feel  that  a  delay  of  that  nature  indicates  that  there  is  som.e 
uncertainty  in  our  minds  as  to  whether  we  v/ant  to  go  forward. 

The  consortium,   all  of  whom  are  like  us,  are  counting 
on  San  Francisco.     The  bid  is  prepared  to  go  out  for  315  coaches 
of  which  ours  are  35.     This  could  have  some  significant  bearing 
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on  the  bidders'   actions  with  respect  to  the  bid. 

The  Federal  Government  has  asked  us  to  please  indicate 
immediately  whether  we  wish  to  go  forward  or  not,  and  we  indi- 
cated that  we  should  be  included.     They  have  indicated  that  they 
will  approve  our  being  included  but  if  we  do  not  now  go  forward 
with  our  grant  application,  then  I  am  afraid  that  we  will  have 
to  be  excluded. 

PRESIDENT  BERT^AN:     Dr.  Christensen,  if  this  matter 
moves  by  the  Commission  today,  it  still  has  to  go  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors? 

DR.  CHRISTENSEN:     That  is  correct,  sir,  and  this  would 
certainly  indicate  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  with 
whom  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administration  is  familiar 
in  dealing  with,  that  it  has  been  assured  that  you  have  approved 

Then,   at  least,   if  it  is  subsequently  disapproved 
within  the  City,  it  certainly  will  not  damage  our  relationship 
with  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administration. 

CORMISSIONER  CAREY:     Mr.  President,  am.  I  correct  in 
my  notes  that  the  bid  date  in  Sacramento  is  March  18? 

DR.  CHRISTENSEN:     March  30,   I  believe. 

MRS.  MARGUERITE  WARREN:     May  I  bring  up  one  point:  Mr. 
Green  has  indicated  that  he  wants  to  give  them  what  they  want 
on  the  Northwest  Corridor.     It  is  rather  peculiar,  on  my  side 
of  town  they  want  us  to  take  what  they  give  us.     I  don't  like 
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the  attitude  of  the  Muni  Railway  or  the  transit  system  in  toto 
on  what  they're  trying  to  do  in  the  City.     We're  being  told  to 
consider  the  City  on  the  cross  transportation I  don't  hear  a 
word  out  of  him  on  the  cross  transportation  out  of  Geary  Street. 
'   So  it  looks  like  somebody  is  speaking  with  a  forked 

tongue . 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     I  don't  think  you  have  to  defend 
yourself  on  that  particular  issue.     I  don't  think  there  is  any 
bias  between  one  area  of  the  City,  as  far  as  the  Muni^  certainly 

not  on  the  part  of  the  Commission.   

-      Mr.  Oppenheimer. 

MR.  OPPENHEIMER?     Thank  you  for  recognizing  me.  This 
is  a  point  of  information  for  you  and  for  your  fellov/ 
Commissioners  as  you  now  consider  this: 

First  of  all,  with  all  due  respect,   I  would  like  to 

point  out  that  we're  talking  about  305  buses,  not  315,  as  I 

understand  the  advertisement  printed  in  the  paper  by  CalTrans 
states.  "  ..">  ■\.;rc':.v =       w<vc'->:  ^  '\. 

The  other  thing  I  would  like  to  read  from  the  advertise 
ment,  just  what  urban  communities  are  involved  to  indicate  to 
you  that  we  are  really  simply  one  of  many,  and  we're  really  not 
going  to  hold  up  the  process  if  we  hold  this  up  for  two  months. 

Let  me  read  to  you  the  urban  communities  that  are 
involved:  Alameda,  Contra  Costa  Transit  District;  Chicago 
Transit  Authority;   Golden  Gate  Bridge  Highway  and  Transportation 
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District;  Metropolitan  Atlanta  Rapid  Transit  Authority;  Board 
Authority  of  Allegheny  County,  that  is  Pennsylvania;  San  Diego 
Transit  Corporation;  and  then  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway; 
and  Southern  California  Rapid  Transit  District;  Twin  City  Area 
Metropolitan  Transit  Coramission;   and  then  Washington  Metropolitan 
Area  Transit  Authority. 

So  this  is  a  goodly  number  of  rather  large  urban  mass 
transit  districts,  and  I  think  the  Commissioners  would  want  to 
consider  how  we  relate  as  simply  one  of  these  many. 

„ ,  ,       .    PRESIDENT  HERMAN:     Are  there  any  others  to  speak  on 
this  question,  Mr.  Secretary? 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Mr.  Herman,   I  most  certainly  would 
not  want  to  be  against  moving  this  proposal  forv/ard,  and  if  you 
call  for  the  vote  on  it,,   I  v/ould  have  some  problem.     Some  good 
questions  have  been  raised.     We  have  a  problem  of  housing  343 
buses,  which  says  to  me  that     someplace,  somiehow,  something 
happened  that  should  not  have  happened.  :      ■  i 

We  have  some  problems  when  the  Metro  cars  get  here , 
and  I  think  a  good  run,   and  I  most  certainly  don't  intend  to 
criticize  the  staff  the  way  it  sounds,  but  it  seems  to  me, 
including  this  1500-mileage  check  thing  which  we  have,  someplace 
along  the  line  the  staff  was  so  heavily  loaded  that  we're  not 
doing  all  the  things  exactly  as  well  as  they  might  be  done. 

If  you  are  talking  about  putting  them  into  Kirkland, 
you  never  will,  because  you  can't  put  the  buses  there.  , 
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MR.  GREEN:     New  Kirkland. 

COmiSSIONER  FLYNN:     We  don't  have  a  new  Kirkland. 

MR.  GREEN:     We  are  saying  24th  Street. 

COmiSSIONER  FLYNN:     We  don't  have  a  new  Kirkland  and 
you  have  been  selling  Kirkland  since  we  came  to  this  Coininission 
and  building  another  facility,  and  I  hope  we  do  that. 

I  would  like  to  say  in  my  vote  that  I  do  think  we  have 
to  look  at  some  more  facts  in  the  future.     This  is  a  good 
package  but  it  has  a  lot  of  problems  with  it.     You  don't  know 
where  you're  going  to  house  them.     You  say  down  the  line  we're 
going  to  have  the  space.     We  have  been  every  place  in  the  world 
trying  to  find  someplace  to  put  those  buses  from  Kirkland,  the 
old  Kirkland,  that  is  the  one  we  have,  that  is  all  we  can  talk 
about . 

We  don't  know  what  we're  going  to  buy.     It  is  a 
problem  with  wanting  those  38  line  from  Kirkland  to  get  them 
in  revenue  service  on  the  Geary  line  now,  and  it  sure  would 
seem  to  me  that  you  don't  want  to  have  a  problem  with  having 
them  down  at  the  wharf  and  putting  them  in  revenue  service  after 
the  men  lose  two  or  three  hours  on  the  highway. 

So  all  I'm  saying  to  you  is  kind  of  an  admonishment 
that  you  really,  you  the  staff  or  you  the  Muni,  need  to  do  a 
little  more,  because  some  of  the  issues  raised  are  germane  in  a 
good  business. 

I  have  got  one  about  that  big  (indicating) ,  but  you

have  got  to  do  a  little  better  planning  in  your  department,  or 
somebody  has  to,   so  the  things  will  not  be  left  to  "probably  we 
will  have  Kirkland." 

You  don't  know  that.     You  know  the  problems  we  have 
had.     Everybody  told  you  what  it  is  worth,  but  we  have  not  sold 
it  to  anybody . 

"Put  it  at  the  beach"         it  is  all  proposals,   and  it 
takes  a  long  time  to  come  into  the  realization. 

I'm  going  to  vote  with  the  Commission  to  sustain  your 
request  here  but  you  need  to  bring  to  us  a  little  better 
package. 

I  want  to  know  how  much  you  included  in  making  the 
general  plans,  you,  the  General  Manager.     I  want  to  know  about 
this. 

What  is  the  warranty  on  these  going  to  be? 

Is  it  going  to  be  15  00  miles?     Can  anybody  tell  me 

now? 

COmiSSIONER  BYRNE:     I  move  that  this  be  put  over  30 
days  for  further  study. 

COMMISSIONER  CAREY:     I  second  the  motion. 

MERRILL  COHN:     I  am  Merrill  Cohn,  the  Transit  Equipment 
Engineer  for  the  Muni  Railv/ay. 

I  have  been  v7orking  with  the  consortium  for  approxi- 
mately two  years  on  this  articulated  bus.     This  is  a  vehicle 
that  is  not  lightly  thought  of  or  jumped  into.     It  has  been 
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subject  to  a  lot  of  study  by  not  only  the  transit  properties 
who  intend  to  use  it.     Seattle  is  not  one  of  the  properties 
that  is  in  this  consortium. 

.     There  have  been  trips  made  by  the  State  of  California 
CalTrans  to  ensure  that  this  will  be  a  viable  bus  to  meet  all 
transit  properties  in  the  State. 

They  have  traveled  to  Europe.     They  have  talked  with 
the  manufacturers  there.     They  have  talked  with  the  American 
manufacturers.    '  ■ 

This  is  an  attempt  to  get  a  bus  at  a  reasonable  price 
and  made  in  America. 

One  of  the  reasons  they  have  a  consortium  is  that  the 
individual  properties  have  not  been  able  to  get  a  responsive 
bid  from  a  manufacturer  for  this  coach.     They  have  found  out 
that  if  a  large  number^   such  as  305,  could  be  purchased  at  one 
time,  the  manufacturers,   specifically  American  manufacturers, 
would  be  interested  in  bidding  and  producing  this  coach. 

Thirty-five  out  of  305  is  slightly  over  10  percent  of 
the  order.     We  will  have  an  effect  drastically  on  the  other 
properties  and  on  the  price  of  the  coach,  should  we  not  go 
forward  at  this  time. 

We  will  not  be  able  to  participate  further  in  any  of 
the  studies  and  actions  toward  this  coach.  ,   ;  , 

Now  there  is  going  to  be  a  conference,  a  pre-bid 
conference  the  second  week  of  February.     If  we  drop  out  or  not 
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enter  it,  we  wouldn't  have  a  chance  to  put  further  input  into 
the  coach. 

The  question  came  up  about  a  double  door.     Yes,  we  are 
getting  a  double  door  on  this  coach.     I  don't  think  we  should  be 
faulted  for  getting  one  on  this  one,  because  we  did  not  get  one 
another  coach.     We  are  having  this  coach  meet  our  requirements. 
It  is  designed  from  the  bottom  up.     It  is  not  a  standard  item, 
because  we  don't  want  a  standard  item.     We  have  not  found  a 
standard  item  that  could  suffice  as  an  articulated  coach. 

Further,  the  specifications  are  written  to  encourage 
American  parts,  American  equipment,  American  engines,  American 
steering.     This  will  mean  that  our  shop  facilities  will  be  able 
to  function  and  repair  these  coaches. 

I  think  it  should  be  made  clear  that  we ' re  not  trying 
to  slight  any  other  part  of  the  City  by  putting  this  coach  on 
the  Geary  Corridor.     There  is  a  problem  we're  trying  to  correct. 

What  it  will  also  do  is  free  up  motor  coaches  in  other 
parts  of  the  City  that  require  transportation. 

The  part  of  a  yard  has  been  considered.     We  know  we're 
going  into  a  new  Woods  yard.     In  the  interim,  we  can  use  our 
24th  Street  facility. 

We  feel  that  some  day  we  will  have  to  move  out  of  the 
yard  at  North  Beach  to  a  new  motor  coach  facility.     At  that 
time  we  will  plan  for  accommodating  these  coaches,  but  until 
such  time  we  will  have  the  use  of  our  24th  Street  facility. 
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So  many  of  the  questions  that  have  arisen  today  have 
been  considered,  and  they  have  been  resolved,  and  I  think  there 
is  one  important  thing:     The  question  of  traffic  on  Geary  Street 
The  coach  is  the  same  width  as  our  present  coach.     It  is  not 
any  wider,  you're  not  putting  a  bigger  cork  in  the  bottle, 
maybe  a  longer  cork,  but  you're  substituting  a  65-foot  cork  for 
two  40-foot  corks.     They  fit  in  the  same  bus  zone. 

We  have  situations  where  we  have  two  coaches  in  the 
bus  zone.     With  this  situation  we  will  get  one  in  the  same  zone. 

My  only  suggestion  to  you  honorable  gentlemen  and 
ladies  is  to  consider  the  suggestion  of  the  PUC  today.     This  is 
not  the  time  to  hesitate  and  drag  our  feet. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     I  would  like  to  make  an  observation, 
if  I  may:  '''' " ' 

I  have  been  on  this  Commission  for  two  years,  and  it 
seems  that  every  time  this  situation  comes  to  the  attention  of 
the  Commission,  it  is  always  on  an  emergency  basis.     There  is 
no  lead  time.     There  is  no  leeway,  and  there  is  no  time  for 
consideration.     We're  always  put  against  the  gun  where  even  a 
two-week  delay  seems  as  though  it  means  imminent  disaster  and 
doom  for  the  entire  Muni  Metro  System,  and  we  have  consistently 
admonished  Muni  and  the  programmers  to  try  to  bring  these  to  us 
for  an  opportunity  for  consideration. 

And  this  is  again  a  situation  where  seemingly  there  is 
a  motion,  it  has  been  seconded,   for  a  30-day  delay  for  further 
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consideration  and  further  study,  and  here  again  we  have  got  a 
gun  at  our  head,   and  I  just  can't  conceive  of  this  way  to  run  a 
railway. 

'  COMMISSIONER  CAREY:     Mr.  President,   I  talked  to  the 

maker  of  the  motion  to  try  to  understand  the  concept  and  under- 
standing of  our  staff  personnel. 

There  are  in  my  mind  about  seven  unanswered  questions. 
I  have  the  same  concern  expressed  by  Commissioner  Flynn.     It  is 
feasible  that  the  answers  to  these  questions  could  be  forthcoming 
by  the  time  of  our  next  Commission  meeting,  and  if  the  maker  of 
the  motion  would  consider  amending  it,  to  be  put  over  to  our 
next  meeting,  vzith  the  answers  to  the  questions  to  the  Commission 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:  As  I  sat  making  the  critical 
observations,  Mr.  Cohn  stands  and  answers  some  of  the  same 
questions  that  have  never  been  answered. 

•      When  you  gave  us  this  package,  someone  asked  whether 
the  bus  could  get  into  the  slot.     It  seems  to  me  you  should  have 
given  us  that  information  now.     We  beat  it  out  of  you  by  posing 
the  question.     We  didn't  know  it,  you  did,  so  if  we  were  intelli- 
gent along  that  line,  we  wouldn't  look  so  bad. 

You  should  have  told  us  "This  is  a  60-foot  bus,  but  we 
can  service  it  in  the  24th  Street  yard  in  the  pits,  we  don't 
have  to  have  a  lift."  '  '   "  '    -  ^ 

When  you  get  gentlemen  coming  in  and  making  the  critical 
analysis  which  we  have  had  here,   it  is  only  because  you  have  not 
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given  us  sufficient  information  to  sell  your  package,  not  to 
sell  it  to  us,  but  for  us  to  go  forward  with  it. 

You  have  answered  eight  out  of  ten  questions,  not  that 
many,  but  nobody  answered  that  accusation  there  is  no  80-20 
money  for  painting.     Did  I  hear  you  say  that? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     Commissioner  Flynn,  I  would  like  to 
defer  that  remark  to  Mr.  Perry  on  our  CAP  Transit  Committee,  who 
did  some  leg  work  here  this  past  v/eek.     Mr.  Perry,  could  you 
respond? 

PRESIDENT  BERPIAN:     May  I  interrupts     There  is  a  motion 
before  the  Commission,  and  if  this  motion  carries,  as  I  have 
reason  to  believe  it  v/ill,  we  may  be  able  in  the  interim  to 
answer  some  of  the  questions  and  solve  some  of  these  problems 
that  seem  to  be  bothering  us  as  well  as  you.        .    ,  ;        ^  . 
■  ■  ;       .i      There  is  a  motion  and  it  has  been  seconded  to  put  this 
over  until  the  next  Commission  meeting,  which  is  two  weeks  hence 
Could  we  have  a  vote  on  that,  Mr.  Flynn.    .  . 

MR.  BOURNE:     The  motion  was  for  30  days? 

PPJISIDENT  BERMAN:     Commissioner  Carey  amended  the 
motion  and  Mr.  Byrne  seconded.  ,      ..    .  ■ 

MR.     FLYNN:     This  is  to  be  put  over,  the  whole  package. 

MR.  GREEN:     Excuse  me,  my  staff  told  me  there  is  a 
matter  of  this  thing  going  over  to  the  Board  before  we  could 
actively  participate. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN;     There  is  no  guarantee  that  the  Board 
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is  going  to  act  on  it,  Mr.  Green,  so  I  think  a  two-week  delay 
to  answer  these  questions  is  fine,  and  I  think  they  are  all 
valid  questions. 

Then  you  may  find  it  necessary  to  do  a  little  lobbying 
to  expedite  the  movement  out  of  the  Board. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Point  of  order:     That  is  not 
technical,  Mr.  President,  but  it  gives  me  a  chance  to  say  to  not 
let's  have  the  Commission  move  because  it  is  a  deadline.  Maybe 
we  might  find  that  we  did  not  need  the  car,   anyway,   and  I  v/ant 
to  say  to  you  in  all  due  respect,  you  have  just  got  to  do  it 
better.     You  got  to  do  it  better  for  my  vote.     I  will  be  voting 
for  another  three  years,  you  know,   and  the  tv70-week  delay  may 
hamper  you,  but  you  have  got  to  bring  these  packages  a  little 
bit  better.

The  conibined  budgets  of  Public  Utilities  Coirimission  departments 
total  $149,303,66  3.     These  funds  are  required  to  support  the 
services  provided  by  the  Bureeiu  of  Light,  Heat  &  Power,  the 
Municipal  Railv/ay,   the  Vvater  Departm.ent,   and  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
V7ater  &  Pov;er  System's  3,  844  employees. 

Analysis  of  the  budget  highlights  the  effect  of  inflation  that 
has  engulfed  the  departments  this  year;   the  efforts  to  provide 
levels  of  service  requested  and  required  by  the  people  of 
San  Francisco;   and  the  dire  need  to  upgrade  and  supplement  our 
equipment  and  plants. 

The  V7ater  Departm.ent  and  Hetch  Iletcliy  have  both  shov/n  requirements 
for  suiostantial  increases  in  pliint.  and  equipment  to  meet  the 
demands  of  maintenance  and  growth.     The  Water  Department,  after 
four  years  of  below  normal  capital  investment,  is  faced  v;ith 
increasing  costs  of  distjribution  and  expensive  maintenance  out- 
lays, and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  V7ater  and  Power  System  is  being  called 
upon  to  make  a  large  capital  investment  in  the  Municipal  Railway 
power  distribution  system.     Both  the  Vvater  Department  and  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  System  continue  to  be  self-sustaining  from  their 
revenues . 

The  Municipal  Railway  is  continuing  in  its  endeavor  to  upgrade 
service  in  frequency,   dependability,   courtesy,   and  maintenance. 
In  spite  of  the  severe  maintenance  problem  created  by  the  sudden 
deterioration  of  the  motor  coach  fleet  that  had  been  procured  in 
1968-69,   the  efforts  undertaken  throughout  the  past  year  are 
bearing  ample  evidence  of  the  turnaround  that  is  taking  place  in 
this  essential  community  service.     Even  though  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way budget  is  increased  7.5%  in  the  coming  fiscal  year,  the 
requests  have  been  carefully  drawn  to  cover  recognized  gaps  and 
achieve  the  performance  level  desired. 
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As  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors--and  including  supplementals-- 
the- current  1975-76  budget  amounts  to  $135,116,034    (Enclosure  1). 
The  increase  between  this  and  the  19  76-77  budget  being  presented 
for  Public  Utilities  Commission  approval  is,  therefore,  $14,137,629. 

The  prim.ary  differences  are  attributable  to  the  following  major 
impacts:     Bureau  of  Light,   Heat  &  Pov/er--additional  street  lighting 
and  lighting  of  public  buildings  in  the  amount  of  $2,105,994;  Hetch 
Hetchy  VJater  &  Power  System--an  increase  of  $1  ,700  ,000  in  purchase 
of  power  for  resale  and  $2,638,000  in  Reconstruction  and  Replace- 
ment for  the  support  of  a  capital  program  of  the  Municipal  Pvailway; 
Water  Department — a  major  increase  in  Materials  and  Supplies  due 
to  the  rapid  rise  in  costs  for  chemiicals,   a  significant  increase  in 
insurance  and  taxes,   and  $1,500,000  increase  in  allocation  of  costs 
for  the  water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy;   and  the  Municipal  Railv/ay-- 
an  increase  of  $5,815,517  to  cover  increased  costs  of  wages  and 
'fringe  benefits,  materials  and  supplies,   fuels,  new  employments, 
and  a  deferred  maintenance  program. 

Looking  at  the  purposes  for  which  the  monies  will  be  used 
(Enclosure  2),  Operations  and  Maintenance  reflects  an  increase  of 
$10,742,284.     The  Bureau  of  Light,   Heat  &  Power  increases  $2,114,372; 
General  Office,   $4,800;   Mmnicipal  Railway,   $5,679,280;   Water  Depart- 
ment $654,187;   and  Hetch  Hetchy,   $2,289,645.     Capital  ImDrovements 
and  Replacements  increased  $3,4  87,43  8  and  reflect  primarily  the 
capital  support  of  the  Municipal  Railvjay  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  System ? 
and  the  vVater  Department's  need  to  meet  increasing  obsolescence. 
Bond  Interest  and  Redem.ption  has  a  minor  decrease  of  $42  ,  093  ,  which 
makes  the  increase  in  these  three  principal  elements  of  the  budget 
$14,187,629. 

Once  again,  a  major  effort  is  being  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  provide  the  Municipal  Railv/ay  with  the 
means  in  personnel,  materials  and  supplies,  contractual  services, 
equipment,   and  plant  improvements  to  attain  the  level  of  service 
desired  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco.     These  desires  have 
been  enunciated  by  the  Commission,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  are  becoming  increasingly  significant  in  this  era 
of  energy  shortages.     It  is  obvious  that  to  provide  one  of  the 
most  concentrated  transit  systems  in  the  world  requires  substantial 
sums  of  money.     The  Municipal  Railv/ay's  lov;  fare  structure  has  been 
further  augmented  by  prograins  to  reduce  the  cost  of  transit  even 
further  as  exemplified  by  the  senior  fare  pass  eligible  at  all 
hours,  the  Fast  Pass,  reduced  fares  for  the  handicapped,  and  the 
new  transfer  system. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  National  Mass  Transit  Act  will  bring 
Federal  assistance  to  San  Francisco  in  the  order  of  magnitude  of 
$6.5  million.     This  assistance,  which  is  available  for  operational 
as  v/ell  as  capital  purposes,  together  with  the  Transportation 
Development  Act  funds  generated  by  the  State  sales  tax  at  $4.1 
million  will  provide  a  major  element  of  relief  to  the  taxpayers. 
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If  these  funds  are  augmented  by  an  equal  amount  of  revenue  sharing 
monies,   then  the  ad  valorem  taxes  can  be  held  at  a  reasonable 
level.     It  is  important  to  note  that  our  efforts  at  improvement  in 
the  Muni  ^ire  resulting  in  increased     ridership.     In  spite  of  the 
additional  discounts  v/hich  have  been  provided  through  the  transit 
passes  and  privileges ^  revenues  generated  through  the  farebox  have 
been  increasing  and  V7e  expect  significant  additional  improvement  in 
1976-77.    'Additionally,   a  sigiiificant  improvement  in  the  City's 
environment  is  obtained  tlirough  m£iximum  use  of  these  transit 
facilities.     The  purpose  of  this  budget  is  to  further  improve  the 
perfomiance  and  service  that  will  justify  continued  and  increased 
ridershi.p  of  the  system  by  the  citizens »     Since  82.5".  of  the  cost 
of  the  Municipal  Txailv/ay  operating  budget  is  in  personnel  and 
related  costs,   there  is  little  room^  for  any  financial  savings  in 
other  items,   and  attem.pts  to  economize  with  them  contributes  to 
^the  service  deficiencies  that  v/e  are  diligently  seeking  to  overcome. 

Funds  to  finance  the  budget  will  be  obtained  as  indicated  at  the 
bottom  of  Enclosure  1  and  in  Enclosure  3.     In  substance,  these 
will  be:

These  budgets  have  been  prepared  bearing  in  mind  the  forecasted 
financial  difficulties- of  the  City  during  this  and  the  coming 
fiscal  years.     The  requirements  have  been  thinly  stated  with  the 
objective  of  achieving  optimum  service  in  relation  to  the 
resultant  costs.     The  energy  problems  facing  us  will  impact  most 
heavily  on  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  & 
Power.     It  should  be  noted  that  the  allocation  of  Revenue  Sharing, 
Transportation  Development  Act  fun.ds,  and  the  Federal  Transit 
Assistance  Progr£im  have  not  been  settled  and  that  the  funds

The  recommended  plan  includes  40  miles  of  trails, 
six  parking  areas  with  a  capacity  for  500  automobiles,  six 
picnic  areas  with  110  tables,  a  25-'acre  play  meadow,  and  a 
nature  study  center  adjacent  to  the  entrance  road  to  the  Phleger 
Estate  (south  of  Mrs,  William  Roth's  Filoli  Estate),  with  park=-

The  area  covered  by  the  recommended  plan  is  in  the 
southerly  portion  of  the  v^atershed,  east  of  both  Upper  and 
Lower  Crystal  Springs  Lakes ,  with  the  largest  acreage  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Pulgas  Water  Temple,     It  extends  southward  to 
the  south  boundary  of  the  watershed.

A.     Description  of  the  Project 

The  program  v/ill  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  thirty- 
five   (35)   articulated  diesel  motor  coaches  and  related  items  to 
improve  the  level  of  transit  service  on  certain  of  the  Municipal 
Railway's  most  heavily  patronized  lines,  in  particular  the  3  8 
Geary  route  in  the  San  Francisco  Northwest  Corridor.     In  addition, 
the  program  will  provide  for  the  repainting  of  375  Municipal  Rail- 
way motor  coaches  v/ith  the  nev;  fleet  colors  and  graphics  to  bring 
them  into  conformance  v/ith  all  new  vehicle  acquisitions.  Those 
3  75  coaches  were  originally  acquired  under  the  Transit  Improvement 
Program   (TIP)    funded  under  UMTA  Project  No.  CA-03-0043. 

All  motor  coaches  affected  by  this  program  will  be  operated 
by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  on  its  routes  principally 
v/ithin  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  estimated  costs  of  this  program  total  $6.29  million. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  Federal  grant  v/ill  be  in  the  amount  of 
$5.03  million  and  the  local  share  of  $1,26  million  will  be  pro- 
vided by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railv/ay  Improvement  Corpora- 
tion through  the  sale  of  bonds. 
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B.  :;clocation 


Wo  persons,  families  or  businesses  will  be  displaced  by 
these  projects. 


C.  Environment 


These  projects  v/ill  have  no  deleterious  environmental 
impact  upon  the  City. 

D .  Comprehensive  Planning 

These  projects  are  part  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
Rehabilitation  Program,  are  in  conformance  v/ith  the  roaster  Plan 
of  the  City,  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Government 
Management   (State  Clearing  House)   and  Association  of  Bay  Area 
Governments    (Metropolitan  Clearing  House)   for  approval  as  being 
in  accord  \\^ith  plans  for  the  Bay  Region. 

E.  Elderly  and  Handicapped 

The  total  program  has  taken  into  consideration  the 
special  needs  of  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped  persons. 


At  the  hearing,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  afford 
an  opportunity  for  interested  persons  or  agencies  to  be  heard 
with  respect  to  the  social,  economic  and  environmental  aspects  of 
the  project.     Interested  persons  may  submit  orally  or  in  writing, 
evidence  and  recommendations  V7ith  respect  to  said  programs.

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  presented  answers 
to  the  questions  which  were  raised  by  the  Commission,  the  Citizens 
Advisory  Panel  for  Transit  Improvement  (CAP) ,  and  others  at  the 
January  27th  meeting  on  the  proposed  procurement  of  the  35 
articulated  diesel  motor  coaches,  and  the  painting  of  existing  coaches 
with  the  new  Muni  fleet  colors  and  graphics.     Specific  questions 
raised  were:  where  the  coaches  could  be  stored  and  maintained;  cost 
of  operation  of  the  articulated  coaches;  would  the  coaches  be  made 
in  America;  how  they  would  be  financed;  why  the  coaches  would  be 
assigned  to  the  Geary  line;  the  maneuverability  of  a  60-foot  bus 
in  traffic;  would  larger  bus  zones  be  required,  thus  reducing 
automobile  parking  space;  Supervisor  Mendelsohn's  suggestion  that 
Muni  consider  operating  streetcars  on  Geary  Street. 


****** 
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Arden  Danekas,  President  of  the  Planning  Association  for  the  Richmond, 
said  his  organization  is  in  favor  of  expanding  the  bus  system  on 
Geary  Boulevard,  and  in  addition  favor  implementation  of  a  transit 
preferential  system  with  stops  such  as  those  installed  on  Polk  Street. 

M.  H.  Klebolt,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  &  Operations  Committee  of  CAP, 
presented  the  request  of  his  organization  that  the  PUC  defer  any 
action  on  this  application  until  completion  of  studies  pending  as 
result  of  Supervisor  Mendelsohn's  suggestion  to  restore  rails  to 
Geary  Street. 

Mr.  Klebolt  said  that  all  of  Mr,  Green's  arguments  make  sense,  but 
looking  at  future  operation,  the  plan  raises  serious  questions  in 
terms  of  maintenance  cost.     Two  questions  need  to  be  answered; 
1)     inspection  policies,  and  2)  how  many  years  before  the  engine 
will  have  to  be  rebuilt.     He  also  disagreed  with  Mr.  Green's 
arithmetic  for  cost  of  painting  the  coaches. 

Mr,  Klebolt  said  articulated  coach  operation  is  not  new.     They  were 
in  use  in  the  1920's,  but  were  abandoned  because  of  high  maintenance 
costs . 

When  Commissioner  Berman  pointed  out  the  advancement  of  technology 
since  the  20 's  and  30' s,  Mr.  Klebolt  suggested  that  San  Francisco 
let  the  other  members  of  the  consortium  iron  out  the  difficulties 
first. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  Mr.  Klebolt  v/hat  CAP  saw  as  the  possibility 
of  rerailing  Geary  Street.     Mr.  Klebolt  answered  "fifty-fifty,"  in 
view  of  UMTA's  position  of  disenchantment  with  rail-oriented  projects 
because  the  United  States  does  not  have  the  technology  of  putting 
a  rail  car  together.     Due  to  the  problems  of  the  LRV  at  Boeing  and 
Rohr,  Mr.  Klebolt  said  the  chances  of  80/20  money  for  a  rail  car  line 
are  almost  nil. 

Commissioner  Carey  asked  whether  Mr.  Klebolt 's  preference  for  adding 
more  buses  to  Geary  Street  would  not  increase  parking  and  traffic 
problems.     Mr»  Klebolt  answered  that  any  problems  could  be  solved  by 
using  dynamic  dispatching,  as  set  out  in  the  POM  study.     By  install- 
ing an  inspector  and  dispatcher  at  both  ends  of  the  line,  communi- 
cating constantly,  and  with  a  system  of  turnbacks  and  realignments 
of  service,  the  headways  could  be  maintained. 

Mr.  K'lebolt  also  brought  up  the  question  of  security  problems  v/ith 
the  addition  of  a  back  half  to  the  present  vehicle,  when  the  Muni  is 
already  having  security  problems. 

Commissioner  Flynn  said  the  Commission  is  concerned  about  the  safety 
of  Muni  passengers  and  will  deal  seriously  with  the  security  problem, 

Mchael  S,  McGill  of  San  Francisco  Planning  &  Urban  Renewal  (SPUR) 
said  his  organization  supports  service  in  the  Northwest  Corridor 
through  exclusive  transit  lanes  and  bus  service.     The  use  of  the 
articulated  coach  would  be  an  excellent  way  to  increase  service  and 
reduce  operating  costs.     However,  he  said,  the  only  way  cost  reduc- 
tion would  be  achieved  is  by  reducing  operator  costs.     He  asked  for 
clarification  of  Mr,  Green's  figures.     If  5  2  Mack  buses  are  to  be 
retired  and  replaced  by  35  articulated  coaches,  this  would  reduce 
the  number  of  platform  men  by  17, 
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Commissioner  Flynn  asked  that  if  fewer  than  35  articulated  buses  are 
to  be  used  on  Geary  Street,  where  would  the  balance  be  used.  Mr. 
Green  said  the  30  Stockton  line  is  a  "likely  candidate." 

Samuel  Walker,  representing  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  250A, 
said  the  TWU  does  not  object  to  the  articulated  bus.  However,  there 
may  be  need  for  a  conductor  and  some  help  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
will  be  three  doors  on  a  vehicle  carrying  more  people. 

Walter  O'Donnell  of  Self  Help  for  the  Aging,  suggested  there  would  be 
many  problems  with  storage  and  maintenance  facilities  with  one  line 
operating  out  of  three  yards.     He  also  spoke  of  the  security  problems, 

J.  B.  Martin  of  the  International  Association  of  Machinists  and 
Aerospace  Workers,  said  from  the  union  standpoint  there  would  be  no 
objection  to  the  purchase  of  these  articulated  coaches  if  they  are 
made  in  this  country. 

Commissioner  Byrne  asked  if  it  has  been  definitely  determined 
whether  one  or  two  men  would  be  operating  these  coaches.     He  asked 
whether  the  Muni  has  a  written  agreement  with  the  Union  or  any  sort 
of  decision  made  to  cut  the  operating  cost? 

Mr.  Green  said  he  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  determine  that  at  this 
point — the  first  step  is  to  become  a  part  of  the  team  eligible  for 
funds  to  participate  in  the  program  if  such  program  is  available. 

Commissioner  Flynn  pointed  out  this  was  an  important  question  to  be 
resolved  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Green  represented  the  saving  as  being  in 
the  drivers.     Commissioner  Byrne  said  he  did  not  intend  to  vote  on 
this  matter  until  there  is  a  written  agreement  with  the  TWU  on  this 
point. 

Commissioner  Berman  asked  Utilities  General  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
that  if  the  Commission  voted  to  participate  in  the  application  with 
UMTA  on  this  fleet  purchase  of  buses,  could  it  turn  C.o\m  its 
acceptance^  of  those  bids  at  thj  time  the  bids  ca)Tie  in  for  whatever 
reason.     The  lead-time  would  then  give  Mr.  Green  and  the  Union  an 
opportunity  to  thrash  out  this  problem  and  provide  the  Commission 
with  the  alternative  at  that  time. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  he  would  have  to  see  the  structure  of  the  agreement 
between  City  and  UMTA  before  he  could  answer. 

Merrill  R.  Cohn,  Equipment  Engineer    said  the  bid  documents  contain 
several  options  for  the  purchase  of  the  coaches.     The  price  of  the 
contract  would  be  based  on  305  vehicles;  hov/ever,  there  are  provisions 
for  increasing  or  decreasing  in  increments  of  ten.     Also,  although 
the  Muni  has  stated  a  desire  for  three  doors  on  the  side,  the  coach 
is  also  made  V7ith  two  doors  on  the  side. 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  that  the  hearing  be  continued  at  the  next 
regular  Commission  meeting,  February  24.     Commissioner  Carey  seconded. 

Commissioner  Carey  asked  Mr.  Bourne  what  prerogatives  the  Railway 
woul-i  have  with  regard  to  withdrawal  if  and  when  a  bid  is  submitted. 
Mr.  Bourne  said  the  Railway  should  supply  his  office  with  the 
necessary  information  for  his  review  of  the  matter.  Commissioner 
Berman  asked  Mr.  Green  to  supply  this  information  to  the  City 
Utilities  General  Counsel  so  the  Commission  may  have  legal  advice 
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in  making  its  decision  at  the  next  meeting.     The  Commission  also 
instructed  Mr.  Green  to  work  out  a  "memorandum  of  understanding" 
with  the  TWU  as  to  the  number  of  operators  to  be  used,     Mr.  Walker 
agreed  that  the  union  will  be  willing  to  sign  such  a  document  if 
its  questions  are  answered  satisfactorily. 

On  roll  call  for  continuation  of  the  hearing  to  February  24, 
Commissioners  Berman,  Byrne,  and  Carey  voted  "aye"?  Commissioner 
Flynn  voted  "no."

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  average 
daily  aqueduct  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  was  increased  from  approxi- 
mately 160  to  230  mgd  on  January  21,  1976.

1.    Where  can  the  coaches  be  stored  and  maintained ? 

In  the  short  term,  the  articulated  coaches,  if  acquired, 
will  be  maintained  at  existing  Muni  facilities.    The  coaches 
can  be  maintained  over  standard  pit  stalls        no  lifts  are  ;:t 
necessary  for  routine  maintenance  procedures.    Three  double- 
length  pits  are  available  today  at  the  Woods  Center,  and  three 
pits  are  available  at  Kirkland.    All  allow  *'pull-through''

movement  of  vehicles,  and  are  wholly  adequate  for  routine  servic 
ing  of  articulated  vehicles.     In  addition,  the  Woods  Phase  II 
major  maintenance  facilities  will  be  available  in  the  summer  in 
of  1977  or  before  the  anticipated  delivery  of  the  articulated 
fleet.    The  Woods  facilities  can  accoDomodate  the  articulateds 
over  its  pits,  and  in  its  maintenance  stalls  as  well,  although 
they  would  have  to  be  backed  or  pulled  out        an  inconvenience 
but  not  a  problem.     If  and  when  it  is  necessary  to  lift  a  coach, 
a  number  of  alternatives  are  readily  available,  including  the 
simple  use  of  portable  jacks  which  Muni  will  have  available , 

In  comparison,  AC  Transit,  which  presently  owns  one 
articulated  coach  and  plans  to  acquire  30,  intends  to  perform 
all  maintenance  at  existing  facilities  over  existing  pits,  much 
as  they  presently  do  on  their  single  coach.     Similarly,  Golden 
Gate  Transit,  which  intends  to  acquire  15  articulateds,  also 
plans  to  perform  all  maintenance  at  its  existing  facilities, 
which  are  comparable  to  those  being  provided  at  the  Woods  Center 
Golden  Gate  Transit  also  intends  to  use  jacks  for  those  rare  ;  • , 
instances  when  it  is  necessary  to  lift  the  coach  off  the  ground . 
("99  percent  of  our  maintenance  can  be  done  over  pits.") 

Coaches  in  use  on  Geary  services  would  probably  be  u 
parked  and  routinely  serviced  at  the  existing  Kirkland  Division . 
Displaced  coaches  could  operate  from  24th  and  Utah,  which  will 
be  freed  when  Phase  II  of  Woods  has  been  completed.     It  should 
be  remembered  that  58  Macks  remain  active  in  Muni's  fleet ,  at 
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least  35  of  which  could  be  retired  when  the  articulateds  are 
placed  in  service. 

■         In  the  longterm,  the  eventual  replacement  facility  for 
the  present  Kirkland  Division  is  being  planned  with  provisions 
for  the  maintenance  of  up  to  50  articulated  buses.    This  is  the 
assumption  that  has  been  factored  into  the  evaluation  being 
conducted  for  the  Planning,  Operations  and  Marketing  Study  to 
identify  sites  suitable  for  this  facility.    Planned  facilities 
include  pull-through  parking  space,  maintenance  stalls,  and  long- 
vehicle  lifts.'-  ' 

2 .    What  will  articulated  coaches  cost  to  operate? 

Precise  figures  are  not  available,  but  a  number  of 
estimates  have  been  made.    The  general  conclusion  of  these 
evaluations  has  been  that  whereas  costs  associated  with  the 
articulated  buses  are  somewhat  higher  than  those  for  standard 
length  conventional  coaches,  the  total  operating  and  maintenance 
cost  per  passenger,  per  passenger-mile,  and  per  seat-mile  are 
reduced.     In  other  words,  the  added  costs  of  operating  articulated 
coaches  are  more  than  recovered  in  terms  of  increased  vehicle 
productivity  and  transportation  efficiency.      ■  •  " 

Specifically,  the  productivity  of  an  articulated  coach 
typically  represents  a  50  percent  increase:    Muni's  articulateds 
would  be  60  feet  long  rather  than  AO  feet  long,  would  cost  65 
rather  than  48,  would  reduce  boarding  time,  and,  in  turn,  decrease: 
trip  times  by  facilitating  passenger  movement  through  three  sets 
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of  double-width  doors,  and  so  forth.    Yet  operator  costs,  the 
largest  single  transportation  expense,  are  essentially  the  same. 
(In  both  European  practice  and  the  few  examples  of  domestic 
operation  of  articulateds ,  operators*  pay  is  unaffected  by  the 
type  of  coach. ) 

AC  Transit,  based  on  its  experience  with  the  one  ' 
articulated  coach  they  presently  own,  expects  maintenance  costs 
on  the  proposed  articulated  coaches  to  be  no  higher  than  25  to 
30  percent  more  per  vehicle  than  conventional  coaches  (7-1/2  to 
8  cents  per  mile  vs.  6  cents  per  mile)        well  under  the  increased 
productivity  of  the  vehicle.      r  -   ;;   -      -  :      ■  v  ^ 

An  analysis  for  the  Greater  Vancouver  Regional  District 
in  1971  assumed  more  conservative  50  percent  higher  total  mechani- 
cal costs  (maintenance,  fuel,  etc.)  for  articulateds,  which  seem 
somewhat  on  the  high  side.    Nonetheless,  when  the  50  percent 
increase  in  vehicle  productivity  was  factored  into  the  analysis, 
the  report  indicated  that  articulated  coaches,  despite  12.5  - 
percent  higher  total  operating  costs  per  vehicle,  could  still 
transport  a  given  number  of  passengers  at  75  percent  of  the  ; 
total  operating  costs  of  conventional  equipment.     In  the  examples 
cited,  these  operational  savings  more  than  covered  the  added 
annual  capital  cost  of  articulated  coaches,  assuming  an  initial 
cost  double  that  for  conventional  buses.     (This  would  be  true 
of  the  presently  proposed  articulateds  as  well.      They  are  expec- 
ted to  cost  $130,000  each  before  taxes  as  compared  to  about 
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$65,000  for  a  conventional  bus.) 

A  similar  1974  analysis  of  typical  European  experience 
concluded  total  operating  costs  per  vehicle,  are  20  percent  higher 
for  articulateds ,  again  compared  to  a  50  percent  increase  in 
vehicle  productivity. 

If  articulated  coaches  are  used  to  replace  conventional 
coaches  on  a  seat-for-seat  basis,  35  articulated  coaches  could 
replace  about  52  conventional  coaches,  allowing  the  retirement 
of  a  like  number  of  Macks.    Even  a  50  percent  increase  in 
mechanical  costs  would  be  entirely  offset  by  a  50  percent  increase 
in  vehicle  productivity,  so  maintenance  and  fuel  costs  would  be 
unchanged  while  platform  costs  would  be  reduced.     If  a  vehicle- 
for-vehicle  substitution  is  assimed  Muni  would  be  able  to  increase 
service  by  the  equivalent  of  about  17  coaches,  without  any 
increase  in  operator  costs.    Mechanical  costs  on  a  system-wide 
basis  would  then  be  somewhat  increased.    Based  on  a  50  percent 
differential  for  articulateds  and  a  mechanical  cost  (ways  and 
structures,  maintenance,  fuel,  etc.)  of  $12,000  per  coach  per 
year  (estimated  from  tentative  1974-75  figures),  the  increase 
would  be  no  more  than  35  X  ($18,000-$12,000)  or  $210,000  per 
year. 

There's  also  one  '-er.tra"  maintenance  cost  benefit  to  be 
derived.    Because  UMTA  is  allowing  spare  parts  in  the  form  of  a 
$200,000  "basic  parts  inventory"  to  be  acquired  as  part  of  the 
initial  purchase,  costs  of  spare  parts  are  typically  reduced 
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from  what  they  would  be  under  separate  later  purchases.    This  is 
contrary  to  normal  IMTA  procedure,  which  considers  spare  parts 
a  maintenance  expense  to  be  funded  independently  and  entirely 
from  local  sources. 

3-    Will  the  coaches  be  "made  in  America*'? 

Last  year  Seattle  sought  to  acquire  a  fleet  of  articulate< 
diesels  (and  articulated  trolley  coaches),  but  no  American 
manufacturers  responded.    All  said,  essentially,  that  they  were 
unable  and  unwilling  to  produce  articulated  coaches.  Several 
European  manufacturers  on  the  other  hand,  indicated  a  willingness 
to  manufacture  such  coaches,  but  declined  to  bid  because  of 
reluctance  and  unpreparedness  to  deal  with  American  business 
practices.     Subsequent  to  Seattle's  unsuccessful  call  for  bids, 
many  European  manufacturers  have  entered  into  licensing  and 
similar  agreements  with  various  domestic  transportation  equipment 
suppliers. 

One  of  the  objectives  of  the  articulated  bus  programs  is 
to  encourage  the  establishment  of  a  domestic  articulated  bus 
manufacturing  capability,  and  to  encourage  existing  domestic 
transit  coach  manufacturers  to  provide  such  features  as  larger 
signs  and  double-width  doors  on  conventional  coaches  as  well. 

At  present,  it  is  expected  that  half  a  dozen  or  more 
bids  will  be  submitted  for  manufacture  of  the  articulated  coaches 

with  the  bids  submitted  by  American  manufacturers  for  coaches 
of  basically  European  proven  designs.    Typically,  it  is  expected 
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that  final  assembly  of  the  coaches  will  take  place  in  the  United 
States,  so  that  at  least  a  good  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  coache 
will  represent  wages  and  salaries  paid  to  American  workers  and 
engineers.    At  least  two  prospective  bidders  would  perform  all 
assembly  operations  at  a  U.S.  plant. 

4.  How  will  the  coaches  be  paid  for? 

The  specifications  for  articulated  buses  was  prepared 
by  Cal  Trans  and  the  members  of  the  Articulated  Bus  Coraaittee 
with  the  close  cooperation  and  strong  support  of  UMTA.    We  have 
received  assurance  from  \MTA  that  80-20  funding  for  the  articula- 
teds  will  be  granted.     It  is  intended  to  provide  the  20  percent 
local  share  from  SFMRIC  funds.  n  ' 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  1969  diesel  fleet 
will  be  eight  to  nine  or  more  years  old  when  the  articulateds 
begin  to  arrive,  and  will  also  have  to  be  replaced  not  many  years 
after  that.    The  additional  35  vehicles  will  enable  Muni  to 
better  maintain  service  in  the  face  of  what  will  then  be  a  rapid- 
ly aging  400-vehicle  fleet,  and  postpone  the  need  for  replacement 
purchases  at  a  time  when  restrictions  on  funding  may  be  even  more 
stringent  than  now.  ^    ;  v  t  ; 

5.  Why  use  them  only  on  Geary?    What  about  the  rest  of 
the  City?  " 

While  the  majority  of  the  articulated  coaches  would  be 
assigned  to  Geary  Street  services,  they  would  be  used  in  other 
parts  of  the  City  as  well.  v  ■;■    C'A.i-^.'M  X;:-'.:'         c; ; . 
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A  staff  evaluation  of  potential  applications  for 
articulated  buses  considered  all  of  Muni's  routes  based  on  peak- 
hour  load  factors,  scheduled  headways,  and  grades  encountered. 
It  concluded  that  the  single  route  to  which  the  articulateds  are 
best  suited,  based  on  conservative  assumptions,  is  the  38-Geary 
(including  38-Express)  service,  although  some  may  be  used  on 
other  heavily  used  routes  as  well.     If  the  coach  performs  as  well 
on  grades  as  currently  specified  or  if  a  slight  route  modification 
can  be  worked  out,  the  30-Express  also  becomes  an  excellent 
candidate  for  limited  use  of  articulateds,  but  this  was  not 
assmed  at  this  time. 

,  ,        On  non-technical  grounds,  there  are  several  other 
compelling  and  inter-related  reasons  to  assign  most  of  the 
articulateds  to  Geary  services.    First,  Muni  Metro  will  provide 
a  high-speed,  high-quality  service  to  many  San  Francisco  neighbor- 
hoods including  the  Sunset,  Eureka  and  Noe  Valleys,  Ingleside, 
Ocean  View,  and  adjacent  Outer  Mission  neighborhoods.  In 
addition,  other  neighborhoods  are  served,  if  only  to  a  limited 
extent,  by  BART.    After  the  once  expected  BART  line  which  would 
have  served  all  or  part  of  the  Northwest  Corridor  was  deleted 
from  the  BART  system,  a  study,  the  Northwest  San  Francisco  Transit 
Extension  (N^^X)  study,  was  conducted  to  develop  a  program  for 
transit  ioaprovement  in  this  large  part  of  San  Francisco  as  well. 
The  final  recommendation  of  the  NWX  study's  Board  of  Control, 
since  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  called  for  immediate 
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development  of  an  improved  bus  system,  including  transit 
preferential  facilities,  in  the  Northwest  Corridor  (see  Resolution 
259-75,  attached).    The  application  of  articulated  bus  services 
on  Geary  would  be  the  first  real  tangible  action  in  support  of

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  38-Geary  is  the  single 
most  heavily  utilized  line  in  San  Francisco,  carrying  some  50,000 
boarding  passengers  each  day.   '.^ ^  ; 

I  should  like  to  read  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  Conmissio 
the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  endorsing  a 
bus  system  in  the  Geary  Corridor,    ^nd,  this  Resolution  is  dated 
March  31,  1975.

Urging  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  immediately 
implement  Concept  II  as  proposed  by  the  Northwest  San  Francisco 
Rapid  Transit  Extension  Board  which  would  provide  an  upgraded  bus 
system  for  the  Northwest  Corridor,     ^-^v  -iv;/ -  v:.;\,:

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    What  was  the  date  of  that  Resolution? 
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MR.  GREEN:     That  was  March  31,  1975. 
PRESIDENT  BERI^N:     Thank  you. 

MR.  GREEN:    Now,  the  application  of  articulated  bus 
services  on  Geary,  would  be  the  first  real  tangible  action  in 
support  of  this  program. 

Question  No.  6 . 

6 .    How  will  a  60-foot  bus  be  able  to  maneuver  in  San 
Francisco  traffic? 

Surprisingly,  a  60-foot  articulated  coach  is,  if  anything 
more  maneuverable  in  traffic  than  a  conventional,  40-foot  coach. 
As  illustrated  in  the  drawing  which  follows,  the  outside  turning 
radius  of  the  articulated  will,  for  example,  be  reduced  to  no 
more  than  39.4  feet.    The  outside  turning  radius  on  a  conventional 
40-foot  coach  is  over  42  feet;  and  even  on  General  Motors*  most 
advanced  design  coach,  the  RTS-2,  the  outside  turning  radius  will 
still  be  41.6  feet.  '  "  •  ' 

This  may  be  understood  by  thinking  of  an  articulated 
coach  as  not  an  extra-long  bus,  but  as  a  shortened  bus  with  a 
trailer  in  back.    The  operator  steers  the  front  half  of  the 
articulated,  which  operates  like  a  30  or  35-foot  coach  with  a 
short  wheelbase.    Current  proven  articulated  bus  technology 
provides  a  vehicle  in  which  the  rear  portion  of  the  coach  tracks 
remarkably  well  behind  the  front  section.    The  inner  turning 
radius  of  the  articulated  will  still  be  20.2  feet,  compared  to 
21.5  feet  on  a  standard  40-foot  GMC  coach. 
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7 .  Won^t  parking  have  to  be  removed  to  provide  longer 
bus  zones  or  other  special  measures? 

Many  of  Muni's  bus  zones  on  busy  lines,  such  as  the  38"- 
Geary,  are  already  long  enough  to  acconmodate  two  40-foot  buses. 
These  will  already  be  long  enough  to  accommodate  articulateds . 
In  addition,  improved  schedule  adherence,  which  the  added  capacity 
and  faster  loading  of  the  articulateds  will  facilitate,  should 
somewhat  reduce  the  need  for  zones  long  enough  for  two  buses. 

However,  it  is  true  that  some  bus  zones  may  require 
lengthening  or  other  modification.     In  addition,  it  is  our  strong 
intention  to  seek  expanded  preferential  transit  measures  through- 
out the  city,  and  particularly  in  the  Geary  Corridor.  Provision 
of  longer  coach  zones  as  required  and  of  transit  preferential 
facilities,  such  as  preferential  bus  lanes,  signalling,  curb-bulb 
bus  stops,  etc.,  were  strongly  endorsed  by  the  Northwest  Corridor 
Study  Recommendation  with  the  strong  support  of  Richmond  District 
citizens  and  many  Geary  merchants  alike.     Such  measures  are  also, 
of  course,  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors*  ''Transit  First*' 
policy.     It  should  also  be  noted  that  transit  preferential 
treatment  can  sometimes,  as  on  Polk  Street,  lead  to  an  increased 
availability  of  neighborhood  and  local  commercial  area  curb 
parking. 

8.  Wciat  about  Supervisor  Mendelsohn's  suggestion  that 
Muni  consider  laving  track  and  operating  PCC's  cars  on  Geary 
Street?    Doesn't  that  make  the  purchase  of  articulated  buses  for 

\ 
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Geary  Street  services  unwise  at  this  time? 

The  Northwest  San  Francisco  Transit  Extension  (NWX)  Study 
spent  two  years  evaluating  transit  alternatives  for  the  Geary 
Corridor.    The  final  recoimiiendations  of  the  Study's  Board  of 
Control,  with  the  nearly  unanimous  support  of  interested  citizens 
and  businessmen  in  the  Geary  Corridor  and  with  the  endorsement  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  (see  attached  Resolution  259-75),  called 
for  the  implementation  of  an  improved  bus  alternative.  The 
concept  of  short-tem  implementation  of  a  rail  line  was  rejected. 

If  and  when  any  change  in  this  policy  is  made  and 
implemented,  any  articulated  buses  in  Muni's  fleet  could  readily 
be  assigned  to  other  services.    While  such  a  change  seems  unlikely 
in  the  near  future,  even  a  surface  rail  line,  should  it  be 
recQGomended,  would  take  a  number  of  years  to  implement.  Further- 
more, a  strictly  surface  rail  line  would  probably  still  require 
supplementary  express  services  to  be  effective  in  the  Geary 
Corridor  as  the  viable  transit  alternative. 

Now,  those  are  the  answers  that  we  have  for  Question 
No.  1,  Mr.  President,  and  Commissioners.     I  do  have  a  short 
answer  to  Question  No.  2.    That  shouldn't  take  me  more  than  a 
minute,  if  it  is  your  pleasure,    v      f :  r  i 

Now  that  question:    The  painting  of  375  motor  coaches. 

The  Municipal  Railway  has  recently  adopted  the  new  paint 
scheme         the  new  graphics  which  encompass  everything  from 
vehicle  markings  to  transit  stop  signs,  maps  and  schedules,  system 
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logo,  and  stationery.    When  Muni's  present  equipment  program  is 
completed,  all  revenue  vehicles  except  the  cable  cars  and  375 
diesel  motor  coaches,  acquired  in  1968-69,  through  the  transit 
equipment  program,  will  carry  Muni's  new  fleet  colors.     It  is 
not  intended  that  we  alter  the  paint  scheme  of  the  cable  cars, 
in  view  of  their  historic  accent,  but  it  is  important  that  the 
motor  coaches  be  integrated  in  view  of  the  mass  transit  theme 
developed  for  San  Francisco,  which  will  appear  on  all  of  the 
vehicles. 

In  addition  to  the  rider  assistance  that  the  unique 
identification  that  these  mass  transit  vehicles  provide  the 
paint  oxidation,  rusting  and  corrosion,  which  has  taken  place 
over  the  past  seven  years  justifies  the  repaining  of  the  375 
coaches  which  will  bring  them  into  conformity  with  the  remainder 
of  the  fleet.    We  have  started  a  painting  program,  in-house,  and 
over  the  past  year  or  so  we  have  been  able  to  do  about  25.  This 
affords  us  an  opportunity  -~  it  is  costing  us  about  $1600,  in- 
house  —  and,  affords  us  an  opportunity  to  get  part  of  that  paint 
job  at  eight  percent  federal  funding,  and  that  is  the  major  reason 
—  the  basic  reason  is  the  buses  must  be  repainted.    The  second 
is  that  we  would  be  able  to  get  the  major  part  of  it,  or  four- 
fifths  of  the  money  from  the  80-20  funding,  and  that  is  my  answer 
to  the  question.

SECRETARY  FLYNN;    Mr.  Arden  Daneras,  representing  the 

Planning  Association  of  Richmond.   

ARDEN  DANERAS, 
REPRESENTING  THE  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION  OF  RICMOND 

MR.  DANEEAS:     I  am  Mr,  Arden  Daneras,  representing  the 
Planning  Association  for  Richmond,  and  Mr.  Green  has  articulated 
very  well  what  happened  on  the  Northwest  Corridor  Study  and  he 
went  on  for  some  long  time  and  came  up  V7ith  the  right  conclusions, 
I  think,  of  what  the  Study  cam.e  up  with:    To  implement  Policy  No. 
2,  and  most  of  the  citizens  who  have  spoken  on  this  subject  were 
very  much  in  favor  of  expanding  the  bus  service ,  and  while  I 
cannot  speak  for  the  Geary  merchants,  I  can  say  that  they  got  up 
at  the  hearing  and  said,  "To  hell  with  the  streetcar  business." 
So,  they  are  very  much  in  favor  of  buses.  . 

We  like,  in  part,  the  policy  of  having  buses,  too, 
because  it  can  be  done,  there  is  no  additional  capital  cost, 
they  are  flexible,  and  the  public  has  indicated  it  is  not 
interested  in  the  high  initial  cost  of  these  buses.     I  would 
also  like  to  see  them  put  in  as  it  would  help  out  the  transit 
preferential  system  which  is  coming  into  play  now  more  and  more. 
Would  like  to  see  them  put  in  some  more  stop  signs  out  in  the 
streets,  like  on  Polk  Street,  and  I  think  that  that  is  a  good 
idea,  and  get  rid  of  sane  of  the  diagonal  parking  on  Geary,  and 
I  hope  that  they  are  not  noisy  like  the  last  buses,  but  we  are 
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in  favor  of  these  buses.    Thank  you. 
o  PRESIDENT  BE  Thank  you. 

SECRETi^RY  FLYNN:    Mr.  Maurice  Klebolt,  representing 
CAP-TRANS.''     '  "  ' 

MAURICE  KIEBOLT,  REPRESENTING  CAP-TRANS 
MR.  KLEBOLT:    Mr.  President  and  Commissioners,  in  respect 
to  Mr.  Green's  presentation,  CAP-TRANS  has  been  in  contact  with 
a  Mr.  John  Aurellius  (sic)  who  is  the  manager  of  the  Seattle  Metro 
System,  and  an  advocate  of  the  articulated  coach,  and  I  quote  from 
a  conversation  that  I  personally  had  with  this  chap  when  I  tried 
to  determine  from  him  what  Seattle's  approach  was  with  respect  to 
the  fleet  purchase.    They  were  going  out  for  an  entire  fleet  of 
coaches  rather  than  become  a  member  of  this  articulated  bus 
committee,  and  in  answer  he  said:     "We  have  no  cost  available. 
We  do  not  know  about  support  facilities.    We  cannot  lend  any 
credence  to  our  daily       we  can  guess  at  a  daily  cost  (such  as 
Mr.  Green  has  alluded  to)  and  that  existing  facilities  can  be 
used  as  a  stop  gap  measure,  but  down  the  line  there  would  have 
to  be  a  capital  improvement  in  order  to  bring  the  maintenance  of 
articulated  coaches  in  some  form  of  economic  sanity." 

Now,  you  can  talk  about  using  existing  facilities  at 
24th  and  Utah,  Woods  and  Kirkland,  but  this  is  sort  of  a,  fran 
a  management  point  of  view,  is  kind  of  a  "bummer".     It  is  like 
being  in  the  construction  business  and  having  trucks  here,  here 
and  here,  and  then  you  are  going  to  get  the  articulated  truck. 
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which  you  can  i3Ut  one  here        this  is  sort  of  a  mish-raash.  So, 
somewhere  down  the  line  efforts  will  have  to  be  made  to  accommodat 
this  vehicle,  which  I  understand  35  is  the  first  step  to  acquire, 
and  another  50,  or  another  35,  which  Mr.  Green  relates  the 
retirement  of  the  Macks,  but  does  not  tell  us  the  daily  usage 
of  these  vehicles,  which  I  understand  from  observation,  is 
relatively  small. 

The  Macks  are  assigned  to  school  routes  and  to  trippers 
and  do  not  play  an  important  part  in  the  main  thrust  of  moving 
San  Franciscans  other  than  to  act  as  an  occasional  tripper.  And, 
out  of  the  —  whatever  figure  he  gave  ~-  I'm  sure  that  quite  a 
few  are  limping  around  in  various  states  of  disrepair,  and  are 
not  in  service. 

The  arithmetic  on  the  purchase  is  sort  of  interesting. 
The  grant  calls  for  $6,290,000  and  figuring  the  cost  of  $1600 
per  vehicle  to  paint,  times  375  vehicles,  some  $600,000,  which 
leaves  $5,690,000  per  coach,  of  which  there  is  a  $200,000  plus 
parts  kit  which  comes  down  to  about  $6,000  per  vehicle  parts 
allocation,  and  he  quotes  $135,000  per  coach  and  I  am  coming  up 
with  $156,000  per  coach.        ;:.  .  • 

Now,  my  arithmetic  may  be  off,  but  I  am  just  trying  to 
use  simple  logic,  and  then  I  am  equating  a  new  RTS-'2,  which  is 
the  General  Motors'   '76  model,  which  will  be  released  this  spring, 
will  go  on  the  streets,  I  understand,  minus  air  conditioning,  for 
something  like  $77,000. 
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Well,  I  am  not  going  to  defend  a  US  manufacturer.     I  am 
not  going  to  defend  transit  priorities,  nor  where  these  buses 
have  been  used.     I  well  realize  the  buses  are  principally  used 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain.     I  have  determined  this  in  my  study 
that  in  Czechoslovakia,  Hungary,  USSR,  Poland,  are  the  prime 
users  of  the  articulated  coach. 

I  also  understand  that  in  these  situations,  we  have  a 
unique  transit  preferential  plan  in  that  the  use  of  the  automobile 
is  minimized.    They  do  not  have  an  automobile  problem  in  the 
Communist  countries. 

Also,  transit  vehicles  have  exclusive  rights  of  way  in 
the  Communist  countries,  and  I  relate  to  Mexico  City  as  being  in 
the  Free  World,  who  have  a  tremendous  transit  preferential 
policy. 

Put  your  automobile  in  a  bus  zone  in  Mexico  City  and 
Commissioner,  when  you  come  back,  your  automobile  will  be  towed 
away  and  there  goes  your  license  and  everything  else. 

The  price  you  pay  for  impeding  transit  is  a  dear  one  if 
you  are  an  automobile  owner.    Put  it  by  a  parking  meter,  come 
back,  and  you  will  find  your  tires  flattened,  because  the  police 
take  the  stem  out  of  your  tire.  You  can't  move  it.    They  chain 
it  to  the  street  lamp.    They  do  all  sorts  of  crazy  things,  and 
that  costs  you, for  the  most  part,  a  heavy  fine,  and  if  you  are 
a  two  or  more  violator,  it  costs  your  permit  to  drive.    This  is  a 
tremendous  transit  first. 
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Getting  back  to  the  money,  Mr.  Green  has  not  addressed 
himself  to  the  actual  involvement  down  the  line  when  the  80-20 
money  runs  out  as  to,  one:     the  inspection  policy  will  be;  with 
transmissions,  how  many  years  down  the  line  before  the  transmission 
go,  before  the  engines  need  rebuilding. 

We  are  coming  to  that  now  with  the  GMC's.    He  is  not 
addressing  the  question,  I  think,  that  was  asked  of  50  percent 
to  higher  operating  costs,  give  or  take  a  little  here  or  a  little 
there;  we're  going  to  hold  more  people,  but  we  are  going  to  do  it 
with  less  vehicles. 

So,  that  means  longer  headways,  and  I  do  not  think  that 
that  is  an  advantage  just  to  the  people  in  the  Richmond,  to  have 
their  headways  lengthened  with  less  coaches. 

Now,  maybe  they  like  that  out  there  on  Geary  Street;  so, 
instead  of  having  one  every  four  minutes,  they  can  have  one  every 
eight  minutes.    But,  I  look  at  this  coming  down  the  line,  and  I 
wonder  if  in  sanity  —  maybe  it  wouldn't  be  better  if  we  discussed 
this  CAP-TRANS  meeting  Wednesday  night  —  we  went  through  this 
quite  a  bit  —  if  it  would  not  be  better  to  supplement  the  Geary 
line  with  additional  standard  coaches  preferably  by  US  manufac- 
turers, and  with  that  in  mind,  the  membership  of  CAP-TRANS  has 
the  motion  to  be  addressed  to  you  gentlemen  today,  and  in  fact 
request  the  PUC  to  defer  any  action  at  this  time,  pending 
completion  of  further  studies  which  are  pending  as  a  result  of 
action  taken  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn  calling  for  the  retention 
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of  rails  on  Market  Street  and  the  substitution  of  rail  cars  for 
coaches  on  Geary. 

This  matter  has  been  tabled  for  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Streets  and  Transportation  Committee,  and  we  request  then  that 
you  gentlemen  defer  the  matter  of  the  articulated  coaches  until 
such  time  as  the  sups  are  able  to  decide  and  dispose  of  Mr. 
Mendelsohn *s  proposition. 

-As  a  businessman,  and  I  am  speaking  now  for  myself, 
before  I  would  entertain  this  experiment  — •  which  is  what  it  is, 
an  experiment       because  as  I  have  gone  through  the  pages  of  time 
and  as  I  have  looked  in  the  book,  I  have  found  articulated  coaches 
are  not  new  to  the  United  States.    They  were  running  in  the  20' s. 
There  were  articulated  streetcars.    There  have  been  articulated 
coaches,  built  by  the  Twin,  by  Yellow  Coach,  by  General  Motors, 
by  St.  Louis  Car,  by  Coleman  Car  Company  in  Cleveland,  and  I 
have  asked  myself  and  addressed  the  question:     *'What  happened  to 
the  concept  50  years  ago?"' 

The  people  who  were  involved  have  faded  out  of  the 
transit  picture.    The  expertise  of  the  20 's  and  30' s,  the  heyday 
of  public  transit,  is  gone. 

We  now  rely  on  the  judgment  of  young  people  with  a  lot 
of  theory,  a  lot  of  moxie ,  and  a  lot  of  80-20  money.     But,  in 
talking  with  an  oldtime  friend  of  mine  with  the  Chicago  Transit 
authority  who  operated  articulated  trolley  coaches,  the  project 
was  abandoned  because  of  the  maintenance  costs.     On  the  top  it 
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looked  good.    More  people;  a  little  higher  expense;  more  revenue; 
all  the  argments  that  were  brought  forward  today  made  some  sense. 

But,  into  the  operation  and  down  the  line,  "a  bummer" 
in  terms  of  maintenance  costs. 

Today,  I  have  talked  with  a  chap  from  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric,  Mr.  Jerry  Tyson,  who  gave  me  another  interesting  side- 
light, which  maybe  you  people  have  not  been  informed  of,  but  the 
concept  of  moving  the  sidewalk  to  the  street  apparently  has 
become  quite  an  issue  and  this  has  been  in  fact  discussed. 

PG6cE's  position  is,  and  their  engineers  have  done  a 
study  on  the  impact  of  moving  the  curb        the  present  curb 
out  to  the  lane  of  traffic  to  accommodate  the  preferential  bus 
stops,  and  they  found  that  this  would  destroy  the  natural  flow 
of  drain  waters  and  would  entail  the  changing  of  drains.  - 

This  would  entail  the  relocation  of  utilities  at  many 
intersections,  and  PG&E  has  told  the  Public  Works  people  we  will 
be  happy  to  change  our  service  if  you  fellows  will  foot  the  bill. 

So,  we  are  in  a  problem  here  now  of  utilities,  of  steam, 
of  electricity,  of  gas,  of  telephones,  and  this  little  thing  of 
just  moving  curbs  out,  all  of  a  sudden  becomes  a  climactic  thing, 
because  it  is  in  conflict  with  the  storm  drains. 

I  rest  my  case,  and  I  hope  the  Commissioners  will  accept 
the  action  of  the  CAP-TRANS  and  would  weigh  it  and  will  support 
us  in  this  effort. 

Thank  you  very  much. 
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PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    Mr.  Klebolt,  thank  you  for  your 
observations. 

I  would  like  to  make  one  observation  myself.    You  do  not 
seem  to  take  into  account,  when  you  go  back  to  the  heyday  of 
transportation  in  the  1920' s,  you  seem  to  overlook  the  advance 
in  technology  between  the  1920' s  and  the  1970' s,  the  days  we  live 
in  now,  as  far  as  having  overcome  many  of  the  inherent  problems 
that  existed  at  that  time.    And,  there  is  a  strong  possibility 
that  our  technologies  have  advanced  far  enough  to  be  able  to 
overcome  some  of  the  things  that  you  allude  to. 

!  :r  MR.  KLEBOLT:  I  assume  that  since  the  articulated  coaches 
have  not  been  operating  in  this  country  for  over  20  years,  perhaps 
you  are  correct  in  your  judgment. 

I  also  notice,  Commissioner  Berman,  that  transit  systems 
that  were  operated  in  the  private  sector  that  were  void  of 
federal,  state  or  local  support,  apparently  opt  not  to  make  this 
move .  -.^         i;""         ■  ^  '■^j-r-y-i  ...  ■■c^:'    ,<  ' 

Now,  it  could  be  that  today  in  an  improved  technological 
atmosphere  with  greater  funding  involved  the  incentive  to  please 
shareholders  and  investors  of  the  private  affairs  box  income  to 
hike  it  out  on  your  own,  may  be  lost.    And,  now,  perhaps  an 
experiment  of  this  type  can  move  ahead  and  be  an  asset  to  the 
community. 

What  I  am  questioning  is  the  fact  that  as  an  experiment 
it  really  is  exactly  what  it  is.  - 
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We  are  moving  into  an  area        and  I  would  rather  say 
as  a  good  management,  wouldn't  you  rather  sit  back  and  let  Oakland 
AC,  and  San  Diego  and  LA        let  them  have  a  hack  at  their 
articulateds .    Let  them  iron  the  bugs  out;  let  them  go  through 
the  pitfalls  of  traumatic  experiences,  because  the  bandwagon  is 
going  to  come  around  again  in  about  a  year  or  two  and  after  these 
coaches  are  on  the  street  and  after  they  have  proven  themselves, 
then  sit  down  and  say,  "Okay,  now  the  bugs  are  worked  out,  let's 
go  for  a  fleet.'*  : 

Because,  by  this  time  the  375  CMC's  will  have  been,  as 
Mr.  Green  put  it,  ready  for  renewal,  and  perhaps  the  articulated 
coach,  proven  at  someone  else's  expense,  would  be  an  asset  to  our 

city.  r    '    '        ,„  ,      '  ,  ■ '  :

/     i  •      CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Mr.  Klebolt,  may  I  ask  you:  Would 
it  be  suggested  that  probably  we  do  not  have  enough  competent 
people  among  our  staff  to  do  what  you  suggested  AC  and  others  ; 
might  do  and  we  benefit  frcm  it. 

Is  it  highly  possible  that  we  may  do  the  same  thing 
which  they  will  do  in  a  year  and  let  them  benefit  from  our 
experience,  not  from  cost,  but  from  our  expertise  in  putting 
the  package  together.    Don't  we  have  some  expertise  in  our 
system? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     I  find  it  very  unique  that  when  this  coach 
was  offered  as  a  pilot  model  that  through  sane  quirk  in  the  city 
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law  it  was  unable  to  be  used  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  and 
revenue  service,  which  leads  me  to  believe  that  had  the  coach, 
as  an  experimental  unit,  been  exposed  to  the  San  Franciscan  riding 
public,  and  exposed  to  the  expertise  of  Muni  management  and 
technicians,  that  we  would  perhaps  have  some  input. 

But,  comparing  the  operation  of  that  particular  vehicle 
on  AC  Transit,  a  relatively  flat  terrain ,  and  Golden  Gate  commuter 
environment,  as  opposed  to  our  environment  here  and  our  hills, 
etc,,  I  think  is  a  sort  of  an  unequal  judgment. 

But,  I  am  sort  of  looking  back  I  think  it  is  a  shame 
that  the  Muni  did  not  have  this  coach  for  30  days  or  for  90  days 
to  be  able  to,  in  fact,  give  it  some  revenue  experience  and  some 
maintenance  experience  and        rather  than  relying  on  the  judgment- 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    What  do  you  see  is  the  possibility 
of  raising  funds  to  re-rail  Geary  Street?    Where  would  that  money 
come  from? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     In  all  candor,  speaking  for  myself,  it  is 
a  —  50-50.     I  look  at  it  going  either  way.     It's  a  "toughee", 
because  I  realize  '  s  position  today  with  respect  to  their 

disenchantment  with  rail-oriented  projects  —  because  of  the  fact 
that  apparently,  as  you  no  doubt  know,  gentlemen,  we  do  not  have 
the  technology  to  put  a  railcar  together  today.    We  are  experienc- 
ing that  with  our  LRB's.  -  • 

Boeing  is  having  a  problem;  Rohr  is  having  a  problem, 
and  this  is  an  internal  financial  problem  to  support  the  plant. 
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the  assembly  line,  and  I  think  IMTA  is  having  a  problem  reckoning 
with  the  huge  siJms  of  capital  outlay  needed  for  fixed  rail. 

My  thought  would  be  that  with  the  overruns  on  Baltimore, 
and  Atlanta,  on  Washington,  it's  the  only  three  right  now  — 
Seattle  wants  one,  Dayton  had  one  kicked  out        I  think  that  our 
chance  of  getting  80-20  money  for  streetcar  lines  is  almost  nil. 
This  is  my  feeling. 

Until  such  time  as  the  Muni  Metro  and  its  counterpart  in 
Boston  could  be  operationally  proved  as  being  a  viable  alternate 
but  right  now,  I  would  say  my  observation  is  that  the  Feds  are 
taking  a  second  look  at  rail  because  of  its  tremendous  investment 
and  its  tremendous  cost, 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    Any  other  Commissioners  wish  to  ask 
any  other  questions?  — 

CCMIISSIONER  CAREY:    Mr.  President,  I  just  have  a  couple 
of  questions. 

I  would  like  to  — •  certainly,  we  appreciate  the  thoughts 
and  comments  of  your  organization.    You  indicated  to  this 
Commission  that  one  of  the  alternative  coaches  in  terms  of  perhap 
providing  better  service  out  there        one  suggestion  you  made , 
you  would  prefer  as  an  organization,  seeing  more  buses  added  to 
Geary  Street,  and  when  you  travel  out  Geary  Street  between  the 
automobile  congestion,  the  parking  in  that  area  diagonally,  and 
the  overall  situation,  it  seems  rather  difficult  for  me  to 
understand  how  we  can  think  in  terms  of  adding  additional  buses 
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on  Geary. 

MR.  KLEBOLT:    The  problem  on  Geary  Street  seems  to  be 
the  clenching.    The  headways  are  fairly  reasonable. 

In  actual  practice,  they  are  a  disaster,  and  in  the 
Palm  study,  there  has  been  a  setup       Wilbur  Smith  has  made  a 
suggestion  to  the  Muni  that  they  implement  what  is  known  as  a 
*'system  of  dynamic  dispatch," 

They  have  outlined  procedures  that  Muni  can  follow  to 
better  allow  a  more  flexible  movement  of  the  coach  by  allowing 
us  an  inspector  for  all  practical  purposes,  a  dispatcher  at  both 
ends  of  the  line  to  communicate  continually  with  the  coaches, 
and  with  the  system  of  turnbacks  and  realignment  of  service,  they 
feel  that  down  the  line  the  headways  can  be  maintained. 

The  problem  with  the  Geary  line  is,  again,  as  I  see  it, 
passing  my  store  daily,  is,  if  there  were  in  fact  a  coach  every 
three  minutes        but  there  isn't.    There  are  two  and  three  coache 
traveling  together.    And,  you  have  this  constant  milieu  and  as  it 
moves  out  into  the  avenues  it  tends  to  unwheel  —  the  problem  is 
the  bottleneck  between  Market  Street  and  roughly,  Gough.  They 
have  no  problem  west  of  Gough.    The  problem  is  downtown  west  of 
O'Farrell;  the  airlines  terminal  confusion;  getting  by  the  Hilton 
especially,  if  you  have  been  down  in  that  area,  Conmissioner 
Carey,  and  you  have  seen  the  Airporter  confusion;  you  have  seen 
the  Greyline  with  eight  tour  buses;  you  have  seen  taxicabs  double 
and  triple  parked  and  the  construction  that  is  going  on  —  today 
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there  was  a  cement  mixer  down  there  just  about  an  hour  ago  before 
I  came  here  and  O'Farrell  was  channeled  into  one  lane  of  traffic. 
And,  then  there  were  three  38' s  going  to  the  terminal  in  the  East 
Bay.    And,  of  course,  this  is  the  problem,  if  they  cannot  get  to 
the  teminal,  they  cannot  come  back,  you  see.    And,  that  is  the 
whole  problem 

COMISSIONER  CAREY:     I  think  that  study  is  great  frcxn  a 
theoretical  standpoint.    From  a  practical  standpoint,  you're 
dealing  with  vehicles,  people,  pedestrians,  and  those  are  all 
factors  that  relate  to  the  flow  of  traffic.    And  the  thought  and 
concept  of  that  new  vehicle  of  traffic,  in  terms  of  buses,  on  a 
thoroughfare,  is  a  view  that  I  do  not  readily  share.    But,  I 
would  like  to  go  into  your  expression  in  terms  of  the  facilities, 
the  existing  facilities. 

It  is  a  fact,  isn't  it,  that  if  this  particular 
Commission  adopted  this  particular  proposal,  we  are  looking  at 
approximately  two  years  down  the  road  before  the  delivery  of  the 
aforementioned  articulated  buses.     Is  that  correct,  Mr.  Green? 

MR,  GREEN:    Yes,  sir.     1978 .  v.  '       \u  :      '  -::.vv,r. 

CCIMISSIONER  CAREY:     So,  that  gives  us  a  couple  of  years 
lead  time  to  explore  and  look  into  that.    What  concerns  me  is, 
I  talked  to  some  members  of  the  California  Trucking  Association, 
who  daily  in  San  Francisco,  have  anywhere  from  75  to  150  vehicles 
in  tandem,  with  practice  bobtails,  in  a  downtown  area  community, 
backing  in  and  out,  unloading,  discharging  equipment  and  supplies 
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and  I  tried  to  ask  them  in  terns  of  their  experience,  historically 
and  traditionally  in  a  city,  would  they  foresee  any  major  problems 
of  an  articulated  bus  that  is  described  here  and  outlined  by  Mr. 
Green,  and  they  are  experienced  daily.    Dealing  with  the  drain, 
trucking,  and  from  their  standpoint,  in  terms  of  that  equipment 
being  utilized  in  downtown  San  Francisco,  based  upon  what  we 
foresee,  they  did  not  visualize  any  major  problems.    And,  1  must 
weigh  a  great  deal  of  concern  for  their  views. 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     In  my  first  recommendation  at  the  last 
hearing,  I  merely  alluded  to  a  management  technique  of  mixing 
molds,  and  of  course,  from  an  operating  cost  point  of  view,  when 
you  have  a  level  of  service  such  as  Muni  from  cablecars,  trolley 
coaches,  streetcards,  General  Motors  products,  American  Motors 
products,  and  now,  some  product,  we  do  not  know  the  maker  yet 
it  is  going  to  be  let  out;  we  will  asstame  for  all  practical 
purposes,  it  will  be  known  as  Eagle  Industries  of  Brownsville, 
Texas       you  have  a  mix  of       well,  of  many  different  vehicles, 
which  compounds  the  cost  of  maintaining  them. 

I  am  just  looking  at  it  from  a  practical  point  of  view. 
If  I  was  a  fleet  operator  of  limousines,  would  I  choose  the 
Cadillac  as  my  standard  or  would  I  have  the  Mark  V  or  the  Lincoln 
Continental  or  the  Mercedes,  or  would  I  mix  my  fleet  with  seven 
or  eight  component  parts  and  then  worry  about  how  we  are  going 
to  keep  the  fleet  together  to  meet  the  demands. 

Generally,  fleet  operators  tend  to  favor  a  single  unit

Now,  we  do  not  know  what  we  are  going  to  do  with  that 
back  half  that  little  trailer,  when  it  comes  to  maintaining 
security  for  the  passengers. 

This  has  been  kicked  up,  been  kicked  around,  we  have 
kicked  it  in  committee.    We  have  put  it  on  the  floor.    This  is 
another  that  Muni  has  not  addressed,  the  factor  of  safety; 
security  for  the  rider. 

God  only  knows,  we  are  not  getting  the  job  done  in 
existing  equipment.    The  thought  has  been  presented.     People  are 
concerned  with  what  happens  in  that  little  '*pup"  that  is  behind 
that  turns  with  the  front  of  the  vehicle,     ax.,''       ;  : 

You  have  got  20  feet  of  space  that  for  all  practical 
purposes  obstructed  by  a  narrow  passageway,  and  will  there  be 
adequate  security ,  by  the  driver  control;  what  is  going  on  in 
that  back  half;  will  there  be  mirrors;  how  will  he  see  that  back 
compartment  in  a  stand-up  crowded  situation. 

So,  if  all  of  a  sudden  that  back  part  turns  into  a 
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problem,  again,  that  lias  not  been  discussed  and  because  it  liad 
nothing  to  do  with  the  cost  other  than  the  fact  that  it  is  in 
there .  ■  ^      ,     ,       :  •  ,  ,  . 

COmiSSIONER  FLYNN:     Just  for  the  record,  I  would  like 
to  point  out,  Mr.  Klebolt,  that  Muni  is  doing  something  about  the 
security  problem,  and  I  think  when  you  addressed  yourself  to  the 
security  problem  with  reference  to  the  articulated  car,  most 
certainly  it  is  a  different  ballgame  from  what  is  being  attempted 
by  Muni.     I  most  certainly  want  the  record  to  be  clear  that  we 
are  attempting  to  do  something  about  it  at  a  snail's  pace,  but 
we  are .       ■.  ^  :;        .;,  r  ■ 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     I  understand  that  the  Police  Chief  has 
addressed  the  Mayor  to  the  fact,  publicly,  and  in  the  press,  that 
there  is  no  need  for  security  on  Muni  because  the  crime  rate  is 
inf initesimally  small. 

COmiSSIONER  FLYNN:    We  are  not  knowledgeable  to  that 
extent.    We  intend  to  pursue  it,    ;  .y 

MR.  KLEBOLT:    Well,  I  understand  that  the  security  force 
is  merely  to  be  used  as  an  observant  force  and  that  they  have  no 
hold  or  arrest  powers  in  fact,        well,  you  see,  this  is  the 
argument  —  ^     „  , 

CCMIISSIONER  FLYNN:     It  is  not  to  my  knowledge  that  such 
a  thing  is  happening,  but  I  want  the  record  to  be  clear  that  we 
have  done  what  we  feel  is  necessary. 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     In  Europe,  where  these  coaches  are  used. 
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they  are  operated  on  a  two-man  service,  a  driver  and  a 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     You  have  got  to  compare  like 
elements,  but  you  cannot  compare  Europe *s  problems  in  San 
Francisco,  even  the  social  problems. 

PRESIDENT  BERI^IAN:  Mr.  Klebolt,  when  you  are  talking 
about  European  problems,  different  modes  of  transportation  as 
being  desirable  as  a  uniform  fleet,  we  have  an  unusual  city. 

We  love  our  city,  we  are  happy  with  it,  but  the  terrain 
in  San  Francisco  does  not  tend  to  be  able  to  acconmodate  the  same 
type  of  motor  transportation  in  one  part  of  the  city  as  in  another 

MR.  KLEBOLT:    That  is  true.  , 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Now,  dynamic  dispatching        I  would 
perceive  to  be  perfectly  in  tune  and  be  able  to  be  used  collateral 
with  the  articulated  buses,  and  also,  the  portion  of  the  city 
that  you  are  talking  about  uo\\f,  the  38  line  at  Geary,  the  North- 
x\^est  Corridor,  is  the  least  hilly  of  the  terrain  that  the  Muni 
goes  over,  and  therefore,  does  not  present  the  type  of  problems 
that  other  parts  of  the  city  would  in  fact.        -c-lt-;  wo't  ^ 
Thank  you.  ^---'C'  ' b  -y--"  ^' :  r:i>-:-: 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     Thank  you.  ■■■--■'-^    ■  .rjy:'  i-.-'

MR.  McG  ILL:    My  name  is  Michael  McGill,  and  I  am  here 
speaking  on  behalf  of  SPUR.  U::'  v^'f-^c^' c/'- ■^^^''^'■v/,  ^  -  • 
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Our  view  in  this  application  for  articulated  buses, 
essentially,  falls  into  two  categories:     In  the  first  place,  we 
want  to  address  the  question  of  the  Northwest  Corridor,  and  in 
the  second  place,  the  relationship  between  the  number  of  buses 
requested  and  the  rest  of  the  system. 

Regarding  the  Northwest  Corridor,  we  support  at  SPUR 
the  recommendations  of  the  Northwest  Corridor  Study  that  the 
transit  service  be  upgraded  through  the  institution  of  exclusive 
transit  lanes  and  through  the  provision  of  expanded  bus  service. 

It  appears  as  if  the  articulated  buses  would  be  an 
excellant  way  to  upgrade  bus  service,  and  it  also  appears  that  it 
would  be  one  means  to  reduce  operating  costs,  although  they  do 
represent  a  larger  capital  investment. 

However,  in  order  to  reduce  operating  costs  in  the  long 
run,  one  thing  that  has  to  be  done  that  is  not  stated  in  the 
report  or  in  Mr.  Green's  response  to  you,  although  it  is  implied: 
In  the  report  he  says  that  35  art icula teds  could  replace  52  Macks 
and  provide  the  same  amount  of  service. 

The  only  way  an  actual  cost  savings  would  be  realized  is 
if  the  number  of  platform  employees  in  the  Muni  is  reduced  by  17, 
so  that  you  take  those  17  Macks  out  of  service  and  you  do  not  need 
the  drivers  for  them  because  the  35  drivers  you  are  now  providing 
for  the  art icula teds  are  now  providing  the  same  amount  of  service 
that  the  Macks  provided  previously  by  the  larger  fleet  of  Macks. 

This  indeed  would  probably  be  very  convincing  to  the 
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Board  of  Supervisors,  taking  80-20  federal  money  to  make  a 
capital  investment  that  would  in  the  long  run  substantially 
reduce  Muni*s  annual  operating  costs. 

So,  we  think  that  if  the  articulateds  are  the  proper 
answer  for  the  Geary  Corridor,  they  need  to  be  accompanied  by 
first  of  all,  exclusive  transit  treatment,  and  secondly,  the 
equivalent  reduction  in  permanent  platform  employees  that 
represents  the  actual  savings  realized  against  the  actual  use 
of  the  larger  buses.  . 

Now,  the  second  issue  is  the  question  of  the  number  of 
articulateds  needed  in  the  city;  how  they  relate  to  the  overall 
level  of  service;  how  they  relate  to  modes  of  vehicles  in  use; 
and,  we  cannot  tell  fran  looking  at  the  documentation  why  the 
number  of  35  is  being  brought  up. 

It  was  not  apparent  from  the  analysis  exactly  how  many 
buses  are  presently  on  the  Geary  route,  and  how  many  of  the 
articulateds  would  be  put  on  the  Geary  route  in  their  place. 

Now,  if  it  is  52  diesels  being  replaced  by  35  articulated 
that  explains  the  numbers.     If  the  number  is  smaller  than  that, 
then  we  are  curious;  where  else  the  articulateds  would  be  used. 

Assuming  they  have  a  life  of  ten  years  and  assuming 
that  the  planning  operation  of  the  maintenance  study  recommenda- 
tion for  the  electrification  of  some  presently  diesel  lines  is 
implemented,  the  question  arises:    What  do  you  do  with  those 
diesels  that  are  supplanted  with  the  new  electrics? 
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I'lJhat  do  you  do  with  the  articulateds  that  you  have  in 
addition  to  those  you  place  on  Geary  where  you  run  them? 

As  I  say,  this  is  merely  a  question  of  additional  informa 
tion.    We  are  not  questioning  the  fundamental  wisdom  of  buying 
articulateds.    We  think  they  would  represent  a  cost  savings  to 
Muni  represented  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  platform  employees 
without  a  reduction  in  service. 

We  are  curious  why  the  number  35  was  arrived  at,  and  how 
use  beyond  Geary  relates  to  other  vehicles  now  in  use  on  the 
system.    That  is  all,

Something  goes  wrong, 
who  is  responsible?    VJho  prepares  it?    The  bus  breaks  down,  and 
an  inspector  tias  to  find  out  what  went  wrong,  call  that  yard  to 
come  and  get  that  bus  and  maybe  that  yard  won't  have  a  replacement.

for  a  security  force  of  police  officers.    There  would  be  none  in 
the  new  budget. 

PRESIDENT  BERLIN:     The  budget  has  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

MR.  O'DONNELL:    No.    The  Board  can  cut.    They  can  cut; 
they  cannot  add. 

COMyllSSIONER  FLYNN:    We  are  not  prohibited  from  putting 
another  supplemental 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    The  Mayor  has  a  great  deal  of  leeway 
in  this  particular  case. 

MR.  O'DOMELL:     I  am  going  to  go  along  on  Geary  Street. 

Now,  there  is  no  enforcement  right  now,  of  cars  getting 
in  the  way  of  a  bus.    Unless  you  get  the  police  to  enforce  the 
no  parking  regulations  in  the  bus  stops,  the  60-foot  buses  are 
going  to  ccmpound  the  difficulty.     One  40- foot  bus,  even  on 
Market  Street,  when  one  40-foot  bus  comes  into  a  curb,  the  second 
one        the  back  end  is  out.     So,  I  think  the  60-foot  --  but  the 
other  question,  the  paint  question  comes  up  again. 

Regardless  of  whether  you  need  that  paint  or  not,  you 
have  got  to  paint  it.    Just  use  paint  that  is  all  one  color. 
I-^hether  they  need  it  or  not,  and  the  money  --  how  are  we  going 
to  pay  for  this?    Bonds  will  be  sold.    How  do  you  repay  the  bonds 
Tax  rate.    And,  New  York  City  bonds        it  is  tough  to  sell  bonds 
and  get  that  money  to  repay  —  it's  a  financial  crisis. 
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PRESIDENT  BER14AN:    Mr.  O'Donnell,  I  think  Mr.  Carey  has 
a  question  for  you. 

COMMISSIONER  CAREY:    Mr.  O'Donnell,  I  have  one  thought 
to  clarify. 

You  statement  is  absolutely  correct.    The  original 
request  is  $1,390,000  for  a  special  Muni  security  force  for  which 
Chief  Gamer  addressed  himself  to.     It  is  not  in  the  budget  and 
was  not  to  be  included  in  the  budget.    The  pricaary  reason  was, 
it  was  a  reevaluation  with  the  Research  and  Claim  Division  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department,  and  that  has  been  pared  down  to 
a  figure  of  $550,000.    That  was  the  figure  that  Chief  Gamer 
addressed  himself  to,  to  that  particular  proposal,  but  he  was 
opposed  to  the  1,390,000  that  had  been  dropped. 

The  matter,  as  Commissioner  Flynn  so  eloquently  stated, 
that  there  was  a  constant  concern  with  this  Commission,  of 
security,  and  it  is  being  addressed  now,  and  will  continue  to  be 
in  the  future. 

MR.  O'DOI^NELL:     I  meant  in  the  Police  Department

SECRETARY  FLYNN:    J.  B.  Marin,  representing  the 
Machinists  Union. 

J.  B.  MARTIN,  REPRESENTING  THE  MACHINISTS  UNION 

MR.  MARTIN:    Mr.  Chairman,  Commissioners,  just  briefly 
to  restate  our  position  from  the  Machinists'  Union  vantage  point 
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is  that  again  we  do  not  object  to  the  purchase  of  additional 
coaches  if  they  were  made  in  this  country.    We  are  objecting  to 
the  proposal  that  they  are  going  to  be  purchased,  manufactured 
in  a  foreign  country  even  though  there  is,  as  I  understand,  parts 
outlets        that  the  parts  are  going  to  be  made  in  this  country. 

Basically,  millions  of  dollars  are  going  to  be  spent  in 
other  countries  that  we  will  not  utilize,  that  will  not  be  flowing 
back  into  the  economy  in  this  country.    We  have  an  unemployment 
rate  that  is  statistically  out  of  sight.    We  have  enough  foreign 
junk  coming  into  this  country  now  with  textiles  and  everything 
else.    We  are  going  to  cars,  and  now  we  are  even  infringing  on 
the  area  of  coaches. 

So,  we  are  very  strongly  opposed  to  the  position  of 
this  city  or  any  other  city  in  this  country  using  taxpayers' 
money  to  purchase  buses  manufactured  by  a  foreign  country. 

Thank  you. 

PRESIDENT  BERI^IAN:    Mr.  Green,  can  you  now  address 
yourself  to  the  various  questions  and  criticisms  that  have  arisen. 

MR.  GREEN:    Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

I  am  going  to  answer  some  of  the  questions  and  then  I 
have  a  couple  of  members  of  my  staff  who  will  address  themselves 
to  certain  other  questions. 

The  first  thing  I  would  like  to  say  on  the  question  of 
security:     I  addressed  a  letter       with  the  concurrence  of  Mr. 
Crowley        I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  new  Chief  of  Police  last 
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week  in  which  I  asked  for  a  conference  between  the  two  of  us  to 
discuss  the  position  and  the  attitude  of  the  new  Chief  and  the 
new  administration  with  respect  to  violence  aboard  the  Muni. 

We  had  congenial  and  good  relationships  with  the  former 
Chief.    We  expect  that  we  will  have  with  this  new  administration, 
but  I  do  think  that  I  can  convey  back  to  Mr.  Crowley  that  this 
Commission        firsthand,  then,  what  the  feelings  of  the  new 
Chief  and  the  new  administration  are,  with  respect  to  Muni. 

I  can  say  this  to  you  that  I  will  forcefully  put  in 
opposition  that  violence  aboard  the  Muni  is  not  minimal;  that 
it  is  serious;  that  we  must  have  a  large  degree  of  support,  but 
invisible  support,  from  the  nev?  administration.  , 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    And,  that  has  to  do  with  the  entire 
situation  of  violence  on  the  Muni,  not  as  in  reference  to  the  35 
articulated  buses  we  are  talking  about  today  if  they  were  to 
become  a  fact,  you  would  have  two  years  lead  time  in  order  to 
prepare  for  that  problem.     Is  that  right? 

MR.  GREEN:     Yes.    With  respect  to  that,  the  question 
raised,  we  did  have  one  articulated  on  our  streets  about  seven 
years  ago  when  this  whole  idea  of  articulated  coaches  in  this 
country  was  being  tested  and  we  did  run  one  around  the  streets 
for  several  days. 

We  got  a  most  favorable  response  fran    riders.  The 
statements  were  made  that  we  had  certain  problems  with  using  it. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  was,  our  insurance  carrier       we  had 
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problems  getting  coverage  through  our  insurance  carrier  because 
the  matter  was  brought  up  to  us  suddenly  to  do, 

:.       I     We  decided  at  the  last  minute  to  engage  in  the  coach 
around  the  street;  so,  there  was  no  problems  other  than  our 
insurance  carrier  was  notified  too  late;  so,  therefore,  we  ran 
the  bus  around  in  the  street  for  free. 

CaMISSlONER  FLTON:    And,  let  me  point  out  that  the 
insurance  matter  was  as  a  result  of  Commissioner  Flynn's  calls  to 
find  out  whether  you  had  it  before  you  put  that  bus  on  the  streets 
That  is  what  happened. 

MR.  GREEN:    What  I  wanted  to  show  you  was,  we  have  got 
some  pictures  of  the  interior  of  the  coaches,  and  there  is  no  ■ 
difference        no  physical  difference  in  the  20-feet  added  to  the 
coach  in  being  able  to  see  or  to  handle  security.    There  is  no 
difference  between  the  60-footer  and  the  40-foot  coaches.  ■ 
V'  k     Now  J  I  thought  that  a  real  interesting  question  was 
raised  by  Mr.  McGill  from  SPUR,  when  he  raised  the  issue:     If  we 
had  a  coach  doing  50  percent  more  productivity  and  there  was  a 
possibility  that  there  could  be  a  tie-up  of  some  17  coaches, 
what  then  did  we  see  as  a  result  of  these  17  buses  being  freed 
of  the  17  operators  being  freed  in  the  Geary  Corridor? 

Well,  our  experience  in  the  Geary  Corridor  is  that  it 
is  the  largest  passenger  carrying  route  in  the  city,  some  50,000 
people  every  day.  ^' ''v'^f;;.'''     ^^..'^iicr'  l '■.■•a^'"' 

We  find  out  that  we  have  about  1.4  persons  attempting  to 
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ride  that  line  to  the  normal  one.     Okay.  v 

So,  what  we  have  here  with  the  larger  vehicle  carrying 
capacity  is  an  ability,  nimiber  one,  to  carry  these  people  a  great 
deal  more  comfortably  and  more  conveniently. 

I'^at  I  am  saying  is  that  we  have  an  ability  here  and  we 
see  the  potential  to  carry  many        to  carry  the  people  that  we 
have  more  conveniently  and  expand  to  carry  more ,  because  it  is  my 
experience,  running  up  and  down  that  Geary  Corridor,  that  we  drive 
people  away  rather  than  encourage  people  to  ride.  i 

We  used  to  do  a  great  deal  more  for  people  riding  in  that 
area  than  we  do  anyplace  else.  ■■"■V  i v':5'i:"3''::.  i':' 

So,  I  see  the  ability  to  expand  good  service  in  the  Geary 
Corridor  as  a  result  that  we  would  have. 

PRESIDENT  HERMAN:    Mr.  Green,  would  you  address  yourself 
to  the  matter  of  the  question  of  headways  with  the  articulated 
vehicles,   v  tr^K  l        -i^rHi  w^'tr  ,r'-rr?xt-^^^^^^^  y;:-^  :.■..„:  -v 

MR.  GREEN:     Yes,  sir.        .::^;::;C-''' i'.-^  t:^.,-, 

Nox'7,  headways,  what  we  are  s^'^iSig  is  that  if  we  have  a 
four-minute  headway,  now,        and  this  bus  is  carrying  100  people  - 
and  we  could  have  that  same  bus  carry,  because  of  its  larger 
passenger  carrying  capacity,  now  carry  150,  it  doesn't  mean  that 
the  headway  spreads  at  all.     It  just  means  that  you  carry  50 
percent  more  people.    So,  headways  do  not  spread. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  with  quicker  trip  times 
resulting  from  the  fact  that  we  will  now  have  three  doors,  with 
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48-inch  width  instead  of  the  normal  24-inch  width,  we  now  have 
three  doors  with  double  capacity  to  load  and  unload.     So,  that 
will  lead  to  quicker  trip  times,  therefore  allowing  us  to  use 
the  same  bus  for  an  extra  trip  or  two  a  day. 

So,  productivity  is  really  increased  here  with  the 
ability  to  load  faster  and  to  carry  more  people. 

Now,  another  important  point  is  that  we  have  58  buses 
that  we  purchased  in  1958*    These  are  the  so-called  Macks  which 
are  a  part  of  our  fleet  that  we  use  when  something  happens  to 
some  other  part  of  the  system.     It  is  what  we  call  our  spares, 
but  they  have  to  be  a  part  of  our  system  if  we  are  to  maintain 
the  services .  ' 

Now,  these  58  Macks,  certainly,  must  be  replaced.  They 
now  have  more  than  150  million  miles  (sic)  on  them.    The  question 
is:    Will  we  substitute  those  58  Macks  with  other  40-foot  coaches 
and  thereby  set  into  place  and  permanency  the  same  conditions 
that  we  now  have  of  our  passenger  carrying  lines  such  as  the  38 
or  will  we  address  this  problem  with  some  innovation,  with  some 
imagination,  and  attempt  to  do  better. 

So,  we  are  saying  that  we  will  now  replace  those  58 
Macks  with  35  60-foot  coaches  and  we  will  be  able  to  do  that  at 
a  time  that  is  short  of  the  period  that  we  would  have  to  replace 
the  1968-69  "Jimmies'' . 

Now,  part  of  the  problem  of  our  business  of  getting  our 
equipment  is  that  we  buy  them  --  you  know,  400  —  in  groups  of 
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400.    Thereby,  creating  all  kinds  of  problems  of  the  same  kinds 
of  maintenance  problems  appearing  at  the  same  time.    Part  of  our 
business  is  to  do  seme  implemental  buying.    Buy  68,  75  coaches 
a  year,  thereby  reducing  the  problem  of  having  to  buy  400  coaches 
at  once  with  all  of  the  problems  that  that  brings. 

Now,  the  fact  that  Mr.  Klebolt  said  the  coaches  will 
cost  $150,000  rather  than  $103,000,  he  did  that  by  dividing 
38        35  coaches  into  the  total  cost  of  the  coach.    And,  that  is 
not  the  way  to  do  it,  but  in  this  we  have  contingencies  which 
we  may  or  may  not  dispute,  and  then  something  else:  Our 
assunptions ,  this  is  assumed  that  the  bidder  is  going  to  come 
in  at  this  $138,000.  .y^r,! 

We  would  hope  that  by  buying  305  coaches  in  a  package 
and  standardizing,  that  is  the  305,  it  will  tend  to  encourage 
more  bidders  to  participate  and  thereby  control  prices,  the  unit 
price  of  each  vehicle.  ^ 

Perhaps,  Mr.  Peter  Straus  may  have  a  question. 

Ca#IISSIONER  BYRNE:    Mr.  Green,  I  have  a  question.  ,-,y:yry^': 

Is  it  certain  whether  it  would  take  one  or  two  men  to 
operate  these  coaches?    Do  you  have  a  witten  agreement  from  the 
Union  or  any  sort  of  a  decision  on  that  which  would  certainly 
affect  your  operating  cost?   y.yu::  i,^  ... 

MR.  GREEN:    We  have  particularly  the  streetcars  about 
to  come  in,  and  we  talked  about  that  at  some  length  prior  to  the 
purchase  of  the  streetcars ,  and  it  has  been  generally  agreed  that 
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we  would  have  one  man  operate  the  streetcar. 

COMISSIONER  BYRNE:    There  seems  to  be  a  little  differenc 
of  opinion  here  v/ith  Mr.  Walker. 

MR.  GREEN:    We  can  only  look  at  the  experience  of  this 
thing.    Nowhere  in  Europe  or  on  the  Northwestern  Continent,  where 
these  things  are  used,  do  you  have  a  two-man  streetcar. 

Well,  let  me  just  say  that  those  matters  will  be  looked 
into  and  talked  about,  but  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  at  this 
time. 

CCM^ISSIONER  BYRNE:     I  think  it  is  necessary  at  this  time 
that  we  have  a  signed  agreement. 

MR.  GREEN:    W~iat  we  are  saying  now  is  we  want  to  become 
a  part  of  the  team.    Eligible  for  funds  to  participate  in  this 
program,  if  and  when  such  a  program  is  available.    We  are  not 
even  sure  yet  that  this  is  going  to  come  about. 

\'^e  would  hope  to  be  a  part  of  it. 

Now,  I  would  think  that  if  we  found  ourselves  in  a 
situation  where  we  cannot  participate  for  reasons  of  disagreement 
with  the  legal  management  program,  I  think  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  room  yet. 

We  are  talking  about  1978.    Many,  many  steps  must  be 
taken  before  this  becomes  a  fact,  and  this  is  only  the  first  step. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Before  you  leave,  I  see  Mr.  Walker. 

MR.  WALKER:    Mr.  President,  Conmissioners ,  the  point  I 
raised  Mr.  Green  has  stated  in  his  presentation  that  there  would 
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be  38  doors  in  the  articulated  coaches. 

Who  is  going  to  collect  the  fares  in  these  doors?  I 
think  this  will  have  some  effect  on  the  headway  times.    There  may 
be  need  for  more  operators.    We  have  not  received  a  copy  of  this 
study  here.    We  haven't  sat  down  with  management  yet  on  these 
articulated  coaches. 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Excuse  me,  Mr.  President. 

It  is  important        the  question  Commissioner  Byrne 
raised:    To  say  we  just  want  to  buy  them.    Well,  we  don't  want 
to  buy  them  if  you  represent  to  this  Commission  that  you  are 
going  to  take  17  coaches  off  and  SPUR  raised  the  germane  question 
of  17  drivers.    Do  you  say  17  drivers?  ■ 

Now,  —  ' ■  '  ■  '  ■

And,  to  say  we  want  to  do  this  now  —  and  I  think  the 
question  is  a  good  one,  because  first  of  all  you  represented  to 
us  the  savings  in  drivers. 

Now,  you  can't  ignore  the  fact  that  whether  or  not  Mr. 
Walker  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union  are  going  to  want  two  men 
at  those  doors  collecting  fares,  I  assume  two  of  these  in  the  bodj 
of  the  coach  and  one  at  the  front,  if  it's  coming  down  Geary 
Street,  do  you  propose  to  have  two  men  collecting  fares?  Two 
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collectors?    If  you  do  it,  it  takes  more  wages  to  pay  two  than 
one  -    ■  ' 

MR.  GREEN:     Let  me  say  this 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Green. 

Then  also,  if  you  are  going  to  have  two  men  on  this 
coach,  you  got  one  on  either  end  of  the  coach,  and  you  also  got 
one  extra  man  collecting  the  fares,  now  in  all  fairness,  that  is 
a  good  business  question.    Really.    Real  good,    And  it  is  too 
cosmetic  to  say,  well,  we  want  to  buy  them.    No  way. 

That  is  a  good  question.     It  deserves  a  good  answer. 

MR.  GREEN:     Let  me  say  this.    There  is  no  way  that  we 
are  going  to  get       and  I  am  just  following  the  same  procedures 
that  we  did  in  the  purchase  of  the  streetcars,  with  the  same  door

caMISSIONER  FLYNN:     You  have  two  doors  on  the  streetcars

MR.  GREEN:    We  have  a  72-foot  long  coach.

CCMIISSIONSR  FLYNN:    Doesn't  one  man  collect  the  fares 
at  that  door?

MR.  GREEN:    Then,  you  still  have  two  men  on  the  coach. 

See,  the  driver  is  in  the  compartment  locked  off  by 
himself  in  the  streetcar.    That  is  at  the  very  front  of  the  - 
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streetcar.     50-some  feet  behind  him  is  the  door        is  the  bigger 

PRESIDENT  BEEMAN:     Is  that  an  exit  or  an  entrance  door? 

MR.  GREEN:    That  is  an  exit,  but, 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     It  could  be  an  entrance. 

MR.  GREEN:    VJhen  these  doors  —  these  doors  could  be 
exit  doors,  too.     Or,  people  could  come  aboard. 

The  very  same  problem  was  raised,  and  we  were  not  able 
to  get  the  Union  to  sit  down  and  say  they  would  accept  the  last 
stand  of  two  men 

CCMilSSIONER  BYRNE:    Mr.  Green,  let  me  say  this.     I  do 
not  intend  to  vote  for  this  proposal  until  we  have  a  written 
agreement  from  the  Union.     I  may  not  be  on  the  Conmission  in  two 
years  fran  now  when  these  arise,  but  that  is  my  decision  today. 

MR.  WALKER:     I  would  like  to  speak  on  the  LRP's.  We 
have  in  operation  LRP*s  at  this  time.    We  have  sat  with  Mr. 
Bernard  Orsi  on  the  Civil  Service  Conmission,  as  you  know,  on 
our  existing  contract,  service  operators  are  not  underground 
operators,  so  this  hasn't  been  found        I  don't  quite  understand 
what  he  is  saying  about  the  LRP's.  ' 

i  COI^MISSIONER  CAREY:    Mr.  Walker,  in  order  that  I  can 

put  our  posture,  if  I  may,  sir,  in  a  clear  position,  to  help  me 
in  voting,  you  are  indicating  to  this  Commission  that  no  under- 
standing has  been  reached  with  the  Muni  Railway  management 
relative  to  the  articulated  buses;  whether  one  or  two  or  three 
persons  would  be  required.     Is  that  your  statement  to  us.  here? 
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MR.  WAliCER:    That  is  my  statement, 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     I  think  there  are  some  germane 
issues  that  have  been  raised  in  this  particular  area,  Mr.  Green, 
and  I  would  like  to  address  myself  to  some  of  the  alternatives 
that  is  bothering  ail  of  us  and  Mr.  Byrne  was  most  outspoken. 
He  indicated  what  his  vote  v7ould  be  if  this  was  not  resolved. 

We  would  have  an  alternative  if  we  accepted  this 
proposal  today,  and  it  would  be  incumbent  upon  you  in  order  for 
us  to  have  these  alternatives  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the 
Union  on  the  matter  of  manpower  on  these  particular  35  vehicles, 
and  the  alternative  to  us  would  be  if  you  did  not,  and  it  was  not 
a  clear-cut  understanding,  as  far  as  the  economy  is  concerned 
with  manpower,  that  at  the  time  that  the  bids  were  submitted  to 
us,  we  could  refuse  to  accept  the  bids. 

Am  I  correct  in  my  assumption,  Mr.  Bourne? 

MR.  BOURNE:    l^at  was  the  condition,  Mr.  Berman?  Would 
you  mind  repeating  the  condition? 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     The  condition  would  be,  if  we  - 
accepted  this  proposal  today,  and  we  voted  to  put  in  an  applica- 
tion with  UMTA  to  participate  in  this  large  fleet  purchase,  that 
at  the  time  the  final  bids  came  in.  for  the  35  articulated  buses, 
that  for  whatever  reason  we  so  determine  we  could  turn  down  the 
acceptance  of  those  bids.    And,  I  am  saying  that  that  lead  time 
would  give  Mr.  Green  ana  the  Union  an  opportunity  to  thrash  out 
this  particular  problem  and  allow  us  that  alternative  at  that 
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particular  time. 

I  would  like  to  be  correct  in  that  before  I  even 
entertain  what  my  vote  would  be. 

I  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Bourne,  4. 

MR,  BOURNE:     I  would  have  to  see  the  structure  of  the 
agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  IMTA 
before  I  would  know  what  disabilities  we  might  suffer  as  a  result 
of  attempting  to  turn  down  the  lowest  bid,  '  ' 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    Mr.  Crowley,  could  you  address 
yourself  to  that?  ''^■„'-  '  ■ 

MR.  CROWLEY:    This  request  for  bids  is  being  framed,  as 
I  understand  it,  on  various  number  of  procurements.     It*s  not 
that  they  bid  on  305,  period,  they  would  be  bidding  on  other 
numbers.     If  it  would  be  225,  that  would  be  the  price,  275, 
that  would  be  the  price,  and  so  forth,  which  I,  in  my  opinion, 
would  give  us  the  option  at  that  point  to  withdraw. 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    Mr,  Cohn,  :  ^ 

MR,  COHN:    For  the  record,  I  am  Merrill  Cohn,  Transit 
Engineer  of  the  Municipal  Railway.  ^.^^.-.i:^^:-,^.^^  -'w 

We  have  several  options  on  the  purchase  of  the  bus.  The 
price  of  the  contract  is  based  on  305  coaches.     In  the  bid  docu- 
ments, there  are  provisions  for  either  increasing  or  decreasing 
the  number  of  buses  purchased  in  increments  of  10. 

So,  we  could  either  go  up  or  go  down.    We  would  have  the 
option  at  any  time  as  the  purchaser  according  to  the  contract  not 
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to  award  the  bid  for  whatever  reason  the  purchaser  determines. 
Upon  that  time  we  would  return  any  bid  bond  to  the  prospective 
bidder.   '  ■     ■  '   - ■       '  ' 

The  other  option  that  I  would  like  to  address  you  to 
is  the  fact  that  although  we  have  stated  a  desire  that  we  will 
operations  —  that  we  would  like  three  doors  on  the  side,  they 
also  make  this  coach  with  two  doors  on  the  side,  a  front  and  a 
rear.  z-^:^ , 

I  will  now  show  you  a  picture  of  the  coach  chosen  by 
the  Twin  Cities  Transit  Agency  which  is  Minneapolis-St .  Paul. 
They  have  a  front  door  and  a  rear  door  in  the  articulated  part 
of  the  unit.    This  is  a  double  door.     It  would  be  possible  to 
operate  this  similar  to  our  present  vehicles,  realizing  that  the 
Transport  Workers  Union  has  expressed  a  preference  without  asking 
for  additional  personnel  to  have  double  doors  on  all  our  vehicles 
such  as  the  trolley  coaches.  -^.^'vi  i  ■ 

This  would  be  similar  to  other  coaches,  a  little  bit 
longer,  but  no  additional  doors.  '$ipr:^{^mt^r^i%::k^:^^^ 

The  modus  operandi  would  be  the  passengers  enter  by 
the  front  and  pay  their  fare,  exit  by  the  rear.     If  x^e  want  to 
operate  it  with  three  doors,  we  could  still  treat  it  the  same 
way.    We  have  controls  on  the  coach  that  the  operator  can  override 
either  of  the  two  exit  doors  and  only  open  that  door  that  he 
determines  is  suitable  for  him  to  open.    He  can  operate  the  three- 
door  coach  the  same  way  with  operations        enter  on  the  front. 
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exit  by  the  rear. 

So,  we  would  not' be  imposing  any  extra  operational 
load  on  the  operator.    There  are  situations  where  we  would  like 
to  board  people  at  the  rear  doors  such  as  the  terminals  and  the 
ferry. 

Today,  we  use  loaders.    There  is  nothing  that  precludes 
us  in  the  future  from  doing  the  same  thing,  in  using  fare  collec- 
tors at  the  terminals  as  we  do  now.     ^y^'''---:'^:::''^-':':  ■r^ 

Thank  you. 

COMMISSIONER  BYRNE:    Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  we  have 
unanswered  questions  here.     I  would  like  to  move  that  this 
proposal  be  put  over  for  further  study.  .  ;  f  : 

CCMMISSIONER  CAREY:     Seconded.  .:.  . 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    There  is  a  motion  and  it  is  being 
seconded  that  this  proposal  be  put  over  for  another  two  weeks. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  again  indicate  r-  I  use 
the  word  admonish        the  management  of  the  Pl)C  and  Muni  Railway 
particularly,  when  they  come  before  the  Commission  with  a 
proposal  as  important  as  this  that  you  have  overlooked  a  situation 
that  possibly  could  involve  the  additional  use  of  18  additional 
employees,  and  indicate  to  us  that  there  would  be  a  saving  of  17 
which  added  together  is  a  difference,  a  swing,  of  35  personnel, 
that  this  situation  should  have  been  and  could  have  been  thrashed 
out  in  advance  with  the  Union  at  the  particular  time. 

I  think  the  Commission  would  be  remiss  in  their  duties 
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to  the  taxpayer  and  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  unless  we  went 
into  this  with  our  eyes  absolutely  wide  open  and  V7ith  every 
question  and  every  minute  detail  known  and  thrashed  out  in  advance 

Mr,  Secretary,  would  you  call  for  the  vote. 

C(MC4ISSI0NER  FLYNN:    Just  a  minute,  Mr.  President,  if 
you  will,  please. 

There  have  been  several  questions  raised.     I  would  like 
for  this  Commission  to  specifically,  specifically  address  to  the 
Staff  what  it  wants  to  answer  at  the  next  meeting  so  —  there 
have  been  several  issues,  and  I  think  we  have  a  conglomerate 
here  now. 

We  have  got  a  mixture  of  questions,  etc.,  and  I  would 
like,  not  to  hold  up  the  motion,  but  once  it  is  passed,  let's 
give  a  "laundry  list"  to  the  Staff,  if  I  may  call  it  that,  and 
tell  them  what  we  want  at  the  next  meeting. 

COMMISSIONER  CAREY:     I  think  it  is  imperative  that  we 
be  properly  advised  by  our  Legal  Counsel  the  obligations  that  we 
have  if  and  when  such  a  contract  bid  were  submitted  or  considered 
by  the  PUC  and  what  our  rights  are  to  withdraw  from  that  if 
conditions  were  to  subsequently  change. 

MR.  BOURNE:    The  Municipal  Railway  should  supply  our 
office  with  the  necessary  contractual  documents,  foundational 
docments,  in  order  to  allow  us  to  study,  give  us  sufficient 
taiae  to  determine  what  those  conditions  are.  < 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    Mr.  Green,  I  charge  you  with  the 
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responsibility  of  bringing  back  to  the  Conmaission  those  questions 
and  if  they  are  not  clear,  we  will  repeat  them:    The  primary 
problem  being  your  agreement  with  the  Union  in  advance  as  to  the 
number  of  people  that  would  be  employed  in  the  operation  of  this 
vehicle;  whether  it  indeed  will  be  a  two-door  or  a  three-door 
vehicle;  and,  if  any  other  questions  that  any  of  the  Commissioners 
specifically  wish  to  address  themselves  to,  to  the  Muni  management 
please  include  them  as  you  will. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     One  further  thing.  President  Berman, 
let*s  be  sure  that  we  understand  what  we  are  talking  about:  An 
agreement.  ■  .      ,  . 

I  am  sure,  as  my  name  is  Flynn,  that  Mr.  Walker,  or 
nobody  in  the  Transport  Workers,  Commissioner  Byrne,  is  going  to 
sign  any  agreement  from  Mr.  Green  or  anybody  else.     I  think  I  am 
speaking  for  —  you  are  not  going  to  sign  an  agreement. 

That  is  what  we  want  to  be  looking  for  when  we  meet  in 
the  next  two  weeks.    We  might  as  well  kill  this  issue  right  now. 

I  think  what  we  need  to  do  is  to  have  Mr.  Green  work 
with  the  Transport  Workers  Union  and  try  to  come  to  some  under- 
standing in  plain  common  language,  it  ''ain't  going  to  be  no 
written  agreement;  the  Transport  Workers  just  ain't  going  to  be 
that  foolish",  to  sign  nothing  that  would  cause  them  to  get 
more  men  on  their  rolls.  ,  -  : 

So,  I  would  suggest  that  we  have  Mr.  Green  address  ' 
himself  to  the  issue  and  come  back  to  us  with  what  the  Union  and

going  to  sign  an  agreement.     I  know  that. 

COMMISSIONER  BYRNE:    Mr.  Walker,  if  you  knew  how  many 
gates  there  were  going  to  be  on  these  coaches,  or  how  many  exits, 
I  believe  you  could  figure  out  some  sort  of  an  agreement. 
Couldn  *  t  you? 

MR.  WAIiCER:     Right.    We  don*t  know  if  it's  going  to  be 
two  doors  or  three  doors.  ^  '^'^-y^-.r---'^  ^-.^^r: —a^^ 

CCMMISSIONER  BYRNE:     You  would  be  willing  to  sign  an 
agreement  to  that  effect:    How  many  people  would  have  to  be  used? 

MR.  WALKER:    Right.    This  would  come  in  under  our 
memorandum  of  agreement.  ; 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Surely,  he  would  be  willing,  but, 
would  we  be  willing?    That  is  the  issue.    An  agreement  is  two 
people,  Commissioner  Byrne.     I  know  he  will  sign  one  right  now. 
Draw  it  for  him,  that  we  will  put  two  people  on  the  back,  and 
Sam  will  sign  it,  but  what  we  want  is  an  agreement  which  we  can 
also  live  with,  because  we  talk  about  the  cost  to  operate  one  of 
these • 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:     Commissioner  Flynn,  I  think  it  is 
very  apparent  that  in  spite  of  your  advocacy  of  what  the  Union's 
position  might  be  in  this  case,  that  we  are  asking  for  whatever 
memorandum  of  agreement  might  be,  come  back  in  two  weeks  for  our 
final  decision.  v^-^'V  ■  :• 

CCMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     I  don't  want  to  belabor  it, 
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Commissioner  Berman ,  but  I  remember  my  good  Irish  friend  said: 
"A  written  signed  agreement."    He  "ain't"  going  to  get  that. 

'     MR.  BOURNE:    May  I  point  out  something  here,  Mr.  Presiden 
and  Commissioners?    I  wouldn't  want  to  have  anybody  believe  that  - 
because  I  haven't  yet  spoken  about  agreements  between  the  Union 
and  the  Commission  —  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  would  be 
instructing  you  that  you  could  have  a  valid,  binding,  contractual 
agreement  in  the  sense  of  a  labor-management  agreement,  with  any 
Union.    These  matters  of  memorandum  of  understanding  and  all  that,

PRESIDEOT  BERHiAN:    Mr.  Bourne,  would  you  please  include 
that  along  V7ith  the  information  about  the  contract  so  that  we 
can  be  guided  accordingly  at  the  next  meeting,  if  there  is  a 
next  meeting,  on  this  subject? 

MR.  BOURNE:     Yes.  ,„ ''-^  ,^::„.-:;r  '  ^  -  v  ' 

PRESIDENT  BERMAN:    The  young  man  deserves  to  be  heard. 

PETER  STRAUS,  TRANSIT  PLANNER,  SFMR  ' 
MR.  STRAUS:     I  am  Peter  Straus.     I  am  a  planner  for  the 
Muni.     I  have  done  a  lot  of  the  background  work  on  this. 

Other  than  this  final  question,  I  think  we  attempted  to 
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answer  all  the  questions  that  were  brought  to  our  attention  before 
today,  and  I  still  stand  prepared  to  answer  any  of  the  other 
additional  questions  which  were  raised  today. 

With  respect  to  this  particular  question  of  the  nunber 
of  operators  that  would  be  required  on  the  coaches,  that  seems 
to  be  the  one  really  open  point. 

For  one  thing,  one  question  on  the  number  of  doors,  we 
definitely  would  like  three  doors.    We  think  we  can  better  service 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  with  three  doors.     If  it  became  a 
question  of  two  operators,  we  could  operate  with  tv7o  doors.  That 
is  where  that  comes  up. 

At  this  point,  there  is  a  bidders  conference  next  week 
to  have  the  potential  purchasers  get  together  with  the  potential 
manufacturers,  and  clarify  any  details. 

We  have,  essentially,  almost  jeopardized  our  involvement 
in  the  program  by  postponing  to  this  point.     If  it  is  postponed 
again,  the  chances  of  our  continuing  in  the  program  again  are  veicy 
very  slim,  if  not  completely  non-existent. 

I  would  ask  that  if  you  are  satisfied  as  to  the  value  of 
this  proposal  on  all  other  grounds,  could  not  the  proposal  be 
passed  subject  to  the  condition  that  it  would  be  clarified  that 
you  can  withdraw  from  the  contract  for  any  reason  we  find  suitable

Ca-MISSIONER  CAREY:    Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  the  speaker 
is  out  of  order.

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forcefully,  or  maybe  not  as  forcefully  as  you  did,  I  think  it  has 
been  brought  up  again  today,  and  the  vote  has  been  taken  and  we 
will  move  to  the  next  order  of  business.

b)  Application  of  new  Muni  fleet  colors  and  graphics  on 

375  existing  motor  coaches  to  bring  them  into  conformance 
with  all  new  vehicle  acquisitions. 

Vice  President  Carey  stated  the  hearing  v/as  continued  from  the 
February  10  meeting  for  staff  answers  to  questions  raised. 

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  reported  on  the 
matter  of  possible  personnel  reductions  by  addition  of  the  new 
articulated  diesel  motor  coaches.     He  explained  that  Section  13. C 
of  the  purchasing  procedures  of  the  U.S. Department  of  Transportation 
prohibits  a  transit  system  from  using  federal  funds  to  purchase 
equipment  that  would  result  in  employment  cuts.     He  said  there  is  no 
intention  to  reduce  the  number  of  Muni  operators.     Any  buses  released 
from  the  Geary  Corridor  could  be  used  to  improve  the  level  of  service 
in  other  parts  of  the  City. 

As  requested  by  the  Commission  at  the  previous  meeting,  Mr.  Green 
discussed  the  subject  of  doors  with  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A 
officials  during  the  past  week.     Although  a  3-door  coach  has  loading 
and  unloading  advantages,  he  said  he  is  now  prepared  to  make  a 
recommendation  for  a  two-door  articulated  coach.     Since  89  percent  of 
the  cost  of  operation  is  in  labor,  any  advantage  in  using  the  larger 
vehicle  would  be  lost  if  a  conductor  were  to  be  required  on  each 
bus  v/ith  three-doors.     Mr.  Green  added  that  he  accommodated  the  union 'e 
request  to  see  an  articulated  bus  in  operation  by  arranging  with 
Alameda/Contra  Costa  Transit  to  permit  the  Muni  operators  a 
demonstration  ride  on  San  Francisco  downtown  streets  this  morning. 

The  Commissioners  reviewed  previous  discussions  regarding  the  make-up 
of  the  ten  members  of  the  consortium,  the  number  of  systems  asking 
for  two-door  and  three-door  coaches   (20  percent- — San  Francisco  and 
Southern  California  Rapid  Transit — were  requesting  three-door 
operations),  the  maintenance  methods  and  costs. 

Vice  President  Carey  opened  the  meeting  to  statements  from  the 
audience . 

M.  H.  Klebolt,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  &  Operations  Committee  of  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Panel  for  Transit  Improvement   (CAP)   restated  the 
position  of  CAP  that  the  matter  of  acquiring  the  35  articulated  buses 
be  deferred  until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  acts  on 
Supervisor  Mendelsohn's  suggestion  to  return  electric  rail  streetcar 
service  to  Geary  Street.     Their  only  argument,  he  said,  v/as  on  the 
question  of  maintenance  cost. 

Lawrence  B.  Martin,  President  of  T17U  Local  250A,  said  the  union, 
following  the  ride  on  the  A/C  articulated  bus,  did  not  have  a  quarrel 
with  the  bus,  but  did  have  concern  with  some  things  and  suggested 
that  if  the  union  could  sit  down  with  management  and  draw  up  agreement 
on  these  details  they  could  live  with  whatever  goes  on  the  Geary  line. 
He  said  the  union  would  have  no  problem  with  a  three-door  vehicle  if 
a  fare  collector  were  provided  on  board.     Of  concern  also  is  where  the 
extra  operators  released  from  the  Geary  line  would  be  utilized. 

Vice  President  Carey  pointed  out  that,  as  Mr.  Green  stated,  if  the 
UMTA  application  is  approved,  the  buses  will  not  be  available  to  San 
Francisco  until  late  1977  or  possibly  1978.     This  would  provide  two 
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years  in  which  to  work  out  the  administrative  details. 

Carl  Natvig,  speaking  as  an  individual,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  three- 
door  version  of  articulated  coach.     This  v/ill  speed  up  service;  the 
faster  ride  will  attract  more  passengers,  which  will  generate  more 
revenue.     The  additional  patronage  should  cover  additional  operational 
cost,  he  said. 

Walter  O'Donnell  of  Self  Help  for  the  Aging,  restated  his  concern 
over  operating  out  of  three  storage  yards. 

Jack  Oppenheimer,  of  CAP,  stated  he  had  been  informed  by  CALTRANS 
(Cecil  Smith)  that  April  14,  1976,  was  the  deadline  for  the  Municipal 
Railway  to  express  its  affirmative  interest  in  participating  in  this 
project. 

Mr.  Green  and  ilerrill  R.  Cohn,  project  director,  then  clarified  points 
raised.     Regarding  noise  pollution,  under  the  federal  procurement 
specifications,  the  requirements  of  the  manufacturer  are  more 
restrictive  than  those  presently  required  by  the  State  of  California. 
As  a  courtesy  to  San  Francisco,  the  bid  opening  date  had  been  extended 
14  days  from  March  30  to  April  13,  1976.     The  difference  in  cost 
between  the  two-door  and  three-door  coach  was  estimated  to  be  from 
$6,000  to  $10,000  per  coach. 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  approval  of  filing  the  grant  application 
with  UI-^TA  for  the  purchase  of  the  35  articulated  diesel  motor  coaches, 
with  the  stipulation  that  each  be  limited  to  two  doors ,  and  for  the 
cost  of  painting  375  existing  motor  coaches  to  bring  them  into 
conformity  with  all  new  vehicles.     Commissioner  Flynn  seconded. 
On  roll  call.  Resolution  No,   76-0087  was  adopted,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  0.

Commissioner  Flynn  asked,  "under  the  scope  of  the  work  as  recited  in 
this  contract  for  a  fee  of  $345,000  is  it  conceivable  that  something 
might  occur  that  would  cause  a  substantial  increase  in  the  cost  of 
the  contract  as  stated? 

Mr.  Wulff  replied  it  is  conceivable  that  a  change  could  occur,  but  it 
is  also  conceivable  that  a  savings  could  occur.     On  the  basis  of 
past  experience,  without  knov/ledge  of  the  geological  problems,  they 
have  tried  to  make  provision  in  the  cost  estimate  to  provide  for  some 
of  the  unknowns.     There  are  a  number  of  things  provided  for  that 
could  prove  not  to  be  needed  at  all  and  could  be  cut  out.     The  prograia 
has  been  spelled  out  in  detail.     It  would  be  easy  for  anyone  reviewing 
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the  work  as  it  progresses  to  tie  in  the  cost  estimate,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  if  there  was  any  contingency  in  the  $345,000. 
Mr.  Wulff  said  there  are  no  contingencies.

Resolution  No.  76-0106,  approving  filing  of  San  Francisco's  claim  for 
transit  aid  funds  available  under  State  of  California  Transportation 
Development  Act  of  1971  (SB  325)   for  fiscal  year  1976-77. 

Jack  Oppenheimer  commented  that  the  Municipal  Railway  is  in  great 
need  of  operating  assistance,  as  distinguished  from  capital  funds, 
and  this  should  be  explored  to  the  fullest. 

Dr.  Chris tensen  explained  that  the  monies  acquired  from  TDA  of  1971 
represent  l/4<:  of  the  sales  tax  which  is  applied  to  all  items  in  the 
County  of  San  Francisco.     Those  funds  this  year  amount  to  $7.8  Million , 
the  amount  of  the  claim.     The  funds  must  be  shared  with  other 
properties— A/C  Transit,  BART,  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Authority.  Under 
the  law  75  percent  of  the  money  must  be  applied  to  capital  items. 
San  Francisco  uses  the  money  for  payments  to  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation  for  the  capital  items 
obtained  through  that  non-profit  corporation.

Resolution  Wo.  76-0107 — approving  Municipal  Railway  supplemental 
appropriation  in  amount  $4,500  for  fire  protection  equipment  for 
certain  Municipal  Railway  facilities. 

Mr.  Oppenheimer  said  CAP  is  gratified  to  see  this  action  taken,  but 
wished  to  register  the  hope  that  in  the  future  these  necessary  items 
for  keeping  the  shop  facilities  up  to  date  and  in  repair  will  not  be 
piece-meal  supplemental  requests  for  funds  but  will  be  regularly 
budgeted  items. 

Commissioner  Flynn  explained  that  this  is  the  only  way  these 
requirements  can  be  met.     The  items  have  been  in  the  budget  year  in 
and  year  out.     Ninety  percent  of  what  the  Commission  asks  for  in 
supplemental  requests  comes  from  what  has  been  cut  from  the  original 
budget . 

Commissioner  Byrne  stated  that  during  his  term  on  the  Commission  he 
has  spent  considerable  time  with  the  other  Commissioners  in  going 
over  every  budget,  and  that  there  was  not  one  single  budget  that  had 
not  been  cut  down  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors.  Supplemental 
appropriations  are  a  necessity;  the  Municipal  Railway  cannot  operate 
without  them.     When  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  go  over  the 
budget,  they  cut  out  indiscriminately. 

Commissioner  Flynn  said  he  would  like  CAP  to  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  CAP  could  help  the  Railway  a  great  deal  on  this  matter. 
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Commissioner  Flynn  also  remarked  that  CAP  has  been  constantly  before 
the  Commission  raising  issues  and  possibly  not  exploring  the  avenues 
available  to  them  in  working  with  staff.     Commissioner  Flynn  pointed 
out  that  while  the  PUC  meeting  is  open  to  the  public,  for  those 
issues  other  than  that  specifically  declared  for  public  hearing, 
the  audience  is  allowed  to  speak  only  at  permission  of  the  chair. 
He  advised  that  CAP  should  use  the  mechanics  available  to  them  and 
work  with  staff  rather  than  coming  to  the  PUC  on  these  items. 

Mr,  Oppenheimer  said  he  appreciated  the  Commissioner's  remarks,  and 
that  every  item  they  raised  had  first  been  discussed  with  the 
Municipal  Railv/ay  staff.     The  reason  CAP  does  this  is  they  feel 
there  is  a  virtue  of  using  this  open  forum  essentially  so  that 
people  will  hear  about  the  items  when  CAP  discusses  them  later. 
He  said  CAP  will  be  very  active  at  the  budget  level  with  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors,

Workmen's  Compensation  law,  provided,  however,  that  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Manager,  the  facts  prove  that  . 
action  of  the  employee  contributed  to  causing  the  injury, 
or  the  employee  regularly  abused  the  compensation  supplement 
provision,  the  supplemental  amounts  to  be  received  by  the 
operator  will  not  commence  until  the  fourth  day  of  absence." 

Mr.  Green  said  the  key  v/ords  were,  "...provided,  however,  that  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Manager,  the  facts  prove  that  action 
of  the  employee  contributed  to  causing  the  injury,  or  the  employee 
regularly  abused  the  compensation  supplement  provision..." 

Discussion  followed  during  which  Mr.  Martin  stated  he  is  in  agreement- 
that  abuse  of  the  program  does  not  help  the  union's  case  either. 

Commissioner  Byrne  asked  Mr.  Green  if  he  would  have  any  problems 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  determining  "regular  abuse"  inasmuch  as  he 
was  a  "passive"  member  of  the  TWU.     Mr.  Green  said  he  would  not. 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  acceptance  of  the  new  agreement  and  adoption 
of  the  resolution  of  approval.  Commissioner  Carey  seconded,  and 
Resolution  Wo.   76-0086  was  unanimously  adopted.

Gentlemen: 


Reference  is  made  to  a  letter  of  February  18,  1976,  regarding  File  No. 
104-75-2,  Ordinance  No.  4-76,  amending  Ordinance  No.  363-75,  Salary  Stan- 
dardization Ordinance,  involving  Sections  19  and  20,  "Operators  Injured  on 
Duty",  and  "Operators  Injured  by  Assault". 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  material  submitted  above  occasioned  by  sub- 
sequent discussion  between  the  parties  since  the  above  submittal.  This 
occurs  in  Paragraph  2  of  Page  1  of  the  five-page  agreement  signed  on  February  17, 
1976,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"An  operator  incapacitated  for  any  kind  of  available  work  as 
a  result  of  accidental  injury  sustained  in  the  course  of 
his  employment  will  be  allowed  for  such  period  or  periods 
during  sucli  incapacity  as  may  be  determined,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  amount  according  to  the  regular  schedule  and  at 
the  regular  rate  of  pay  wliidi  he  was  receiving  prior  to  the 
period  of  incapacity,  less  the  amount  of  any  workmen's  com- 
pensation payable  to  him  under  tiie  provisions  of  the  V.'orkmen's 
Compensation  law,  provided,  however,  that  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  General  Manager,  the  facts  prove  that  action  of  the 
.  '  employee  contributed  to  causing  the  injury,  or  the  employee 

regularly  abused  the  compensation  supplement  provision,  the 
supplemental  amounts  to  be  received 'by  the  operator  will  not 
commence  until  the  fourth  day  of  absence."

An  operator  incapacitated  for  any  kind  of  available  v/ork 
as  a  result  of  accidental  injury  sustained  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  will  be  allowed  for  such  period  or  periods  during 
such  incapacity  as  m.ay  be  determined,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  amount  according  to  the  regular  schedule  and  at  the  regular 
rate  of  pay  which  he  had  and  was  receiving  prior  to  the  period 
of  incapacity,   less  the  ajraount  of  any  workmen's  compensation 
payable  to  him  under  the  provisions  of  the  Vvorkmen ' s  Compen- 
.sation  law;   the  supplemental  amounts  to  be  received  by  the  opera- 
tor will  not  comr.ience  until  the  fourth  day  of  absence.     If  in  the 
opinion  of  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railwciy  the  facts  prove  that 
the  job  related  injury  was  not  the  result  of  contributory  negligence , 
supplemental  amounts  may  commence  on  the  first  day  of  absence. 

If  the  absence  for  which  he  is  to  be  allovjed  pay,  as  here- 
in provided,  occurs  tv70   (2)  years  or  laore  after  the  date  of  the 
original  accident,   the  allov/ance  shall  be  based  upon  an  amount 
equal  to  75%  of  his  earnings  as  set  forth  herein.     After  a 
period  of  two  years'   allowance  for  any  incapacity  sustained  in 
the  course  of  emplo\TT\ent ,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railv/ay 
v?ill  reviev;  the  industrial  injury  case  semi-annually  for  deter- 
mination of  any  further  pa^Tnents. 

If ,  as  a  result  of  an  injury  sustained  in  the  course  of 
his  emplo^^ent,  an  employee  is  adjudged,   in  accordance  vjith 
the  provisions  of  this  section,   to  be  disqua].if ied  for  the  v.'ork 
of  his  ov:n  position  but  qualified  for  lighter  work  in  another 
position,  and  if  he  is  assigned  to  and  performs  such  lighter 
v?ork,  he  v:ill  be  paid  for  such  lighter  work  at  the  regular  rate 
of  pay  he  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  injury.     The  amount 
of  any  v;orkmen's  compensation  payable  for  the  period  or  any 
part  of  the  period  during  v/hich  he  so  works  will  be  deducted 
from  his  pay  for  such  vzork,  -  . 

No  increase,  by  way  of  increment  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
made  in  the  rate  of  pay  of  any  incapacitated  operator  during 
the  period  of  his  incapacity,  or  until  he  returns  to  work  in 
the  Scime  position  which  he  held  prior  to  the  period  of  incapa- 
city, at  v;hich  tiine  his  regular  rate  of  pay  v/ill  become  what 
it.  v;ould  have  been  had  lie  remained  continuously  in  active 
service. 


Under  the  provisions  of.  th'is  Section,   the  Bureau  of 
Personnel  and  Safety  shall  investigate  tlie  c ir cuius tcinces 
of  each  request  and  shall  have  the  authority  to  grant  or  deny 
differential  pay  v/ithin  30  days  from  the  date  of  the  injury.

5  days  after  notice  of  the  denial  to  the  Review  and  Arbitration 
Board..  Within  15  days  from  the  date  of  the  appeal,  the  Review 


and  Arbitration  Board  shall  investigate,  make  a  determi. nation , 
and  make  a  recorrjii.endation  thereof  to  the  General  Manager  of 
the  Railv;ay  as  to  whether  the  employee  should  receive  payments. 

The  decision  of  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railv/ay  shall 
be  final  and  shall  be  rendered  in  writing  to  all  parties  not 
later  than  5  days  from  the  date  of  the  Revievz  and  Arbitration 
Board's  findings. 

.In  the  case  v;here  the  employee  or  the  Union  is  not  satis- 
fied v;ith  the  recomonendation  of  the  Reviev;  and  Arbitration 
Board,  appeal  m^ay  be  made  in  v;riting  to  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Railway  v/ithin  3  days  after  receipt  of  the  recproraendatio 
The  General  Manager  of  the  Railv/ay  shall  set  a  hearing  on  the 
appeal  within  5  days  of  its  receipt.

A  Revievr  and  Arbitration  Board  will  be  established  con- 
sisting of  t'vTO  meiTibers  supplied  by  the  Union  and  two  raem.bers 
supplied  by  the  General  Manager,  v/ith  an  Arbitrator  v/ho  is 
mutually  agreeable  to  both  Union  and  Management.     The  decision 
of  the  Review  and  Arbitration  Board  v;ill  be  advisory  on  all 
matters  for  paym;ent  of  supplem.ental  compensation.     The  Arbit- 
rator- shall  be  a  non-voting  m.ember  except  in  the  case  of  ties. 
hl3.  votes  shall  be  by  secret  ballot. 

The  Union  will  pay  the  salaries  of  its  mem.bers;  Manage- 
ment will  pay  the  salaries  of  its  members;   and  the  salary 
and  expenses  of  the  Arbitrator  will  be  jointly  borne     by  both 
Union  and  Management.     All  other  expenses  of  the  Review  and 
Arbitration  Board  shall  be  jointly,  borne    by  Union  and- Manage- 
ment. .... 

Hov7ever,  when  an  employee  is  denied  differential  pay  and 
appeals  such  a  decision  to  the  Reviov;  and  Arbitration  Board 
without  the  participation  of  the  Union,  the  salary  and  expenses 
of  the  Arbitrator  and  all  other  miscellaneous  expenses  arising 
out  of  that  appeal  shall  be  borne  exclusively  by  said  employee. 


In  the  event  said  employee  does  not  desire  to  bear  the 
aforementioned  cost,  the  decision  of  the  Bureau  of  Personnel 
and  Safety  shall  be  accepted  by  all  the  parties. 


The  Arbitrator  may  be  discharged  at  any  tine  by  unilateral  * 
action  of  either  Union  or  Management .     In  the  event  he  is  dis- 
charged,  a  nev:  Arl:)itrator  is  to  be  selected  by  rautual  agreement 
as  discussed  above. 

In  computing  the  tim.e ' v/ithin  which  any  action  must  be 
taken  under  the  foregoing  procedure,   Saturdays,   Sundays,  and 
Jiolidays  sliall  not  be  counted.     Failure  to  comply  v/ith  time  limit- 
ations shall  constitute  a  vraiver  of  right. 

*  By  stipulation  of  the  employee*  or  the  Union  and  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Railv;ay,   tlie  time  limitations  may  be  waived.

-In  the  event  an  ope- 
rator is  declared  permanently  disqualified  as  an  ope3:ator  as  a 
result  of  such  an  assault,  he  shall  be  assigned  to  other  duties 
withiji  his  capacities  to  perform,   and  he  shall  receive  his  ope- 
rator's rate  and  be  paid  on  the  hours  of  the  job  to  which  he  is 
so  assigned,  but  not  less  than  40  hours  per  v/eek.  .

At  this  time,  we  will  have  the  presentation  by  the 
gentleman  from  Municipal  Railway,   Curtis  E.  Green. 

Mr.   Green,   on  the  35  articulated  motor  coaches,  we 
will  continue  with  your  testimony.     There  was  some  question  to 
be  further  developed, 

I4R.   GREEN:     Yes,   sir.     When  we  were  before  you  last 
week,  Mr.   President,   there  were  some  questions  raised  about 
our  request  to  have  you  approve  our  resolution  to  participate 
in  the  Consortium  to  purchase  the  35  articulated  busses. 

Questions  were  raised  as  to  this :     What  would  happen 
if  we  bought  35  busses  to  replace  the  58  others. 

Somehow,  we  gave  the  impression  that  the  17 /platforms 
jobs  that  would  be  involved  would  result  in  our  reducing  the 
number  of  platform  operators  by  that  amount. 

Well,  number  one:     As  part  of  the  Department  of 
Transportation    purchasing  procedures ,   there  is  a  section  known 
as  13C  which  would  prohibit  the  management  from  using  the 
Federal  funds  to  purchase  equipment  to  lose  jobs. 

So,  number  one:     We  could  not  do  that  and  we  did  not 
intend    to  do  that.     We  did  not  intend  to  do  it  with  this 
Commission  or  any  member  of  the  public,   particularly  the  Union. 

The  impression  that  we  want  is  that  fact  that  if  we 
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got  a  better  mode  or  better  method  of  moving  people  in  that 
corridor  which  now  move^  50,000  people  a  day  with  some  of 
the  most  cramped  and  worst  conditions  imaginable,  we  would  be 
able  to  move  these  people  more  comfortably  and  conveniently. 

It  would  then  offer  a  higher  level  of  service  and  an 
increased  level  of  service  by  taking  those  busses  out  of  that 
particular  corridor  and  using  it  in  other  parts  of  the  City  v: 
where  we  find  cramped  and  crowded  conditions.  ;  ^ -.r m J    -  ■ 

So  my  answer  to  you  unequivocally  is  that  we  do  not 
intend  to  reduce  the  1902  bus  drivers  as  a  result  of  the     ■  • 
acquisition  of  these  new  pieces  of  equipment.      ■     •  : 

The  second  question  had  to  do  with  the  three  doors. 
We  are  as  convinced  today  as  we  were  last  week  that  the 
three-door  busses  would  more  efficiently  serve  the  patrons  in 
that  corridor  than  a  two-door  bus.  it  .r..  i 

5t     It  is  just  to  our  sorrow  that  we  are  not  able  to 
make  that  point  convincingly  enough  both  to  you  and  the  members 
of  the  public  and  to  the  Union  that  the  overall  Transit 
position  would  be  enhanced  if  we  were  to  have  that  bus  with 
the  three  doors.  that  we  had  this  week  Lrh^t 

It  would  allow  for  a  better  situation  of  people 
leaving  the  coash.     It  would  allow  for  a  situation  where 
people  in  one  part  of  the  bus  would  be  closer  to  the  exits. 
It  would  allow  for  the  fact  that  our  really  crowded  terminals 
would  have  a  quicker  exit,   thereby  speeding  up  the  transit 
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system  and  allowing  for  a  better  transit  service  to  our  people. 

Since  we  have  not  been  able  to  be  convincing  or 
persuasive  enough  on  that  point,  we  have  concluded  that  we  would 
be  able  to  do  with  a  tiwo-door  bus.

In  that  situation,  with  those  kinds  of  pressures 
against  us,  we  are  prepared  today  to  make  the  recommendation 
to  you  that  we  purchase,   instead,   a  two-door  articulated' 
bus.     It  would  give  us  all  the  advantages  that  we  had  hoped 
we  would  have,   but  those  advantages  would  be  diminished  by 
the  fact  that  instead  of  three  doors,  we  would  now  have  two 
doors. 

Further,   at  the  meeting  that  we  had  this  week  that 
was  held  here  in  San  Francisco  by  the  Articulated  Consortium 
Group  in  which  more  than  300  people  participated,   all  of  the 
major  transit  systems  across  the  country  were  represented. 
All  the  major  bus  manufacturers  were  represented,  most  of 
the  major  bus  manufacturers  were  represented. 
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We  found  that  the  companies  requesting  three  doors 
were  limited  in  the  United  States.   

Three  doors  and  four-door  busses  are  the  vogue,  and 
they  are  all  done  by  one-operator  systems.     In  this  Consortium, 
only  San  Francisco  and  the  Southern  California  Rapid  Transit 
group  were  requesting  the  three-door  busses.     ,      .       ,  ,.  . 

It  must  be  said  that  most  of  the  people  who  intend 
to  use  them  are  people  who  use  them  in  interurban  or  suburban 
operation.     We  are  basically  interurban  operation,   so  the 
three- door  busses  are  much  more  important  to  us  than  to  a 
system  operating  in  San  Mateo,   San  Carlos  and  San  Jose. 

Our  recommendation  to  you  is  that  we  would  accept 
and  we  recommend  a  two-door  vehicle  instead  of  the  three-door. 
We  were  requested  to  discuss  with  the  Union  this  problem. 
We  have  been  in  touch  with  Mr.  Martin  over  the  telephone. 

I  have  said  to  Mr.   Martin  the  same  things  that  I 
am  saying  to  you.     We  tried  to  accommodate  him. 

He  requested  that  the  articulated  bus  that  is  now 
being  operated  by  the  A.C.   Company  that  he  or  members  of  his 
Union  might  be  accommodated  with  an  opportunity  to  see  that 
bus  and  ride  on  it.     That  was  worked  out  this  morning. 
Mr.  Martin  or  members  of  his  organization  did  do  that.     We  had 
him  ride  on  a  bus  that  has  been  with  A.C.   and  has  been  running 
for  more  than  a  year.

It  turned  into  a  maintenance  fiasco.     They  threw  up 
their  hands  and  abandoned  the  concept  because  of  their  inability 
to  cope  with  the  cost  of  operations  from  revenues  generated. 
The  money  wasn't  there.  om^^  a  fipr:>.  ?   r.-,,  h..., 

Our  own  argument  in  looking  at  this  from  the  fiscal 
point  of  view  is  that  it's  this  area  of  cost  that  is  a  big 
question  mark.     It  isn't  with  respect  to  the  two-man  or 
three  doors  or  two  doors.     It  comes  right  back  to  costs. 

If  35  coaches  at  an  approximate  cost  of  50  percent 
increase  in  operating  expense  can  accommodate  the  50,000 
passengers  that  are  now  being  handled  on  the  Geary  Line, 
because  we  assume  that  in  all  of  this  dialogue,  gentlemen, 
that  there  has  been  no  input  as  to  the  increased  use  of  the 
Geary  Line. 

No  one  has  said  from  the  marketing  point  of  view  that 
this  coach  will  attract  additional  ridership  or  that  there  will 
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be  an  increase  in  riders  which  will  generate  new  income  to 
offset  the  50  percent.        '   ' '  • '  -        ^   '  ■ 

We  assume  that  the  coach  will  not  generate  new         ' ' 
traffic,  but  will  merely  outhaul  the  existing  load  with  less 
vehicles.  •'  ^  •  -  '   ••  ^ 

Now,  perhaps,   it  will  generate  new  business.  No 
provisions  for  handicapped  on  this  particular  design  is  ''-'-i^ 
irrelevant  at  this  time,   because  there  are  plans  for  handicappe 
personnel .  *  '  • 

In  this  design  with  35     busses,   two  years  down  the 
line,   there  are  no  plans  for  handling  the  handicapped.  Maybe 
we  have  a  weak  position,  but  I  think  somewhere  down  the  line, 
looking  ahead,   this  thing  could  become  a  fiscal  trauma. 

I  reiterate  what  Mr.   Green  brought  out  today  in  ^--'-'^ 
his  own  words,   that  of  the  Consortium,   only  two  opt  to  use 
this  bus  in  what's  called  "local  service." 

The  other  operator  that  we  are  going  to  use, 
interurban  or  suburban  operators,   I'm  sure  the  handling  of  the 
people  is  in  a  different  way:     you  board  the  coach  and  everyone 
stays  aboard  and  they  ride  for  a  distance  of  maybe  30  or  40 
minutes  or  an  hour,   again,   the  orderly  discharge  process. 

When  we  talk  about  suburban  and  inter- city  versus 
local,   you  are  in  an  altogether  different  operating  ball  game. 

He's  addressed  the  subject  of  noise.     No  one  has 
said  what  the  decibel  limit  of  this  bus  will  be.     I  assume  it 
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will     conform  with  regulations,  but  I  also  assume  that  if  the 
present  8-cylinder  coaches  have  a  noise  problem,   this  larger 
coach  that  carriers  a  greater  weight  will  have  a  bigger  problem 

If  you  put  150  to  160  more  bodies  in  it,   you  are 
going  to  add  weight  to  that  vehicle.     We  are  going  to  have  a 
noise  problem.  :  ■■^K^rUiiers^  a.n<'^  ;  com  i  li. ■  ■  - 

I  heard  the  argument  about  noise,  but  I  heard  nothing 
addressed  to  the  noise  with  this  coach  with  the  exception  that 
it  will  have  to  be  under  the  State  law  requirements.  

Add  them  up,   subtract  them  out,   and  I  do  believe  that 
when  it  comes  time  to  sift  this  out  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
they  will  have  their  day  in  court  over  the  issue  of  matched 
funding. 

I  still  question  this  issue  of  increased  costs.  With 
that,   I  retire.    "  •  t  I  ;r,,^  surj-^  *:ha{:   it  th.:

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Let  me  ask  you  a  question  to 


clarify, 


KLEBOLT:     Yes.      '  ■otiMc:i,p'f^  ilj.  v^ith 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     In  your  conversation  with  the 

gentleman  from  Trailways,  you  had  indicated  the  subject  of 

the  lack  of  sufficient  revenues. 

Do  you  have  any  statistics  and/or  data  relating  to 

the  passenger-per-mile  for  that  particular  vehicle  that  went 

from  Denver?  '-^  ' 
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MR.   KLEBOLT:     No,   Commissioner  Carey.     This  informatior 
is  rather  privileged,   and  I  am  afraid  that  CAP-TRANS  is  not  in 
a  position  --  I  tried  to  draw  this  out,  but  there  would  have 
to  be  a  formal  request  made  in  order  to  get  this  information. 

His  only  remark  as  that  we  have  to  have  a  full 
revenue  yield  which  was  56  passengers  and  their  configuration 
of  revenues. 

They  also  had  a  surcharge  in  the  coach.     In  other 
words,   if  you  opt  to  ride  that  coach,  you  pay  $1.00  per  diem 
in  addition  to  the  normal  fare.     When  it  was  operated  between 
here  and  Los  Angeles,   there  was  an  additional  add-on  fare  of 
$2.90.     That  increased  income  was  part  of  their  attempt  to 
recover  some  lost  monies. 

As  to  getting  the  data,  we  are  not  in  a  position 
to  extract  this  from  Trailways,  but  I  am  sure  that  if  the 
Commission  felt  a  need  for  this,   it  would  be  forthcoming. 

MR.   BYRI^JE:     Could  I  ask  one  question? 

Have  you  received  complaints? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     There  are  complaints  principally  vjith 
respect  to  the  problem  of  bunching,   and  I  will  give  my  own 
complaint,  Commissioners.. 

I  came  here,   today,   taking  the  38  to  Van  Ness  and 
transferring  to  the  47.     I  missed  a  47  coach  bound  for  Army, 
and  I  walked  down  from  Van  Ness. 

As  I  walked  down,   there  were  seven  No.   47  cars 
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headed  for  North  Point  in  a  five-block  spacing,  roughly,  from 
Ellis  down  to  Market.     There  were  seven  coaches  going  in  one 
direction  and  nothing  coming  the  other  way.   -    '  ' 

That's  what  the  public  is  addressing  the  problem  to, 
which  is  this  thing  called  "bunching."    We  feel  that  if  the 
loads  could  be  distributed,   the  public  could  be  served  better 
if  they  could  address  the  problem  of  maneuvering  through  the 
narrow  street,   principally  as  1  addressed  before,   down  on 
O'Farrell,   the  Airlines  Terminal  and  congested  areas  where 
the  bulk  of  the  delays  occur.       i ^       urt"  ^noia'^:;.   bvX  you 

The  greatest  thing  that  could  happen  to  Geary  Street 
would  be  to  install  a  corridor  similar  to  that  being  used  on 
Post  and  Sutter.     If  this  were  done,  you  would  see  a  dramatic 
change  overnight  in  the  operation  of  the  38  route,  ^'"•"''i*--'" 

I  see  them  every iday  come  by  my  shop,   and  it's  rather 
discouraging  to  see  the  masses  standing  and  being  passed  up 
at  the  corners  for  lack  of  room.     Also,   the  problem  of  bunching 

There  are  suggestions  coming  up  from  the  consultant, 
like  I  mentioned  before,   the  consent  of  dynamic  dispatching 
which  is  new  to  the  Muni. 

Some  of  this  problem  could  be  relieved.     I  don't 
see  a  65-foot  coach  maneuvering  any  faster  through  these 
"bottlenecks"  and  if  they  are  having  a  problem  getting  the 
40-foot  going  through  "bottlenecks,"  I  can't  see  how  the 
65- footer  would  go  through  any  faster.     If  they  are  going  to 
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run  less  busses,   it's  going  to  be  more  congested. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Thank  you. 

MR.   FLYNN:     I  just  wanted  to  comment  to  set  the 
record  clear.  /'  fe,M'^':v  ■i     ■>:■  •   iv'^'^d  ; 

Mr.   Green  was  talking  about  the  noise  when 
Commissioner  Byrne  asked  him  about  the  types  of  equipment. 
He  addressed  himself  about  the  problem  of  noise  in  reference 
to  using  smaller  busses  at  night  in  neighborhoods.     He  didn't 
talk  about  the  noise  on  this  one.  r   -  • 

You  really  raised  the  issue  of  noise,   but  you 
distorted  the  picture  there.  vciu  ^^.r  ^.^.v,;.  ? 

MR.  KLEBOLT:     I  also  didn't  understand  where  the 
25-seaters,    the  small  coaches,   came  into  the  picture. 

MR.   FLYNN:     What  happened  is  that  Commissioner 
Byrne  asked  him  about  certain     types  and  he  went  into 
another  area .     Dont  confuse  the  issue.   :a>-».nff-  i.!!,rv-- v 

MR.   KLEBOLT:     I  will  try. 

MR.   FLYNN:     One  other  thing. 

I  would  like  to  also  say  one  thing  about  the  problem 
of  bunching  and  all  the  problems  in  the  Geary  corridor.  j 

The  Commission  was  asked  to  defer  until  Supervisor 
Mendelsohn 's    situation  with  reference  to  rail  traffic  caused 
the  people  in  the  Geary  corridor  to  suffer  years  unended. 
That  isn't  in  the  "crystal  ball."     Good  suggestion. 

Nov7,   Geary  Street,   as  you  know,   is  the  most 
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prominently  traveled  line  on  the  38,   as  it  is  now.  ;  o   ^  ■ 

MR.   KLEBOLT:     That  is  true '  -    i>       " - 
MR.   FLYNN :     When  you  talk  about  an  increase  in 
traffic  and  ridership ,   I  don't  know  if  we  need  that  as  much  as 
comfortable  rides  for  the  people  presently  riding  it.     '  - 

If  you  took  it  on  a  cost  basis,  you  will  find  that 
Geary  makes  a  lot  of  money  as  compared  to  other  lines , 
MR.   KLEBOLT:     True.  Vcr  -oae  '^^^p .,  , av-^,c  '< 

MR.   FLYNN:     But  you  don't  need  an  increase,  you  need 
to  handle  the  people.     You  go  out  there  and  there  is  no 
question  about  bunching,  but  maybe  you  could  increase  the     ' ~  • 
ridership  that  could  better  handle  those  passengers  with  a 
more  comfortable  ride. 

MR.   KLEBOLT:     There's  irony  in  your  remarks.  ^ 
MR.   FLYNN:     What's  ironic  about  it?  ......  v. 

MR.   KLEBOLT:     These  same  arguments  were  purveyed 
where  the  streetcars  were  abandoned  and  the  same  management 
came  forth  and  used  this  logic  of  increasing  the  comfort. 

In  other  words,   the  busses  could  'do  a  much  better  job 
than  the  streetcars,   so  these  arguments  were  used  to  abandon 
street  cars  with  the  coaches. 

Now,   the  irony  is  that  we  are  hearing  arguments  to 
abandon  a  piece  of  designed  equipment  that  is  now  being 
sort  of  discarded  in  favor  of  articulated  busses. 
MR.   FLYNN:     Times  change. 
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MR.   KLEBOLT:     There's  irony,   but  again,    I  respectfully 
feel  that  the  Geary  problem  could  be  addressed  if  some 
operating  changes  were  to  occur  with  existing  equipment. 

LIR.   GREEN:     1  would  like  to  say  something. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Mr.   Green,    I  believe  it  would 
be  more  appropriate  if  we  allowed  other  members  in  the 
audience  to  address  themselves. 

There  will  be  other  matters  to  come  up,   and  I 
think  we  will  take  your  rebuttal  to  them  all  at  once  rather 
than  after  each  speaker. 

SECRETARY  FLYNN :     Mr.   Larry  Martin,   representing  the 
Local  Union  250-A. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Mr.  Martin. 

MR.  MA.RTIN:  Mr.  Chairman,  Commissioners,  we  did 
have  an  opportunity,  as  Mr.  Green  expressed  to  you,  today, 
to  ride  the  articulated  bus  from  A.C.   Transit  this  morning. 

Let  me  just  say  this  in  the  beginning.     We  don't 
have  a  quarrel  with  the  bus  in  the  first  place.     We  are 
concerned  about  some  of  the  handicaps  of  the  bus .     I  think 
if  we  could  sit  down  someplace  and  draw  up  something,  we  could 
resolve  them  all. 

We  do  have  a  problem  with  a  No.   3  bus  nov7,   as  I 
stated  to  the  gentleman,   and  also  to  Curtis  Green  about  No.  3 
busses . 

We  said  that  we  have  no  problem  with  No.    3  busses  if 
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you  are  going  to  provide  us  with  a  collector. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Three-door  busses? 

MR.   MARTIN:     If  we  had  three  doors,    if  you  provided 
us  with  a  collector  on  that,   then  we  have  no  problem. 

My  point  is  this:     We  are  concerned  with  the  fact 
of  what's  going  to  happen.     This  is  sort  of  a  "three-f or-one" 
program.     For  every  three  busses  on  the  road,   today,   if  one 
of  those  articulated  busses  go  on  the  road,   it's  going  to 
eliminate  more  men. 

We  are  concerned  with  not  necessarily  the  bus, 
because  we  have  so  many  dead  busses  now;   but  if  we  could  get  a 
free  bus,  we  could  use  it. 

What's  going  to  happen  to  that  operator?     That  is 
what  we  are  concerned  about. 

What's  going  to  happen  to  that  operator;  where  is 
he  going  to  be  utilized? 

These  are  some  of  the  things  we  are  concerned  with. 
Our  people  reported  to  us  that  in  driving  on  that  bus  from 
A.C. ,   they  did  find  a  little  cheating  from  left  to  right, 
more  so  to  the  left  than  they  did  to  the  right. 

We  figured  that  we  might  get  a  few  fender-benders 
there.     VJe  are  faced  with  some  problems.     We  might  have  a 
few  more  fender-benders  in  that  bus. 

Just  to  sum  up  the  whole  question  of  the  articulated 
bus,   I  do  think  that  V7e  could  sit  down  and  draw  up  some 
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agreement  on  some  of  the  things  we  are  concerned  over.     I  am 
sure  that  Mr.   Green  is  concerned  over  them  and  we  could,  perhaps 
live  with  whatever  goes  on  out  in  the  Mission  area. 

One  other  point  was  brought  up  here.     I  would  just 
like  to  make  a  comment  on  the  question  of  bunching  on  the  38 
line.     I  just  have  to  say  that  as  far  as  the  question  of 
bunching  on  the  38  line  is  concerned,   that's  basically  due  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  certainly  a  lot  of  times  in  the  downtown 
area  that  the  busses  just  can't  get  out  from  downtown. 

I  also  know  that  just  being  very  fair  and  honest  about 
the  whole  thing,  we  also  see  Mr.   Green's  case  about  bunching 
V7hich  is  nothing  unusual. 

There  is  some  inspectors  around  there  that  don't 
turn  as  fast  as  they  should  and  you  can't  tell  what's  going 
to  happen  every  time  you  go  downtown.     They  have  a  different 
story,   these  trippers.     It's  a  problem  that  needs  to  be  looked 
into  and  give  a  little  more  attention  than  it's  given. 

In  essence,   that's  where  we  are  as  far  as  articulated 
busses  are  concerned. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Any  questions  for  Mr.  Martin? 

MR.  BYRjSIE:  I  believe  that  in  using  these  Federal 
funds,  I  think  it  prohibits  us  from  laying  off  any  drivers; 
is  that  right,  Mr.  Green? 

m.   GREEN:  Yes. 

MR.  MARTIN:     But  we  are  concerned  about  what  they  lare 
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going  to  do  with  the  extra  bus  driver.  ^   -  ■  ' 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     We  will  work  out  the  details 

with  the  Union. 

MR.  NATVIG:     I  would  like  to  --  ^  ^' 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Please  identify  yourself 

as  speaking  as  an  individual.    ,c    ■•nc,    'j  :  ^  i  i>? 

Your  name,  please.  .-  '  . 

MR.    NATVIG:     I  am  Carl  Natvig. 

I  would  just  like  to  speak  briefly,   gentlemen,  and 
Mr.   Commissioner,   in  favor  of  the  articulated  busses  and  also 
in  favor  of  the  three-door  version  of  the  articulated  bus. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  articulated  bus  will, 
in  fact,   generate  more  patronage  for  a  series  of  interlocking 
reasons .  • 

First  off,   the  Geary  Street  is  very  heavily  patronized 
and  it  has  frequent  stops  and  frequent  loadings  and  unloadings 
This  requires  a  bus  that  is  capable  of  unloading  people  and 
loading  people  in  large  volumes. 

The  articulated  bus,  particularly  the  three-door 
version,  will  be  much  better  for  this  because  it  has  three 
times  the  door  width  as  our  existing  busses  which  has  a 
single  person  wait  at  the  front  door  and  one  at  the  rear^ 
door . 

This  is  faster  loading  and  unloading  and  would  speed 
up  the  service  which  in  turn  would  attract  more  patrons  if  the 
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ride  was  faster  and  more  people  could  ride.     This  would  generate 
more  revenue  and  it  should  alleviate  the  problem  of  excess 
capacity . 

On  the  matter  of  costs,   I  would  like  to  differ  with 
Mr.  Klebolt.     I  think  it's  probably  true  that  maintenance 
and  fuel  costs  would  go  up  50  percent,   but  obviously,  labor 
costs  would  not  go  up  50  percent.     They  shouldn't  go  up  at 
all  on  a  per-bus  basis.     Considering  that  maintenance  cost  and 
fuel  cost,   it's  only  about  a  quarter  to  a  third  of  the  cost 
of  operating  the  bus.     The  overall  cost  for  operating  an 
articulated  bus  is  only  15  percent  higher  than  the  normal 
40-foot  bus. 

As  I  said  before,   even  the  additional  patronage 
should  cover  that  additional  cost  and  of  course,   if  you  have 
more  patronage  on  the  Qeary  Line,   you  have  in  one  lines  feeding 
into  the  Geary. 

That's  all  I  have  to  say. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Any  questions? 

Thank  you,  sir. 

Mr,   Green  --  excuse  me,   another  gentleman  wants  to 

come  up . 

MR,   O'DONNELL:     The  question  came  up  before  when 
you  were  talking  about  collectors.     The  Union  talked  about 
collectors;  would  these  be  at  every  stop  the  bus  makes  or 
just  certain  ones? 
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VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     The  gentleman  from  the  Union 
addressed  himself  to  the  question  of  three  doors  versus  two 
doors  on  the  articulated  bus  heretofore  discussed.     If  the 
three  doors  were  on  there,   then  their  interest  and  concern 
was  that  a  collector  would  be  provided  for  a.  three-door  bus. 

MR.   O'DONNELL:     Would  this  collector  be  on  the  inside 
or  the  outside?  ■  ,, 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     The  thrust  of  his  discussion 
was  that  if  there  would  be  a  three-door  bus  to  be  considered, 
that  another  employee  would  have  to  be  hired,  but  in  lieu  of 
the  fact  -- 

MR.  O'DONNELL:     You  are  missing  my  point.  Where 
would  he  be  hired;    inside  or  outside  the  bus?  ,  , 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     In  the  bus. 

MR.   O'DONNELL:     The  operation  costs  would  go  up . 
The  other  question  is:       Where  are  you  going  to  maintain  them, 
because  the  maintenance  problem  will  have  to  be  split. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Sir,   that  was  reviewed  in 


detail  at  the  previous  meeting  two  weeks  ago  by  Mr.  Green. 
He  is  going  to  be  in  rebuttal,   and  he  can  reiterate  that. 

MR.   O'DONNELL:     We  thought  about  three  possibilities 
to  split  them  in  in  three  yards.     That  would  be  a  method 
to  know  who  would  repair  a  bus  if  it  broke  down. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     All  right.       Thank  you. 

MR.   OPPENHEIMER:     Mr.   Chairman  and  Commissioners,  I 
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just  wanted  to  bring  your  attention  to  something  which  has 
confused  me  and  which  you  may  want  to  enter  into  your  considera- 
tion timewise. 

We  have  been  in  touch  with  CAL-TRANS,   specifically  wi 
Mr.   Cecil  Smith  at  the  CAL-TRANS  office  here  in  San  Francisco, 
who  infomred  us  that  April  14  was  the  deadline  for  a  Muni 
expressing  P.U.C.   expressing  whether  or  not  it  was  affirmatively 
interested  in  this  particular  bus  system. 

Now,   obviously,   this  runs  counter  to  previous 
information  which  has  been  given  the  Commission.     I  did  want 
to  bring  this  to  your  attention.  ,.r\d  live  prop:    i  :..:  rjn  {.hi^i 

VICE  PRESIDENT  CAREY:     Thank  you  very  much,   sir.  e 

Anyone  else  from  the  audience  who  desires  to  address

If  not,  Mr.   Green,   there  are  several  points  that  you 
would  kindly  like  to  clarify.  «o  ::n         ;.'  i  c.tuary. 

GREEN:     Addressing  myself  to  the  last  question, 
one  of  the  real  dangers  is  everybody  talking  to  everybody  and 
getting  somebody  in  somebody's  office,  not  necessarily  somebody

I  think  that  when  you  do,  you  have  to  deal  with  those 
people  who  have  the  facts  on  the  issue.     We  have  been  dealing 
with  the  CAL-TRAl'JS  people  who  have  everything  to  say  about  our

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We  don't  know  what  position  Mr.   Smith  holds  in  CAL- 
TRANS .     We  know     it's  a  statewide  organization  of  some  thousan 
of  employees .  •"'»    '    •  '•■■•'"■^ •        "      r  - 

jcirry  ng.     i-Jhat  his  knowledge  is  and  what  his  authority  is  to 
give  out  that  information  on  this  program  isn't  known  to  us 
at  this  time,   but  we  have  been  dealing  with  the  man  in  the  CAL 
TRANS  organization  who  is  the  second  ranking  official  in  the 
state  with  respect  to  this  program.     ^   the/  titv;?  this  -cnpi.crx^ 

To  us,  he  is  the  authority.     Our  contractual    m.  r 
obligations  are  clearly  stated  in  our  operations  with  him. 

Now,   Supervisor  Mendel  sohn  and  the  proposition  that 
Geary  might  one  day  be  a  streetcar  artery,   a  proposal  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  studied  the  whole  issue  for  over 
two  years  which  cost  over  a  half  a  million  dollars.  : 

The  major  recommendations  coming  out  of  that  is     -u;. * 
that  Geary  should  be  made  a  bus  system  with  an  improved  artery 
We  may  not  have  agreed  with  all  of  those  recommendations,  but 
those  are  the  recommendations  of  the  citizens,   the  riders  and 
the  businessmen  in  the  car.       We  made  our  plans  accordingly, 
and  if  the  City  should  decide  that  there  is  going  to  be  a 
streecar,   then  we  will  be  right  there  to  support  that  and 
bring  before  us  such  proposals  as  are  necessary  to  implement 
that  proposal.  te  well 

Today,  what  we  have  before  us  is  a  corridor  that 
carries  50,000  people  a  day,   the  most  heavily  ridden  ''90, 
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corridor  in  the  City.     The  citizens  in  that  corridor  said  to 
us  that  they  wanted  a  better  system.  '    '    '  '    '  ' " "  ' 

We  see  a  better  system  as  being  a  larger  passenger- 
carrying  vehicle.     That's  what  we  think  we  ought  to  do  at  this 
time  with  respect  to  those  people  who  use  that  system  every  day. 

We  have  a  four-mode  system,   cable  cars,  streetcars, 
motor  coaches  and  trolley  coaches.     Frankly,   San  Franciscans  are 
quite  lucky  and  proud  of  the  fact  that  they  have  this  complexity 
and  this  diversity  of  methods  by  which  we  move  people.  Most 
systems  are  deficient  with  respect  to  that.  ' ' 

Now,   some  of  us  have  biases.     Some  of  us  do  and  we  wou 
fight  the  extension  of  any  other  systems  or  the  improvement  of

When  we  say,   "Leave  your  automobiles  and  come  ride 
the  Muni,"  we  better  well  have  a  system  that  has  things  that 
are  inviting  and  accommodating.

Twenty- five  percent  of  the  time  is  loading  time. 
Twenty- five  percent  of  the  delay  in  our  system  in  loading  time.

Another  question  was  raised  about  noise.  Within 
the  specifications  for  this  coach,   it  states  this: 

"All  busses  shall  meet  all  Federal  laws  and 
regulations  and  all  laws  and  regulations  in  that  state  in  which 
the  transit  operation  resides  in  regards  to  noise  pollution 
effective  the  date  of  manufacture."  '( 

Further,   the  specification  calls  for  limits  of  83 
decibels,  when  measured  in  conformance  with  procedures  in  the 
Society  of  Automotive  Engineers.     This  is  more  restrictive 
than  we  have  had  in  California  right  now. 

I  want  to  add  one  more  thing.     Whether  we  go  to 
two  doors  or  three  doors,   it's  a  matter  for  the  Transit  Planners 
to  talk  about.

PUBLIC  HEARING  -  To  consider  the  revision  of  the  schedules  of  rates 

to  be  charged  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 

Kenneth  R.  Boyd,  Water  Department  Assistant  General  Manager- Ope rations 
and  Maintenance,  explained  the  proposed  revision  of  rates  and  charges 
and  the  need  for  additional  revenues  to  fund  the  1976-77  budget  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

On  January  13,  19  76,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  adopted  a  15  per 
cent  increase  in  the  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  commencing  July  1, 
1976,  in  order  to  assure  sufficient  revenue. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  rejected  the  proposed  15  per  cent  increase 
on  February  9,  and  suggested  the  establishment  of  a  householder's 
discoiant  or  "lifeline  rate"  be  explored,  as  well  as  the  possible 
release  of  the  $2,900,000  of  Water  Department  funds  held  because  of 
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the  litigation  resulting  from  a  prior  proposed  rate  increase.  The 
reservation  of  the  $2,9  00,000  resulted  from  a  preliminary  injunction 
issued  by  the  U.S. District  Court  in  October,  19  74.     The  court  order 
also  restrained  differential  rates  which  were  to  be  established 
between  suburban  resale  customers  and  San  Francisco  customers, 

Mr.  Boyd  apprised  the  Commission  of  the  staff  actions  taken  in 
response  to  a  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  written  at  the 
request  of  Supervisor  Robert  H.  Mendelsohn,  that  the  "...Commission 
explore  the  possibility  of  granting  a  householder's  discount  which 
could  also  be  termed  a  "lifeline  rate..." 

Mr.  Boyd  noted  that  "householders '   discounts"  and/or  "lifeline  rates" 
have  been  reviewed  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.     Both  of 
these  rate  types  appear  to  be  sociological  in  nature  by  definitions 
which  they  were  able  to  obtain.     As  a  result,  the  Water  Department 
cannot  make  recommendations  as  to  these  specific  types  of  rates  under 
present  utility  rate  fixing  lav/. 

Such  law  requires  equal  treatment,  ratewise,  of  users  in  the  same 
general  category  and  classification.     Presently  and  historically  those 
who  may  be  eligible  for  such  special  rates  are  v/ithin  our  "residential' 
classification.     A  comprehensive  cost  of  service,  commodity  and  demand 
study  should  be  made  to  determine  the  basis  for  any  such  special  rates c 
Obviously  a  change    in  law  would  overcome  the  difficulty  as  is  the 
case  today  with  certain  gas  a:ad  electric  rates  as  well  as  water  rates 
in  Los  Angeles, 

Mr.  Boyd  reported  that  in  the  short  time  available  to  review  and 
analyze  a  new  rate  structure  incorporating  "household  discount"  or 
"lifeline,"  it  was  noted  that  the  Water  Department  was  cutting  back 
on  one  type  of  capital  improvement  program.     After  a  temporary  pause 
during  1975-76,  the  "Service  Renewal  Program"  was  permanently  reduced 
by  $300,000  in  the  1976-77  budget.     This  work  is  a  direct  cost  factor 
in  the  "residential"  consumer  class.     Some  reduction,  therefore,  in 
rates  in  the  residential  class  appears  in  order. 

As  a  result,  it  was  the  Water  Department  recommendation  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  on  March  1,  1974,  that  the  highest 
priced  (and  lowest  volume)  rate  block  be  divided  into  two  segments, 
one  of  up  to  300  cubic  feet,  the  other  of  301  to  3,000  cubic  feet. 
It  further  recommends  that  the  rate  per  100  cubic  feet  be  set  at 
30  cents  for  all  water  used  up  to  and  including  300  cubic  feet. 
In  order  to  maintain  uniformity,  the  new  rate  would  apply  to  all 
customers , 

Mr.  Boyd  noted  that  no  public  interest  in  "householder's  discount," 
"lifeline,"  "single  rate  block,"  etc.  was  expressed  until  the  15  per 
cent  rate  increase  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Additional  revenues  are  needed  July  1,  19  76.     The  actions  required  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  together 
with  Charter- imposed  time  limits  do  not  leave  time  to  make  a  full 
exploration  of  these  ideas  and  their  impact  on  water  rates,  Boyd  said. 
If  such  exploration  is  required  and  if  funds  are  made  available  the 
Water  Department  will,  of  course,  undertake  the  study  and  furnish 
reports.     A  reasonable  schedule  might  allow  final  findings  ten  to 
twelve  months  after  funds  are  available.     Public  input  could  be 
expected  to  use  two  or  three  months  if  neighborhood  groups  are  to 
participate . 
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It  was  therefore,  the  Water  Department's  recommendation  that 
contingent     upon  release  of  $2,900,000  of  reserved  funds;  the  first 
300  cubic  feet  or  less  monthly  in  the  present  0-3300  Rate  Block  be 
priced  at  30  cents  per  hundred  cubic  feet;  thereafter  all  water 
rates  be  raised  5  per  cent  to  the  nearest  1/1000  of  1  cent?  and  all 
other  rates  and  charges  be  increased  5  per  cent  to  the  nearest  5  cents 
and  that  the  0-300  cubic  feet  lower  rate  not  apply  to  Schedule  W-4, 
"Dock  and  Shipping  Supply." 

On  March  4,  however,  Mr.  Boyd  said,  staff  was  able  to  put  forth 
further  information,  some  not  fully  substantiated,  concerning 
householders'  discount  and  lifeline  rates. 

Lifeline  Rates 

The  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  respect  to  private  gas 
and  electric  companies  appears  to  consider  the  lifeline  volume  of 
gas  and  lifeline  quantity  of  electricity  as  that  amoimt  which  is 
necessary  to  supply  the  minimum  energy  needs  of  the  average 
residential  user  for  the  following  end  uses:     space  and  water  heat- 
ing, lighting,  cooking  and  food  refrigerating  with  possible 
consideration  of  a  differential  in  need  caused  by  seasons.  Rates 
for  lifeline  amounts  under  this  definition  would  not  be  increased 
until  the  serving  utilities  averaged  system  rates  for  energy  is 
increased  by  more  than  25  per  cent  over  the  January  1,  1976,  rate 
level. 

With  respect  to  the  private  utilities,  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  October,  1975,  began  proceedings  leading 
to  adoption  of  lifeline  allowances  and  determination  of  what  these 
allowances  should  be  for  gas  and  electricity  needs.     Hearings  on 
the  matter  have  been  scheduled  in  six  areas  of  the  State,  the  last 
of  which  will  be  in  San  Francisco,  Monday,  April  26,  1976. 

Mr.  Boyd  said  as  a  result  of  the  above  factors,  it  appears  fair  to 
state  that  while  the  lifeline  principle  is  adopted  in  part  by  the 
State  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  appropriate  quantities  needed 
have  not  been  determined. 

Obviously  the  definition  of  water  needs  under  "lifeline"  can  only  be 
fully  and  fairly  established  after  much  public  input  and  expert 
advice  as  to  the  volumes  of  water  necessary  for  basic  human  function- 
ing and  the  limits   (if  any)   of  qualification  for  such  rate. 

The  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Water  and  Power  has,  since  November  9, 
1975,  been  granting  a  lifeline  water  service  discount  to  certain 
residential  users  who  are  sixty-two  years  of  age  or  older  and  where 
the  combined  adjusted  gross  income  to  all  members  of  the  household 
in  which  the  customer  resides  is  less  than  $7,500  per  calendar  year. 
If  these  conditions  are  met,  there  is  a  50  per  cent  reduction  on  all 
charges  for  the  first  900  cubic  feet  of  water  per  month. 

Within  the  time  the  matter  has  been  examined,  no  other  water  utilities 
have  been  found  who  are  granting  a  lifeline  rate. 

On  Thursday,  March  4,  1976,  representatives  of  the  Citizens  Action 
League  met  with  the  Utilities  and  Water  Department  staffs.  During 
the  discussions  it  appeared  that  the  League  request  concerning 
lifeline  rates  in  San  Francisco  would  be  all  residential  and  house- 
hold water  needs,  whether  by  the  owner  or  by  the  tenant,  up  to  and 
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including  the  first  900  cubic  feet  of  water  per  month.     They  further 
stated  that  these  units  of  water  could  be  priced  at  30  cents  per 
100  cubic  feet,  but  that  there  should  be  no  increase  in  this  rate 
group  until  overall  Water  Department  costs  required  a  25  per  cent 
increase  in  the  remaining  rate  structure.     The  group  indicated 
that  it  was  not  the  Citizens  Action  League's  desire  to  impose 
difficulties  on  residential  and  householders  users  outside  San 
Francisco,     They  felt  that  any  additional  revenue  needed  to  replace 
revenue  lost  through  this  type  of  lifeline  rate  should  be  made  up 
from  all  other  volumes  of  water  sold  within  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Boyd  stated  that  within  the  limit  of  time  available,  it  appears 
that  if  9  units  per  month  were  to  be  sold  at  30  cents  per  100  cubic 
feet,  all  additional  water  sold  would  require  an  increase  in  rates 
of  about  11-1/2  per  cent.     If  the  same  conditions  prevailed  and 
7  units  of  water  were  the  lifeline,  the  increase  in  San  Francisco 
would  be  approximately  8  per  cent.     In  either  condition  these 
possible  rate  increases  would  leave  the  suburban  suggested  rate 
increase  at  5  per  cent. 

Householders*  Rates 

The  assumed  meaning  is  to  provide  a  lower  rate  and/or  charge  for 
water  and  service  to  householders  than  would  apply  to  commercial, 
industrial,  and  possibly  resale  customers.     This  concept  again 
requires  public  input  and  expert  work  to  clearly  define  eligibility. 
If  the  intent  is  to  include  all  "householders"  within  San  Francisco, 
an  immediate  difficulty  is  encountered  in  passing  such  a  reduced 
household  saving  to  those  people  within  the  City  who  rent  flats  and 
apartments.     The  water  piping  common  to  multi-unit  dwellings  would 
require  massive  and  costly  overhaul  if  each  dv/elling  unit  were  to 
be  metered  separately, 

A  determination  should  be  made  as  to  whether  a  limited  amount  of 
water  in  all  residences  and  whether  the  number  of  residents  in  the 
dwelling  is  a  factor,  as  it  might  be  in  case  of  "lifeline"  rates. 

Consideration  should  be  given  as  to  whether  the  householder's 
discount  does  not  already  exist  by  virtue  of  the  lower  charges  to 
San  Francisco  residential  customers  when  compared  to  the  residential 
charges  for  water  vended  by  our  resale  customers. 

To  avoid  possible  lawsuits  which  would  delay  the  actual  implementa- 
tion of  household  discounts  or  lifeline  rates,  the  legal  questions 
connected  v/ith  various  possible  definitions  of  either  rate  should 
be  fully  explored. 

A  review  of  the  impact  of  the  various  possibilities  on  the  revenues 
of  the  Water  Department  and  any  necessary  adjustment  in  rates  and 
charges  to  other  classes  and  categories  of  water  users  must  be 
examined  and  should  be  publicly  reviewed  before  a  final  decision 
is  made. 

It  is  believed  that  any  such  rate  once  adopted  would  be  most 
difficult  to  change,  at  lease  by  increased  costs  within  the  rate, 
when  once  established.     Obviously  public  dissatisfaction  would 
result  if  a  hasty  and  too  generous  decision  were  made  which  required 
later  retrenchment. 

In  the  event  that  State  law  is  broadened  into  water  utilities  with 
respect  to  lifeline,  it  is  probable  that  many  possible  legal 
difficulties  would  be  removed. 
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Mr.  Boyd  reported  that  as  a  result  of  considering  the  above-noted 
situations  and  problems  and  with  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  freeing  the  reserved  $2,900,000,  the  Water  Department  has  been 
able  to  put  together  a  new  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges. 

While  the  new  schedule  does  not  include  either  a  householder's 
discount  or  lifeline  rate,  it  does  result  in  "holding  the  line"  for 
the  forthcoming  fiscal  year.     The  actual  differences  in  cost  to  users 
of  water  who  ordinarily  buy  no  more  than  7  units  per  month  varies 
from  an  increase  of  4  cents  per  month  through  reductions  of  2-1/2 
cents  per  month  and  back  to  an  increase  of  not  more  than  6  cents 
per  month. 

In  the  event  that  a  policy  decision  to  further  explore  householder's 
discounts  and/or  lifeline  rates  is  made,  the  Water  Department 
recommends  that  funds  be  made  available  both  for  the  temporary 
employment  of  four  additional  competent  personnel  and  for  a 
professional  services  contract  leading  to  recommendations  for  charges 
for  services. 

Mr.  Boyd  displayed  a  comparison  chart  which  showed  the  effect  of  a 
5  per  cent  increase  in  rates  for  all  water  used  above  300  cubic 
feet,  the  effect  of  the  original  15  per  cent  increase,  and  the 
comparison  of  each  with  the  present  rates. 

He  also  presented  a  comparison  chart  of  randomly  selected  San  Mateo 
County  consumer  charges  as  opposed  to  present  San  Francisco  rates 
and  the  cost  of  water  applicable  after  a  5  per  cent  rate  increase. 
Water  rates  from  Marin,  Contra  Costa  and  Alameda  Counties  were 
also  included  in  the  comparison?  hov/ever,  these  three  v/ater 
utilities  do  not  buy  their  water  supply  from  San  Francisco.  Generally., 
San  Francisco  water  rates  were  below  the  averages  of  the  surrounding 
counties. 

In  response  to  a  request  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn  for  information 
relating  to  lowering  the  proposed  30-cent,  3-Unit  Block  to  25  cents 
per  unit,  Mr.  Boyd  presented  a  chart  showing  the  reduction  of  Water 
Department  revenues  when  the  unit  cost  (100  cubic  feet)  is  lov/er 
than  the  proposed  new  rate.     At  25  cents  for  3  units  across  the 
board,  the  income  is  reduced  by  $514,200.     This  is  an  additional 
$2  85,000  decrease  in  revenue  beyond  the  $229,000  decrease  resulting 
from  the  proposed  30-cent  rate.     The  net  effect  would  require  an 
additional  rate  increase  from  5  per  cent  to  6  per  cent. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  appeared  before  the  Commission  to  explain  the 
Board  of  Supervisor's  position  and  reasons  for  returning  the  matter 
for  consideration  of  a  "lifeline"  rate.  He  said  the  Board  does  not 
wish  to  "play  ping  pong"  and  continue  sending  the  rate  proposal  back. 

Two  factors  concern  the  Board;     1)  With  the  additional  $2.9  million 
being  made  available  to  the  Water  Department,  the  first-proposed 
15  per  cent  increase  will  not  be  needed.     It  will  be  something  less; 
something  in  the  5  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  bracket.     2)  The  larger 
users  pay  a  lot  less  than  small  users. 

The  Supervisors  suggested  the  PUC  explore  a  "lifeline"  concept — a 
small  user's  discount,  a  home  owner's  and  renter's  discount. 
Supervisor  Mendelsohn  said  he  would  like  to  see  something  like  25  cent; 
per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  first  300  cubic  feet.     He  suggested 
strong  consideration  be  given  to  the  CAL  proposal  of  30  centspp^rliOO 
for  the  first  900  cubic  feet. 
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Commissioner  Herman  expressed  concern  as  to  whether  the  CAL  proposal 
really  is  within  the  definition  of  feeling  of  what  a  "lifeline"  rate 
amounts  to  in  taking  care  of  the  sociological  and  economical  problems 

that  are  prevalent  in  any  large  community  and  whether  the 

opportunity  would  then  be  lost  to  explore  a  real  "lifeline"  rate 
somewhere  down  the  line  where  people  really  need  that  kind  of 
attention  and  help. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  said  the  point  was  well  taken.     However,  the 
difference  between  the  two  approaches  is  not  all  that  major.  The 
30  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  first  300  cubic  feet  is  an 
abnormally  small  amount,  and  very  few  people  actually  use  that  little 
water.     He  said  the  900  cubic  feet  at  30  cents  is  not  too  much  to 
ask  if  the  City  is  going  to  do  something  that  will  really  have  some 
effect  on  a  broad  group  of  San  Francisco  middle  and  low-income  home 
owne  rs , 

It  is  not  unusual  for  those  v/ith  lawns  and  gardens  to  go  over  900 
cubic  feet.     He  said  300  cubic  feet  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
but  it  is  just  too  low.     The  Board  is  also  concerned  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  order  to  handle  its  tremendous  sewerage 
responsibilities  may  be  coming  back  for  an  increase  in  the  service 
charge . 

Laverna  Canatela,  Chairman  of  the  Water  Rate  Committee  of  the  Citizens 
Action  League,  1161  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco,  presented  the  CAL 
proposal. 

1.  The  highest  priced,   (and  lowest  volume)   rate  block  should 

be  divided  into  tv/o  blocks,  one  of  up  to  900  cubic  feet,  the 
other  of  901  to  3,000  cubic  feet. 

2.  The  rate  per  100  cubic  feet  for  this  initial  block  should  be 
set  at  30  cents  for  all  water  used  up  to  and  including  900 
cubic  feet.     This  rate  would  apply  to  all  customers. 

3.  The  30  cent  rate  per  100  cubic  feet  for  this  initial  block  of 
up  to  900  cubic  feet  should  be  fixed  until  such  time  as  the 
average  system  rate  per  100  cubic  feet  rises  to  30  cents  per 
100  culiic  feet. 

Ms.  Canatela  said  this  proposal  of  first  block  of  900  cubic  feet  for 
the  lifeline  rate  was  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Council  of  the 
Catholic  Committee  for  Aging. 

Ken  McEldowney  of  Consumer  Advocates,  26-7th  Street,  San  Francisco, 
spoke  in  support  of  the  rate  of  30  cents  per  100  for  the  first  900 
cubic  feet,  as  proposed  by  CAL. 

David  J.  Miller,  representing  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Assn. ,  said  there 
is  in  effect  at  the  present  time  an  injunction  issued  by  a  Federal 
court  which  would  indicate  any  additional  rate  increases  or  adjust- 
ments must  be  uniform  in  nature.     They  are  prepared  to  cooperate  in 
every  possible  way,  and  would  not  object  to  the  proposal  made  by  the 
Water  Department  staff  even  though,  in  effect,  it  would  create  a 
slight  differential  in  rate  and  there  would  be  a  factual  question. 
However,  at  this  time  they  would  not  support  extending  the  lifeline 
rate  to  the  first  900  cubic  feet.     They  feel  the  Peninsula  would  then 
be  subsidizing  the  lifeline  in  San  Francisco--it  would  not  be  uniform- 
and  they  would  have  to  pursue  rights  issued  by  the  Federal  court  if 
it  were  extended  beyond  the  first  300  cubic  feet.

On  being  questioned  by  the  Commission,  Mr.  Miller  stated  that  while 
they  feel  there  is  some  slight  differential  exemplified  in  the  300 
cubic  foot  lifeline,  they  would  be  willing  to  stipulate  in  court 
that  invoking  the  300  cubic  foot  lifeline  would  not  constitute  a 
violation  of  the  preliminary  injunction,  but  if  San  Francisco  went 
beyond  that  and  sought  to  get  into  the  900  cubic  fpot  figure,  they 
would  have  to  insist  that  it  is  a  factual  violation.     They  feel 
their  residential  users  would  not  be  receiving  the  same  benefit 
that  San  Francisco  users  would  be  obtaining,  and  for  that  reason  they 
believe  there  would  be  a  differential  for  the  users  of  the  same  type 
of  facility. 

Marguerite  Warren  of  1746--32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  asked  how  long 
the  staff's  suggested  rate  would  cover  the  Water  Department  costs. 
Mr.  Boyd  said  the  Water  Department  this   (coming  fiscal)  year  needs 
$4-1/2  million.     The  released  $2.9  million  and  the  proposed  rate 
increase  will  cover  these  costs  for  one  year.     The  Water  Department 
does  not  foresee  any  decrease  in  costs  of  materials  and  operations 
in  the  coming  year;  therefore,  it  3ecms  reasonable  that  next  year 
there  will  be  need  for  another  rate  increase  to  provide  the  necessary 
capital,  as  the  2,9  million  is  a  "one-shot  deal." 

Ms,  Warren  said  she  objects  to  the  placing  of  a  one-year  charge  by 
the  Water  Department,  and  that  the  City  should  think  of  the  future 
and  how  much  will  be  required  for  next  year.     She  also  felt  some 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  v/ho 
would  not  need  to  provide  and  operate  such  large-type  facilities 
if  the  water  \srere  not  furnished  to  the  Peninsula, 

Commissioner  Flynn  moved  that  the  Commission  defer  action  at  this 
time  and  continue  the  public  hearing  to  its  next  regular  meeting 
on  March  23,  in  order  to  allow  time  for  additional  information. 
Commissioner  Carey  seconded. 

On  discussion.  Water  Department  General  Manager  Arthur  H,  Frye,  Jr., 
said  that  to  defer  the  matter  for  tv70  weeks  v/ould  insure  that  the 
commencement  date  of  any  increase  would  not  be  on  July  1,  1976. 
He  recommended  passage  of  the  revision  now,  with  the  understanding 
that  a  study  be  made  before  next  year,  either  in-house  with  additional 
personnel  or  by  hiring  a  consultant. 

Commissioner  Berman  said  he  would  endorse  the  concept  of  a  lifeline 
rate;  but  is  unsure  whether  the  proposal  by    CAL        is  actually  a 
lifeline  rate  or  only  a  movement  to  avoid  raising  the  water  rate. 

On  roll  cal"  .  aotion  to  continue  the  hearing  two  weeks  to  March  23, 
passed  by  c     j-'^^  of  4-1,  with  Commissioner  Berman  voting  "no."

At  a  public  hearing  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  on  December  17,  a  report 
was  presented  that  recommended  the  retention  of  trolley  wires  over  Market  Street 
rather  than  suffer  the  extreme  transit  service  dislocations  that  would  result  if 
the  wires  were  removed.    Resolution  No.  75-0520  was  adopted  by  which  the  Commission 
recommended  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  review  its  previously  adopted  policy 
(Resolution  No.  116-68,  adopted  February  13,  1968)  of  restricting  transit  use  on 
Market  Street  to  vehicles  not  requiring  overhead  wires  and  that,  instead,  trolley 
coach  operation  be  retained  on  Market  Street,  which  requires  the  retention  of 
overhead  wires.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  not  yet  considered  the  P.U.C.'s 
recommendation.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

The  extent  and  causes  of  the  failure  of  the  13,800-volt  stator  winding  of  generator 
No.  2  at  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouse  on  January  25,  1976  have  now  been  investigated 
and  repair  is  well  under  way.     The  preliminary  investigation,  as  mentioned  in  last 
month's  Manager's  Report,  indicated  that  8  of  the  216  coils  had  been  damaged  and 
would  have  to  be  replaced.    More  detailed  examination  and  testing  has  now  disclosed 
that  a  total  of^l6  coils  will  have  to  be  replaced.     Several  of  these  coils  were 
still  functional  but  d.c.  high  voltage  testing  showed  that  they  would  probably  fail 
in  a  short  time  and  were  therefore  deemed  unacceptable  for  continued  use.  Portions 
of  insulation  on  4  field  poles  were  also  damaged  by  hot  metal  splatters  from  the 
stator  windings  when  the  failure  occurred,  requiring  re-insulation  of  the  affected 
area.    All  repair  work  is  being  performed  by  departmental  personnel,  with  super- 
vision provided  by  the  field  engineers  from  Allis-Chalmers ,  the  generator  manufac- 
turer.    It  is  expected  that  repairs  will  be  complete  and  the  generating  unit  returned 
to  service  by  the  middle  of  March.

John  D.  Crowley,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reviewed  pending 
bidding  procedures  for  the  transit  advertising  agreement  for  the 
Municipal  Railway.     The  term  is  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
commencing  July  1,  19  76,  with  an  option  to  extend  the  contract  for 
another  five  years  after  termination  on  July  1,  19  81.     The  deadline 
for  submission  of  bids  was  set  for  no  later  than  2:00  p.m.,  March  12, 
1976.

Mr.  Crowley  stated  that  one  of  the  potential  bidders  had  requested 
that  the  size  of  the  surety  bond  be  reduced  from  $300,000  to  $200,000, 
and  the  later  requested  that  instead  of  a  five-year  non-cancellable 
bond,  it  be  reduced  to  one  year  "tapering"  type  of  bond  in  the  amount 
of  liability. 

In  the  interest  of  enabling  additional  advertising  agencies  to  bid 
on  the  contract  so  that  City  can  secure  the  most  competitive  bidding 
possible,  staff  recommended  modifying  the  amount  of  the  bond  from 
$300,000  to  $200,000,  and  extending  the  bid-opening  date  to  March 
19,  1976,  so  that  this  specification  change  might  be  circulated. 
The  Commission  approved  this  amendment  to  the  contract  terms  by 
telephone  poll  on  March  10,  1976,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  1.

Commissioners  Flynn  and  Byrne  arrived  at  8;50  a.m.,  and  President 
Berman  then  called  upon  the  interested  bidders  present  who  stated 
they  wished  to  speak. 

Steve  Strauss,  President  of  Transit  Ads  Incorporated,   #2  Kansas  Street 
San  Francisco,  stated  he  was  appreciative  of  the  Commission's 
consideration  to  widen  the  field  of  bidders  by  modifying  the  surety 
bond  amount.     He  stated  that  their  accounting  firm  has  advised  them 
that  the  bonding  companies  have  novv^  evidenced  reluctance  to  issue 
the  required  performance  bond  for  three  reasons; 

1.  The  increased  amount  ($200,000  to  $300,000). 

2.  The  length  of  time  they  are  exposed  (5  years,  potentially  10, 
non-cancellable) , 

3.  The  full  value  of  the  bond  is  in  jeopardy  as  liquidated  damages, 
rather  than  the  amount  of  the  non-performance. 

He  said  that  in  order  for  other  than  the  two  large  public  companies 
to  bid,  a  revision  of  requirements  as  follows  would  be  necessary: 

1.  Bond  amount  $200,000. 

2.  Bond  to  be  cancellable   (concessionnaire  would  of  course  replace 
the  bond  or  be  in  default) . 

3.  Bond  to  apply  to  amount  of  default  only. 


General  discussion  followed  in  which  all  Commissioners  participated, 
as  well  as  Utilities  General  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne,  Mr.  Crowley, 
Dr.  John  M.  Christensen,  Jr.,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  and 
James  H.  Leonard,  Public  Service  Director.     Commissioners  Flynn  and 
Carey  questioned  Mr.  Strauss  extensively. 

Paul  Phillips  and  Ross  Barrett  of  Metro  Transit  Advertising,  the 
holder  of  the  current  Muni  advertising  contract,  were  present. 
Mr.  Phillips  cited  a  comparison  of  other  large  markets  in  the  country 
where  five-year  bonds  were  required  under  similar  contracts — Boston^ 
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Philadelphia,  Cleveland.     He  pointed  out  that  the  bid  qpening  date 
had  already  been  extended  to  two  o'clock  this  afternoon.     He  stated

Commissioner  Carey  stated  there  were  two  areas  the  Commission  should 
considers     1)     The  possibility  that  if  the  bids  were  opened  today 
and  only  a  limited  number  of  proposals  were  submitted,  in  the  case 
of  all  bids  being  rejected  the  figures  v/ould  be  exposed.     This  would 
be  an  inequity.     2)     There  may  be  other  firms  in  a  similar  situation 
as  Transit  Ads,  and  the  possibility  the  aubject  limitations  in  the 
bid  specifications  might  not  grant  an  opportimity  to  these  others 
to  bid. 

He  thereupon  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to  reducing  the 
period  of  the  $200,000  non- cancellable  surety  bond  to  three  years, 
to  be  renewed  six  months  prior  to  expiration  of  the  remaining  two 
years  of  the  contract.

PUBLIC  HEARING  (Continued  from  March  9,  1976  meeting) 

To  consider  the  revision  of  the  schedules  of  rates  to  be 
charged  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

(On  3/9/76,  the  Water  Department  recommendation  was  that 
in  order  to  provide  the  needed  additional  revenues  to  fund 
the  19  76-77  budget  of  the  Water  Department,  that  -  contingent 
upon  release  of  $2.9  Million  of  reserved  funds  -  the  rate  per 
100  cubic  feet  be  set  uniformly  at  30  cents  for  all  water  used 
up  to  and  including  300  cubic  feet?  thereafter  a  5  per  cent 
increase  in  rates  for  all  water  used  above  300  cubic  feet.) 

Commissioner  Berman  opened  the  hearing  by  calling  upon  those  in  the 
audience  who  wished  to  speak. 

Laverna  Canatela,  Chairperson  of  the  Water  Rate  Committee  of  the 
Citizens  Action  League,  who  presented  the  CAL  proposal  at  the  March  9 
meeting  of  30  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  all  water  used  up  to  and 
including  900  cubic  feet,  now  presented  a  modified  proposal  of  30  cents 
per  100  cubic  feet  for  all  water  used  up  to  and  including  600  cubic 
feet.     This  rate  to  apply  to  all  customers. 

She  said  that  passage  of  their  original  proposal  for  a  lifeline  rate 
was  blocked  by  "a  blatant  threat"  from  Mr.  David  Miller  to  sue  the 
water  department  if  CAL's  proposal  were  accepted.     Since  CAL  did  not 
believe  that  the  policy  of  the  Water  Department,  a  public  body,  should 
be  established  by  a  law  firm  representing  the  interests  of  the  very 
large  water  users,  CAL  contacted  each  of  the  Commissioners  over  the 
last  two  weeks,  to  discuss  a  meaningful  "lifeline  rate."    As  a  result 
of  the  Commission's  cooperation  and  helpful  advice,  CAL  has  modified 
its  original  proposal. 
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Ms.  Canatela  also  reported  that  CAL  further  requested  that  the  PUC 
should  order  the  Water  Department  to  do  a  study  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  fixing  the  30  cents  a  unit  rate  for  the  initial  block 
until  such  time  as  the  average  system  rate  per  100  cubic  feet  has 
risen  to  30  cents  per  100  cubic  feet, 

Jim  Horn,  of  CAL,  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  study  which  CAL 
has  proposed.     He  said  it  is  grossly  unfair  for  the  smallest  water 
users  to  be  paying  twice  as  much  for  the  last  unit  of  water  as  the 
largest  water  users,  and  said  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Water 
Department  to  make  proposals  to  rectify  the  inequities  in  the  water 
rate  system. 

The  Commissioners  discussed  CAL's  modified  proposal  with  the  water 
department  staff. 

Commissioner  H.  Welton  Flynn  compared  a  30<:  per  unit  rate  structure 
for  the  average  San  Francisco  household  line  of  5/8"  at  3,  6,  and  9 
units,  and  noted  that  6  units  has  the  greatest  variance  in  charge. 


Water  Department  Assistant  General  Manager  K.  R.  Boyd  stated  that 
between  75  and  80  per  cent  of  the  San  Francisco  water  users  would 
participate  in  this  particular  rate  structure. 

He  pointed  out,  hov/ever,  that  should  the  new  30<:  rate  be  established 
at  6  units,  the  percentage  increase  systemv/ide  for  all  water  used 
thereafter  would  have  to  be  raised  to  5.75  per  cent  in  order  to 
provide  sufficient  revenue  to  fund  the  19  76-77  budget. 

Commissioner  Carey  moved  that  a  uniform  charge  of  30 <:  per  unit 
(100  cubic  feet)  of  water  used  each  month,  to  and  including  the 
first  six  units  monthly,   (except  for  Schedule  W-4  "Docks  and  Shipping 
be  adopted,  and  that  the  rates  for  all  other  water  used  be  increased 
by  5.75  per  cent  to  the  nearest  1/1000  of  one  cent,  and  all  other 
rates  and  charges  be  increased  5.75  per  cent  to  the  nearest  5  cents. 
He  moved,  further,  that  during  the  coming  year  the  Commission  study 
establishment  of  a  customer  discount  rate  and/or  "lifeline"  rate. 

Commissioner  Flynn  seconded  the  motion. 

On  roll  call,  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  revised 
schedule  of  rates  and  charges   (Resolution  No.   76-0124) ,  and  directed 
the  Water  Department  to  proceed  with  an  in  depth  "cost  of  service 
study,"  looking  toward  the  implementation  of  a  "life line "-type  rate. 

Commissioner  Byrne  complimented  the  CAL  organization  for  its  active 
interest  and  campaigning  to  obtain  lower  rates  for  those  who  use  less 
water  than  average.

Dr.  John  M.  Christensen,  Jr.,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance, 
presented  a  detailed  explanation  to  the  Commission  of  this  item. 

He  said  the  maintenance  agreement  has  been  developed  through  many 
meetings  of  the  PUC  and  BART  staffs  over  the  past  two  years.  It 
represents  a  coordinated  effort  by  BART  and  Muni  to  jointly  operate 
within  the  subway  system  to  include  all  tubes,  stations,  entries, 
exists,  and  associated  grounds  and  appurtenances.     It  provides  for 
janitorial  services,  repair  work,  liability,  ownership,  and  use  of 
BART  or  Muni  solely  controlled  stations  or  areas  and  joint-use  areas. 
The  agreement  is  essential  in  order  that  the  responsibility  for 
implementation  of  functions  and  allocation  of  costs  can  be 
appropria^tely  made  when  Muni  begins  operation  within  the  subway. 

Dr.  Christensen  explained  the  financial  arrangements  with  BART  for 
the  work  order  to  City,  and  the  transfer  of  funds  in  amount  $626,000 
consisting  of  BART's  obligation,  for  construction  of  Muni's  signal 
and  electrification  system  in  the  subway  structures. 

Construction  of  the  West  Portal  Station  is  included  in  the  work  that 
is  BART's  responsibility,  and  funding  is  in  a  Federal  grant  from 
UMTA  to  BART,  Dr.  Christensen  explained.     It  is  necessary  for  City 
to  provide  BART  with  an  easement  to  the  property  upon  v/hich  the 
West  i-ortal  Station  and  playground  will  be  reconstructed  since  the 
Muni  nas  occupied  property  along  the  tracks  and  in  the  current 
station  and  has  jurisdiction  over  this  area.     Agreement  to  the 
easement  will  permit  the  Transit  Task  Force  to  take  the  necessary 
action  to  obtain  required  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  these  documents  and  easement,  so  that  delayed 
construction  on  the  station  may  begin  as  quickly  as  possible.

$6.5  million,  but  by  1975  it  had  escalated  to  $8.1  million.  To  obta 
increment  of  $1.6  million,  UMTA  has  approved  budget  transfers  but  an 
tional  local  share  of  $533,000  is  necessary.  This  $533,000  is  to  be 
vided  by  BART  from  funds  allocated  to  the  Embarcadero  Station  porjec 
shortavge  in  the  Embarcadero  Station  project  because  of  this  transfer 
be  reimbursed  from  available  Tax  Allocation  Bond  funds.  This  transf 
funding  has  been  established  in  a  Second  Amendment  to  the  Joint  Exer 
Powers  Agreement  of  April  12,  1971  which  was  approved  by  our  Board  o 
visors  on  April  14,  19  75.  The  amendment  was  submitted  to  BART  for  a

In  order  to  insure  favorable  action  by  the  BART  Board  of  Directors,  it  is 
necessary  that  we  resolve  certain  other  matters,  1)   a  m.aintenance  agreement 
between  the  Municipal  Railway  and  BART  governing  their  respective  duties 
for  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  subway,   2)   transfer  of  appropriate  funds 
and  authorizations  for  the  installation  of  the  Muni  electrification  system 
and  signal  system  in  the  subway  structures  constructed  by  BART,  and  3)  agree 
to  an  easement  to  BART  for  construction  of  the  West  Portal  Station  and 
reconstruction  of  the  West  Portal  Playground. 

The  maintenance  agreement  attached  hereto  as  Enclosure  1  has  been  developed 
through  many  meetings  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  BART  staffs 
over  the  past  tv70  years.

provides  for  janitorial  services,  repair  v/ork ,   liability,  ownership,  and 
use  of  BART  or  Muni  solely  controlled  stations  or  areas  and  joint-use 
areas.     The  agreement  is  essential  in  order  that  responsibility  for  imple- 
mentation of  functions  and  allocation  of  costs  can  be  appropriately  made 
when  the  Muni  begins  operation  within  the  subway.     This  agreement  nov; 
represents  a  satisfactory  solution  for  both  parties  to  these  matters. 

BART  has  an  UMTA  grant   (CA-03~0052 ) ,  which  provides  for  purchase  and 
installation  of  supporting  equipment  for  signalization  in  the  Muni  portion 
of  the  subway  in  the  amount  of  $1.3  million,   the  local  share  of  which  would 
be  $433,000.     In  the  same  grant  another  line  item  for  $300,000  covers  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  supporting  equipment  for  electrification. 
Signalization  work  is  being  done  by  the  San  Francisco  Municpal  Railv;ay 
Improvement  Corporation  under  a  $3.5  million  line  item  in  the  TIP,  and  the 
electrification  work  is  being  done  by  Hetch  Hetchy  under  a  PIP  line  item 
of  $2,037,000. 

BART's  responsibility  for  electrification  was  to  provide  the  equivalent  to 
that  which  was  installed  on  the  surface.     Their  estimate  of  $300,000 
differed  from  Hetch  Hetchy 's  estimate  of  $750,000.     This  matter  was  settled 
at  the  -average  of  $525,000,  and  BART  is  to  reimburse  Hetch  Hetchy  for  its 
one-third  local  share  in  the  amount  of  $19  3,000.     To  provide  these  funds 
(signalization  $433,000  plus  electrification  $193,000  =  $626,000),  BART 
proposes  a  work  order  authorizing  the  City  or  its  representatives  to  perform 
design,   construction,  procurement,  project  management,   inspection,  and  any 
other  work  necessary  to  provide,   construct,  and  install  an  electrification 
system  and  a  signalization  system  for  use  by  the  Muni  in  the  subv/ay  built 
by  BART  for  Muni.     This  work  authorization  conveys  to  the  City  $626,00  0, 
which  constitutes  BART's  maximum  obligation  for  completion  of  these  two 
elements.     This  work  order  attached  at  Enclosure  2  is  contingent  upon 
approval  of  the  Second  Amendment  to  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement 
mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  above.     When  these  funds  are  received, 
$4  33,000  will  be  deposited  with  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improve- 
ment Corporation  and  $19  3,000  with  Hetch  Hetchy  to  partially  cover  the  costs 
being  incurred  in  this  work. 

It  is  necessary  for  the  City  to  provide  BART  v/ith  an  easement  to  the  prop- 
erty upon  which  will  be  constructed  the  Station  and  over  which  the  West 
Portal  Playground  will  be  reconstructed.     Since  the  Muni  has  occupied 
property  along  the  tracks  and  in  the  current  station  and  has  jurisdiction 
over  this  area,  it  is  appropriate  for  the  Commission  to  agree  to  the  ease- 
ment in  order  to  permit  the  work  to  proceed.     The  Recreation  &  Park  Commis- 
sion will  be  acting  upon  this  matter  and  the  Real  Estate  Department  will 
be  presenting  a  proposed  ordinance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  v/ill 
describe  the  parcels  included  in  the  easement.     This  proposed  ordinance  to 
be  presented  and  accompanying  description  is  at  Enclosure  3. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  that  construction  begin  on  West  Portal  Station 
at  the  earliest.     Approval  by  you  of  the  Enclosures  1  and  2  and  agreement 
to  the  easement  will  permit  the  Transit  Task  Force  to  take  necessary  action 
with  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  obtain  their  approval  of  the 
maintenance  agreement  at  Enclosure  1  and  to  provide  an. easement  to  BART  for 
work  to  be  done  at  the  VJest  Portal  Station.     It  is  understood  that  upon 
receipt  of  these  approved  documents  and  easement,  the  BART  Board  of  Directors 
V7ill  execute  the  documents  as  well  as  the  Second  Amendment  to  the  Joint 
Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement.

On  February  2^  1976,  Mr.  Prye  and  ''Ir.  Boyd  met  with 
Thomas  Jenkins^  Attorney  for  the  Peninsula  'fator  Users 
Association,  and  David  Miller,  his  associate  In  the  law 
flrio  of  Hanson;,  Brldgett_,  'larcus  and  Jenkins  to  discuss 
the  proposed  uniforri  15  percent  Increase  in  all  viater 
rates  and  charges  prior  to  the  hearing  at  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  date.     Recognizing  the  funding  require- 
ments of  the  Water  Department,  no  objection  was  raised  to 
this  increase.     I1r,  Jenkins  also  stated  that  x^rhen  he 
left  the  law  firm  to  go  on  the  bench  that  Hr.  Miller 
would  be  the  representative  of  the  Peninsula  Uater  Users 
Association. 

The  hearing  before  the  Poard  was  relatively  brief 
and  the  general  tenor  of  the  remarks  from  the  floor  as 
v^ell  as  from  the  Board  Members  was  that  the  15  percent 
increase  was  not  acceptable.     Discussion  by  the  F3oard 
included  the  possibility  of  a  single  rate  for  all  water 
used.     The  only  voice  in  favor  of  the  increase  was  that 
of  Mr.  Jenkins  from  the  floor,     Tao  hearing  was  closed 
and  the  matter  vias  put  over  for  one  vjeek  for  final 
consideration. 

On  the  5th  of  February,  Messrs.  Crowley j  Prye  and 
Boyd  met  with  Mr,     endelsohn  to  discuss  his  ideas  on  v-rhat 
the  rate  structure  should  be  to  accommodate  the  household 
or     lifeline"  rate.     He  suggested  that  we  should  consider 
giving  the  first  300  cubic  feet  per  month  at  no  charge. 

The  Board  hearing  of  February  9  was  very  brief.  Mr. 
ilendelsohn  indicated  that  the  15  percent  increase  should 
be  rejected  and  requested  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  requesting  that  consideration 
be  given  to  establishing  a  household  or  'lifeline'  rate. 
He  also  suggested  that  in  this  event  the  $2,900,000 
impounded  by  Board  action  be  returned  to  the  V/ater  Depart-- 
ment .     The  Board  then  voted  9  to  2  against  approval  cf  the 
15  percent  increase. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Boar.l  wrote  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  on  February  10.  19763  requesting  exploration 
of  the  possibility  of  granting  a  householder's  discount 
which  could  also  be  termed  a  "lifeline'  rate.     On  the 
same  date^  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  vjrote  to  Mr.  Parrell, 
Controller 3  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  Mendelsohn, 
requesting  that  necessary  action  be  taken  to  release  the 
$2,900,000  V/ater  Department  funds,     iir.  Parrell  replied  to 
this  letter  on  February  I8  that  these  funds  were  available 
for  Water  Departm.ent  funding,. 

On  the  17th  of  February Mr.  Prye  and  Ilr.  Boyd  met 
with  Mr,  Jenkins  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  establish-

in'^,  a  rate  structure  which  v;ould  include  the  first  ^00 
cubic  feet  of  water  to  all  customers  at  30  cents  per 
100  cubic  feet  and  a  uniform  across  the  board  6  percent 
increase  in  all  other  rates  and  charges.     I'lr.  Jenkins 
stated  flatly  that  the  resale  custoiaers  would  be  agree- 
able to  a  30-  cent  rate  for  the  first  300  cubic  feet  and 
a  3  percent  increase  on  all  other  rates  and  charges 
but  would  oppose  any  proposal  which  would  increase 
further  the  cost  to  the  suburban  resale  customers ,  He 
stated  that  he  would  discuss  the  matter  further  with 
Mr .  Mendelsohn , 

Hr.  Frye  talked  with  Mr.  Jenkins  on  Sunday j  the 
22d  of  February^  at  which  time  he  told  Mr.  Frye  he  had 
had  a  long  conversation  with  Mr.  '"lendelsohn  and  that  he 
had  agreed  to  drop  his  suggestion  that  the  first  300 
cubic  feet  of  water  be  at  no  cost.     iJowever^  Mr. 
Mendelsohn  indicated  that  he  v/as  not  satisfied  and 
wanted  more  of  a.  reduction  for  the  householder. 

In  the  week  follovjing^  n.r«  Mendelsohn  in  telephone 
calls  to  Mr,  Boyd  and  to  Mr.  '.'rye.  indicated  he  would 
like  to  see  the  rate  for  the  first  300  cubic  feet  of 
water  be  reduced  from  30  cents  to  25  cents  per  100  cubic 
feet.     Not  only  Mr.  Jenkins  but  also  some  of  the  resale 
customers  were  also  in  telephone  communication  vjith  us . 

This  Departm.ent  prepared  a  memorandum  on  February  l8 
for  the  General  -'lanager  to  send  to  the  Members  of  the 
Commission  apprising  them  of  Hater  Department  actions  in 
response  to  the  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  re- 
questing consideration  of  a  householder  or  ''lifeline 
rate . 

On  February  18^  Comnis£  ioner  Carey  v/as  briefed  in 
Mr,  Crovjley's  office  with  respect  to  what  had  transpired 
up  to  that  time. 

In  this  rather  inclement  climate  and  vjithin  the  time 
constriction  the  Mater  Departm.ent  continued  its  efforts 
to  develop  a  rate  structure  v/ith  an  attendant  increase  to 
present  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  the  hearing 
on  March  9.  1976, 

Los  Anp^eles  Department  of  Mater  and  Power 

On  the  19th  of  Februarj^  a  supervisory  group  of 
engineering  personnel  from  Los  Angeles  Department  of 
Water  and  Power  visited  the  'later  Department  to  observe 
the  operation  of  the  Telemetry  and  Central  Control 
Systemi.     A  discussion  of  the  system  was  continued  at 
luncheon  as  well  as  water  rates  and  charges,  particularly 
Los  Angeles'  recently  established  "lifeline"  rate  and

Presiding  Vice  President  Carey  asked  for  an  explanation  on  this  item 
from  Water  Department  General  Manager  Arthur  H.  Frye. 

Mr.  Frye  explained  that  the  City  of  Pleasanton  has  the  present 
permit  for  251  acres  for  disposal  of  sewage  effluent,  grazing  of 
livestock,  and  construction  of  holding  ponds.     Subsequent  to  the 
execution  of  the  251  acres,  the  City  of  Pleasanton  requested  that 
it  be  permitted  to  utilize  an  additional  2  38  acre  adjacent  parcel, 
which  was  then  being  leased  to  a  Mr,  Gene  Dana.     Since  then,  a  lease 
has  been  negotiated  and  the  City  of  Pleasanton  is  currently  not  in 
default  on  any  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  existing  251  acre 
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revocable  Land  Use  Permit, 

Mr.  Frye  further  stated  that  the  approval  of  this  resolution  would 
be  a  financial  and  administrative  benefit.

Resolution  No.  76-0162,  approving  supplemental  appropriation,  total 
amount  $2,000,000,  from  existing  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  funds,  to 
provide  $1,750,000  for  purchase  of  pov/er  for  resale,  and  $250,000 
to  cover  increased  service  charge  for  wheeling  Hetch  Hetchy  power 
to  municipal  customers. 

Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore  explained  that  this  amount 
does  not  include  the  power  Hetch  Hetchy  is  purchasing  during  strike, 
but  rather  is  just  that  power  required  for  the  balance  of  the  year 
to  meet  Hetchy 's  resale  requirements.     The  supplemental  purchases 
are  required  because  of  the  extraordinarily  low  precipitation — to 
date  1975-76  is  one  of  the  driest  on  record. 

Mr.  Moore,  responding  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Flynn,  said  the 
current  daily  cost  due  to  the  strike  is  $37,000,     Mr,  Moore  also 
noted  that  airport  tenants  are  still  refusing  to  pay  for  Hetchy  pox^^er 
at  the  new  rates  and  that  legal  action  is  in  the  hands  of  City 
Attorney,     Airport  tenants  have  charged  that  the  new  higher  rates 
are  illegal  under  the  Raker  Act. 

Acting  Utilities  General  Counsel  McMorris  Dow  stated  that  complaints 
have  been  drafted,  but  with  Mr.  Bourne* s  death,  they  are  still 
incomplete .

Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore  explained  that  this 
modification  is  required  to  provide  funds  for  on-going  work,  as 
directed  by  the  engineer,  made  necessary  by  design  changes  and 
design  or  manufacturing  error  that  must  be  corrected  immediately  in 
the  field  to  avoid  expensive  delays.     Payment  under  this  item  would 
not  preclude  recovery  from  the  responsible  party.     This  contract  is 
part  of  the  Power  Improvement  Program  and  is  being  financed  with 
the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administration .

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Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore  said  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  proposes  to  construct  this  new  street  lighting  system  in  the 
Hunters  Point  Area  in  conjunction  with  site  improvement  work,  and 
that  the  plans  for  this  lighting  project  were  reviewed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  and  meet  with  its  approval.     The  Redevel- 
opment Agency  will  finance  the  work.

Hetch  Hetchy  Calendar  Item  #15 — accepting  the  R.  W.  Beck  &  Associates 
appraisal  report  for  Stage  I  Additions  for  development  of  the  Upper 
Tuolumne  River  Basin?  and  approving  participation  in  filing  of 
Preliminary  Application  for  additional  Tuolumne  River  development 
with  the  Federal  Power  Commission. 

Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore  gave  a  detailed  explana- 
tion on  the  history  of  the  Tuolumne  River  hydroelectric  development. 
This  project,  a  proposal  to  build  a  $450  Million  hydroelectric  dam, 
Mr.  Moore  said,  would  be  scheduled  for  completion  in  1985,  and  would 
produce  needed  hydroelectric  power  as  well  as  revenue  totaling 
$11  Million  annually  for  The  City.     Mr.  Moore  also  noted  that 
government  agencies,  including  the  Interior  Department,  are  studying 
the  possibility  of  declaring  an  18-mile  stretch  of  the  Tuolumne 
River  a  part  of  the  nation's  Wild  River  System.     If  the  wild  river 
idea  is  recommended  and  wins  in  Congress,  the  dam  would  not  be  built. 
This  recommendation  is  expected  in  December. 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  Tuolumne  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts 
would  join  the  City  in  the  application  and  pay  half  of  the  $8,000 
filing  costs.     He  urged  the  Commission  to  file  an  application  with 
the  Federal  government  for  permission  to  build  the  dam. 

Commissioner  Lydia  Larsen  requested  that  this  item  be  tabled  long 
enough  to  give  her  and  Commissioner  Henning  time  to  study  the  long- 
standing proposal.     This  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Commission. 
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Resolution  No.  76-0179,  cancelling  bid  call  for  MR  Contract  No.  614 
for  fare  collection  and  extraction  system  using  vacuum  method;  and 
authorizing  Municipal  Railway  to  negotiate  a  "sole  source"  contract. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  Curtis  E.  Green  explained  that  this 
resolution  would  cancel  the  bid  call  for  the  fare  collection  and 
extraction  system  using  the  vacuum  method  because  no  competitive 
bids  could  be  obtained.     The  problem  with  the  present  fare  box 
system  is  that  it  is  operated  manually  and  susceptible  to  significant 
pilfering.     The  vacuum  system  is  faster  and  allov/s  removal  of  the 
coins  mechanically.     Mr.  Green  stated  that  he  would  like  to  negotiate 
a  "Sole  Source"  contract  with  the  supplier  of  Fare  Collection  aid 
Extraction  System  which  uses  the  vacuum  method.     UMTA  now  has 
authorized  the  Muni  to  negotiate  a  "Sole  Source"  contract  in  lieu  of 
the  regular  bidding  procedure.     Upon  roll  call,  this  resolution  was 
unanimously  approved. 
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Resolution  No.   76-0181,  approving  amenc3ment  to  professional  services 
agreement  with  International  Engineering  Company,  Inc.,  increasing 
total  payment  from  $653,559  to  $854,017  to  provide  necessary 
consulting  service  for  the  remaining  construction  period  of  the 
Muni  Metro  Rail  Center. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  Curtis  E.  Green  explained  that 
this  resolution  requests  the  approval  of  an  amendment  to  the 
professional  services  agreement  with  International  Engineering 
Company,  for  engineering  in  the  building  of  the  new  Muni  Metro 
Center  at  San  Jose  Avenue.     He  stated  that  the  adjusted  construction 
price  was  $13,600,000,  since  the  original  contract  of  $478,000  v/e 
have  had  amendments  for  $100,000  and  $74,970.     This  amendment  for 
$200,000  would  result  in  a  contract  of  $854,000,  or  less  than  5.2% 
of  construction  costs.     Mr.  Green  stated  that  Mr.  R.  M.  Tarbox  of 
International  Engineering  Company  was  present  to  discuss  any 
ramifications. 

Mr.  Rino  Bei,  Project  Manager  of  the  Transit  Improvement  Program  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  gave  a  brief  summary  of  the  amendments  approved 
by  the  Commission  in  the  past  stating  that  during  the  construction, 
the  complexity  and  magnitude  of  this  job  was  difficult  to  forecast 
since  the  v/ork  being  covered  by  the  present  requested  amendment  was 
impossible  to  determine  in  advance.     He  stated  that  his  staff  was 
limited  and  that  another  amendment  would  be  necessary  so  that  the 
job  not  be  shut  down.     Mr.  Bei  then  turned  further  explanation  over 
to  Gerald  Cauthen,  Senior  Civil  Engineer  of  the  Transit  Improvement 
Program,  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Cauthen  stated  that  construction  is  approximately  2/3  complete 
from  being  finished  in  the  middle  of  19  77.     There  have  been  over 
100  contract  changes  from  January  6th  to  April  3rd. 

Mr.  Cauthen  then  referred  to  the  proposed  amendment  regarding 
substitutions  and  changes  for  an  estimated  additional  7,264  manhours. 
There  have  been  approximately  130  separate  instances  where  it  has 
been  necessary  to  issue  written  clarifications  and  change  order 
instructions  to  the  construction  contractor.     He  further  stated  that 
they  still  do  not  know  what  Boeing  Vertol  requirements  for  shop 
equipment  will  be.     There  are  also  many  changes  in  code  requirements 
for  earthquake  resistance  requiring  "bee fed-up"  construction  of 
building — designs  had  to  be  "beefed-up"  including  a  change  in  relative 
equipment  prices.     Many  times  the  changes  required  issuing  of  new 
instructions.     There  were  also  300  shop  submittals  sent  back  for 
more  work.     The  more  changes,  the  more  complex  the  situation  becomes-. 
Mr.  Cauthen  stated  that  the  Control  Group  recently  received  one  good 
cost  man  and  two  civil  engineers  which  will  help  the  staff  do  more 
work  in-house.     The  engineering  costs  for  this  work  is  5.16%  of  the 
overall  construction  price  which  is  not  an  excessive  amount  to  this 
point  compared  to  other  design  jobs. 

Commissioner  Lydia  Larsen  agreed  that  5.16%  is  a  very  reasonable 
amount.     Commissioner  Larsen  mentioned  that  she  had  heard  Boeing 
Vertol  was  in  trouble  financially.     But  Mr.  Crowley  stated  that  this 
is  a  rumor  put  forth  by  members  of  CALTRANS ,  and  that  he  was  astounded 
to  hear  it  as  they  have  $50  Million  in  inventories  for  our  cars,  are 
building  the  Chicago  rapid  rail  cars,  are  UMTA's  consultant  on  rail 
transit,  and  are  fully  committed  to  future  business.     They  are  losing 
money  with  us — but  they  are  not  out  of  business. 
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Commissioner  Joseph  P.  Byrne  asked  Mr.  Bei  if  this  amendment  were  put 
over  for  2  weeks,  would  it  hurt  the  project?  Mr.  Bei  stated  that  it 
would  hurt  the  project.     The  contractor  went  to  the  National  Labor 
Board  which  said  the  secondary  boycott  was  illegal — the  City  strikers 
picketed  the  gates.     Work  started  up  last  Wednesday  and  both  jobs 
are  back  in  operation. 

Commissioner  Byrne  asked  regarding  the  redesigns  because  of 
substitutions,  would  the  City  be  saving  any  money?    When  the 
contractor  substitutes  in  redesigning,  does  he  pay  for  it? 
Mr.  Cauthen  replied  that  anytime  a  redesign  is  required  for  the 
convenience  of  the  contractor,  v/e  get  a  submittal  from  the  contractor 
and  it  could  be  a  credit. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  Ilr.  Cauthen  regarding  complying  with 
earthquake  resistance,     Mr,  Cauthen  replied  that  this  was  a  key 
element  in  this  amendment  because  the  jacks  must  be  beefed-up  due 
to  new  earthquake  codes. 

Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  he  thought  we  were  about  "over-the- 
hump,"  yet  v/e  have  here  another  modification,  and  that,  it  appears, 
"No  man  in  this  room  knows  where  this  will  end  in  dollars  and  cents." 
Commissioner  Flynn  then  read  from  the  resolution;     "The  total 
payment  to  CONSULTAl^T  covering  all  services  to  be  performed  under 
this  document  shall  not  exceed  $854,017?..."    This  was  modification 
#3,  he  stated,  and  that  he  was  searching  for  what  that  statement 
really  means — what  will  it  really  cost  us? 

Mr.  R.  M.  Tarbox  of  International  Engineer  Company,  then  gave  a 
review  going  back  to  19  74.     He  stated  that  they  only  do  work  that  TIP 
requests  them  to  do.     In  February,  he  stated,  they  gave  an  estimate 
of  what  would  be  required  to  the  end  of  1977 — about  $222,000.  Mr. 
Bei  and  Mr.  Cauthen  got  together  and  they  looked  over  their  estimate 
and  cut  them  back  in  some  places.     In  these  places,  they  figured  they 
could  do  the  work  with  the  people  they  had.     He  stated  that  he  has 
provided  City  with  the  estimate  as  they  see  it  now — $200,458,  which 
he  thinks  will  take  them  through  the  job,  but  there  is  no  guarantee. 

Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  the  job  started  out  with  construction 
at  $7  Million  in  1970,  and  he  realizes  that  v/hat  has  happened  has  been 
due  to  unforeseen  problems  and  inflation,  and  was  wondering  will 
there  be  an  Amendment  #4?    Mr.  Tarbox  stated  that  he  did  not  know, 
Mr,  Bei  stated  that  he  has  made  up  a  table  of  check-points  to  monitor 
the  expenditures  of  the  consultant. 

Mr.  Cauthen  then  referred  to  the  table  and  stated  that  lECO  may  not 
spend  more  than  the  amount  in  the  month  as  shown,  so  they  wouldn't 
run  out  of  the  $200,000  and  have  to  come  back. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Carey  re  a  design  omission,  Mr,  Cauthen 
stated  that  an  error  or  omission  is  a  basis  for  a  claim  only  if  it 
reaches  the  negligent  category. 

Commissioner  Flynn  said  the  minutes  of  July  29th  show  he  had 
requested  a  progress  report  be  turned  in  each  month  until  the  job  is 
completed..     Mr.  Cauthen  stated  this  could  not  be  done.  Commissioner 
Flynn  felt  that  information  should  flow  better  to  the  Commission  and 
requested  that  Mr.  Bei  and  Mr.  Cauthen,  as  soon  as  they  have  found 
there  is  a  problem,  to  provide  the  information  immediately  to  the 
Commission.     Mr,  Bei  stated  that  he  would  include  a  st-atns  report  on 
the  lECO  project  at  the  soooaxiti  aaac^tija/^  q£  e=^<^h  m-on-hb* 
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On  roll  call,  the  Commission  approved  Resolution  No.  76-0181.

Resolution  No.   76-0184,  awarding  the  contract  for  placing  transit 
advertising  on  vehicles  of  the  Municipal  Railway  to  Metromedia,  Inc. 
for  a  period  of  five  years  commencing  July  1,  19  76. 

Mianicipal  Railway  General  Manager  Curtis  E.  Green  said  the  Commission 
approved  bid  specifications  and  called  for  bids  on  February  24.  Bid 
date  opening  was  extended  to  March  19th,  and  then  subsequently  to 
March  26.     The  Commission  later  adopted  tv/o  resolutions  reducing  the 
terms  of  the  surety  bond  to  enable  additional  advertising  agencies 
to  bid  on  the  contract.     On  that  date  bids  were  opened  and  read. 
The  only  responsive  proposal  received  was  from  Metro  Transit 
Advertising,  the  present  contractor.     Their  offer  of  50%  of  gross 
revenue  with  a  minimum  guarantee  of  $400,000  per  year  is  a  fair, 
responsive  and  reasonable  offer  and  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
City. 

Mr.  Steve  Strauss  of  Transit  Ads,  Inc.  stated  that  his  company  was 
sorry  they  were  not  able  to  bid,  but  that  the  last  amount  of  the 
surety  bond  was  still  unacceptable  as  it  was  still  higher  than 
required  by  other  companies,  also  others  do  not  have  a  requirement 
for  liquidated  damages.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

Work  began  this  month  on  the  repairs  to  the  lining  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  2 
by  Granite  Construction  Company.    They  elected  to  clean  the  interior  of  the  pipe 
by  forcing  a  large  plastic  "pig"  through  the  line  with  water  pressure.  Three 
cleaning  pigs  were  purchased,  each  having  a  different  amount  and  configuration 
of  wire  brushes,  plus  one  de-watering  pig.    City  forces  released  water  from 
Oakdale  Portal  whenever  the  contractor  was  ready  to  proceed.    By  carefully  con- 
trolling gate  openings  at  Moccasin,  Red  Mountain  Bar  and  Oakdale,  it  was  possible 
to  provide  this  additional  12  million  gallons  of  water  without  interfering  with 
normal  delivery  of  water  to  the  City.    This  amount  of  water  was  sufficient  to  force 
the  pig  through  the  pipe  in  approximately  five  hours  at  a  speed  of  about  five  feet 
per  second.    The  cleaning  action  of  this  type  pig  was  insufficient  to  remove  all 
the  slime  and  loose  mortar  from  the  interior  so  was  abandoned  after  seven  passes. 
Plans  are  now  underway  by  the  contractor  to  further  clean  the  pipe  by  sandblasting.

Work  started  on  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  feeder  under- 
grounding  work  on  Folsom  and  Howard  Streets  to  be  included  in  Contract  HH-448.

The  insulated  power  cable  manufacturer,  Cyprus  Wire  and  Cable  Company,  continued 
deliveries  under  the  purchase  contract.    Approximately  115,000  feet  of  cable  was 
delivered  to  the  City's  contractors  for  installation  in  the  Market  Street  Subway 
and  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  electrification  contracts. 
Overhead  Modifications 

Contract  HH-517,  "K"  Line  -  Transit  Power  Facilities,  Street  Lighting  and  Related 
Work,  awarded  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  February  10,  1976  to  Amelco 
Electric  Company,  who  submitted  the  low  bid  of  $132,865,  is  awaiting  certification 
by  the  City  Controller.    This  work  includes  trolley  pole  replacement,  overhead  trolley 
wire  reconstruction  and  street  lighting  on  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  from  St.  Francis 
Circle  to  Ocean  Avenue  and  feeder  undergrounding  on  West  Portal  Avenue,  Junipero  Serra 
Boulevard  and  Ocean  Avenue,  from  Ulloa  Street  to  Harold  Avenue.

A  general  sign-up  was  planned  to  become  effective  April  4,  1976.  Included 
were  change  of  Line  5  "Owl"  service  to  trolley  coach  operation:  two  new 
lines:     #54  Williams  and  #70  Lake  Merced;  reroute  Line  #36  to  BART  and  ex- 
tend Line  #81  over  Felton  and  Persia  to  BART  thence  southerly  portion  of 
Line  #36;  and  Mission  Corridor  reductions  in  service  on  motor  coach  Lines 
14X,  14L,  14GL,  17X,  26X,  and  52. 

The  Union  filed  a  grievance  on  the  schedules,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  no  disputed  schedules  can  be  placed  in  effect  until 
the  grievance  is  settled.     Plans  for  the  General  Sign-up  have  been  cancelled 
and  none  of  the  changes  will  go  into  effect  in  April.

Construction  of  a  new  station  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  start  in  May, 
Since  the  contract  provides  for  the  shutdown  of  streetcar  service  throuc^h 
Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  on  15  weekends,  schedules  are  being  prepared  for  the  sub- 
stitution of  bus  service.

CoLimission  on  Ilarch  9,  19f^6  to  reconsider  the  revision 
of  rates  of  the  .jater  Department.

The  Doard 
also  indicated  that  the  2.9  million  dollars  from  the 
sale  of  lands  to  the  Ctate  for  1-2  83  v/ould  be  released 
v/hich  Flight  perm,it  a  reduced  rate  block  and  a  lesser 
increase  in  all  other  rates  and  charges.     The  Jater 
Departiient  proposal  before  the  Commission  at  this  meet- 
ing recoLimended  the  establishr-ient  of  a    reduced  rate  of 
30<:  per  100  cubic  feet  for  tne  first  300  cubic  feet 
used  by  the  consumer,  and  a  5  percent  increase  in  all 
other  rates  and  charges,  the  revenue  from  which,  along 
vTith  the  2.9  million  dollars,  would  provide  sufficient 
funds  for  the  1976==77  budget.     The  Public  Utilities 
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Cor.iraission  continued  the  hearing  to  '"larch  23  to  permit 
Commissioners  to  review  and.  consider  infonaation  on

On  Fel^ruary  10 ,  the  Cleric  of  the  Board  had 
written  to  the  Public  Utilities  Coiiiuission  at  the 
request  of  Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  requesting  the 
Commission  to   'explore  the  possibility  of  granting  a 
householder's  discount  which  could  also  be  termed  a 
"° lifeline  rate."' 

The  Public  Utilities  Comriission  resuraed  the  public 
hearing  on  r larch  23  to  reconsider  the  proposed  revision 
of  rates  of  the  V^ater  Departraento     At  trie  conclusion  of 
the  hearing,  tlie  Public  Utilitie3  Commission  adopted  a 
revision  of  ratas  to  include  a  reduced  rate  of  30<: 
per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  first  60  0  cubic  feet  used 
per  month  by  all  consumers,  and  a  5.75  increase  in  all 
other  rates  and  charges  of  the  Water  Department  based  on 
the  release  of  the  impounded  2,9  million  dollars. 

i  To  bring  this  matter  up-to-date,  the  Boari  held 
a  hearing  on  April  12,  1976  on  the  rates  adopted  Iry  the 
Commission  on  ilarch  23,  197G.     The  Board  v;as  advisea  by 
representatives  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  that  a 
reduced  rate  block  vre.s  not  in  conformity  with  the  exist- 
ing Federal  District  Court  injunction,  and  Ilr.  Miller 
advised  that  v/hile  the  Peninsula  users  had  agreed  to  the 
reduced  rate  block  for  300  cubic  feet  per  months  that  the 
extension  to  600  cubic  feet  per  month  was  not  acceptable. 
The  Board  approved  the  recommended  revision  of  rates  in 
the  hope  that  the  Peninsula  users  would  accept  the  600- 
cublc  feet  rate  block.     There  has  been  no  subsequent 
conimunication  on  this  subject  with  Mr.  Miller  or  any  of 
the  Peninsula  customers . 

Future  Rate  Revision 

The  Water  Department  received  on  February  27,  1976 
a  certified  true  copy  dated  February  24,  1976  of  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
February  9  a  1976,     This  resolution  resolved^  "That, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2.^00  of  the  Charter, 
this  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  requests  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  to  review  its  practice  and 
procedure  in  the  establishment  of  rates  for  the  famish- 
ing of  services  by  said  Department  with  the  objective  of 
reducing  or  eliminating  the  preferential  rates  granted 
to  large  quantity  consumers,  and  submit  the  results  of 
such  review  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors.'*     The  Mayor 
approved  this  resolution  on  February  13,  1976  ,  co.. :ur~ 
ring  in  the  desire  of  the  Board,  and  he  further  stated ^ 
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"It  Is  my  expectation  that  the  existing  staff  of  the 
Water  Department  will  undertake  this  study.  The 
Mayor's  Office  will  not  approve  any  request  for  supple- 
mental funding  for  this  purpose." 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  memorandums  to  the 
Members  of  the  Commission,  this  is  a  major  undertaking 
and  cannot  be  undertaken  without  some  increase  in  staff. 
It  is  possible  that  as  the  in-house  work  progresses  it 
will  be  necessary  to  secure  assistance  from  a  consultant 
who  is  a  recognized  expert  in  water  rates. 

Craft  Work  Stoppage 

Several  Unions ^  including  Plumbers  and  Plumber- 
related  classes.  Electricians ,  Machinists ^  and  Laborers 5 
which  are  essential  to  Water  Department  operations,  vjent 
on  'Ttrikci  on  Mj.rch  31,  1976.     Other  craj?t  Unions,  such  as 
Stiitionary  and  Operating  Engineers,  Truck  Drivers,  Auto 
Machinists,  and  Painters,  also  essential  to  Water  Depart- 
ment operations,  observed  che  picket  lines.  Permission 
was  granted  to  man  the  v/ater  treatment  plants  with  Chief 
and  Senior  Stationary  Engineers >  for  Gatemen  at  City 
Distribution  Division  and  Peninsula  Division  around  the 
clock,  as  well  as  for  one  Stationary  Engineer  in  the 
City;  and  for  operation  of  the  Crystal  Springs  Pumping 
Station.     (This  plant  was  picketed  and  shutdown  about 
one  week  later.)     Contrary  to  past  strikes,  permission 
to  work  a  crew  to  repair  leaks  and  for  emergencies  was 
not  granted.

Commission  President  John  F.  Henning,  Jr.,  stated  that  Commissioners 
had  received  copies  of  a  communication  from  District  Attorney 
John  Freitas,  Jr.  regarding  the  City's  participation  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  Federal  LEAA  funds  amounting  to  $388,000  for  an  8-month 
demonstration  program  to  be  conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Youth 
Service  Bureau  for  the  purpose  of  combating  juvenile  crime  related 
to  Muni  incidents.     The  funds  would  allow  employment  of  241  youths 
and  18  adults  whose  goal  would  be  to  identify  violent-prone  youth 
and  discourage  them  from  committing  acts  of  violence  on  the  City's 
municipal  transit  system.

Commissioner  Henning  noted  that  these  overtime  hours  were  worked  for 
three  years  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  suit  in  October  19  71,  which 
indicates  the  claim  has  been  pending  for  eight  years.     He  stated 
that  although  the  amount  was  relatively  small  in  this  case,  there 
should  be  some  way  to  speed  the  process. 

Commissioner  Byrne  asked  why  double  time  was  being  paid  in  this 
instance  where  the  use  of  a  second  shift  v/ith  a  15%  differential 
could  possible  be  more  economical. 

Kenneth  R.  Boyd,  Water  Department  Assistant  General  Manager,  explained 
that  during  the  years  of  the  suit — 196  8  to  19  71— the  watershed  keepers 
were  not  working  second  shifts.     A  man  went  down  early  in  the  morning 
and  opened  the  gate  and  again  went  back  in  the  evening  to  close  it. 
However,  the  time  is  now  being  divided  to  accomplish  this  and  the 
men  are  working  staggered  hours.

Resolution  No,   76-0197,  authorizing  bid  call  for  Municipal  Railway 
contract  No,   616  for  new  transit  stpp  signs  at  Muni  boarding  locations. 
Phase  I, 

Rino  Bei ,  Transit  Improvement  Program  project  manager,  presented  a 
model  of  the  new  passenger  stop  signs  that  were  developed  by  his  staff 
working  together  with  consultant  Walter  Landor  &  Associates.     Eighty - 
three  percent  of  the  funds  for  the  three-year  program  comes  from 
Federal  interstate  freeway  trust  fund  to  be  utilized  for  transit  pur- 
poses.    The  contract  calls  for  furnishing  and  installing  1500  passen- 
ger stop  signs — the  first  part  of  the  project  to  provide  signs  at  all 
5000  transit  stops  in  the  City. 

In  answer  to  Comraissioner  Henning' s  query  as  to  whether  different  lan- 
guages, depending  upon  the  neighborhood,  would  be  used  on  the  signs, 
Mr  Bei  stated  this  had  been  considered  but  rejected  because  the  amount 
of  language  would  require  such  small  lettering  as  to  make  the  signs 
almost  illegible. 

Commissioner  Carey  asked  if  the  lettering  was  to  be  luminous  for 
better  visibility  in  the  dark,     Mr.  Bei  said  the  signs  would  be  depen- 
dent upon  the  available  street  lighting,  which  in  San  Francisco  is 
sufficient.

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.   76-0198,  approving  bid  call  for 
Phase  II  of  the  Municipal  Railway  passenger  shelter  program,  which 
calls  for  an  additional  65  shelters  at  principal  transfer  point  loca- 
tions throughout  the  City.     The  first  phase  of  the  program  is  now 
underway,  with  56  shelters  being  erected.     This  program  is  also  83 
percent  funded  by  Federal  Aid-Urban  Systems  grant.

Mr.  Bei  described  the  program  and  answered  questions  from  Commissioners 
Henning  and  Larsen  as  to  the  accessibility  for  the  handicapped.  Some 
of  the  structures  will  be  merely  shelters,  where  the  waiting  is  short; 
and  benches  will  be  provided  where  the  waiting  is  longer. 


The  Commission  ratified  Resolution  No,   76-0188,  approved  by  telephone 
poll  of  the  Commission  conducted  on  May  7,  1976.     This  resolution 
authorizes  the  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  to  make  certain 
adjustments  and  refunds  on  the  Muni  Fast  Passes  because  of  the  recent 
City  employees'   labor  dispute  which  resulted  in  shutdown  of  the  Muni 
transit  vehicles  March  31  to  May  8,  1976?  and  requests  the  Controller 
to  take  all  necessary  actions  to  facilitate  the  accomplishment  of 
these  objectives. 

Dr.  John  M.  Christensen,  Jr.,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance,  ex- 
plained that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  its  Resolution  24  3-76  on 
April  5,  1976,  urged  the  Municipal  Railway  to  implement  an  adjustment 
mechanism  to  extend  the  Muni  Fast  Passes  which  were  made  unuseable. 
One  day  of  the  March  passes  and  all  days  of  the  April  passes  which 
were  sold  fall  within  this  category.     Also  services  which  could  have 
been  provided  by  Fast  Passes  during  the  month  of  May  have  become 
abbreviated. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  whether  this  necessitated  the  rates  and 
charges  processes  set  forth  in  the  Charter  provisions.     Dr.  Christensen 
said  this  was  not  necessary  inasmuch  as  the  passes  are  being  extended 
to  give  full  use.

The  drought  of  1975 -7^  was  one  of  the  most  severe  in  Alameda  Couxaty 
history.    The  effects  of  this  drought  on  Alam.eda  County's  range  land  is 
widespread  and  disastrous  in  many  ways,     I  will  comment  on  the  physical 
conditions  of  the  county  range  lands  due  to  the  drought: 

1.  Erosion  Hazard 

Since  our  normal  fall/winter  rains  (November^.  December,  January, 
and  February)  did  not  come,  there  is  virtually  no  new  vegetation. 
Cattle  operations  rely  on  this  new  green  feed  to  put  weight  on 
feeder  animals  and  supply  needed  forage  for  cow/calf  operation?-. 
Livestock  as  well  as  wildlife  have  been  forced  to  eat  vegetation 
left  from  last  year  (all  operators  were  forced  to  supp3iement  feed 
or  dispose  of  livestock).     The  removal  of  last  year's  vegetation 
plus  little  new  vegetation  has  created  a  serious  erosion  hazard. 
There  is  very  little  vegetation  on  the  ground  to  buffer  rain  when 
it  does  come  and  to  slow  moving  water. 

2.  Future  Problem.s 

There  has  been  a  loss  of  natural  seed  in  the  ground  and  the  future 
problem  of  little  seed,  for  next  year's  growing  sea.son.    About  50 
of  this  year's  seed  germinated  with  early  rains  in  October,  With 
the  subsequent  lack  of  moisture,  these  plants  died--leaving  less 
seed,  in  the  ground.    Even  if  we  get  normal  rains  from  March  on,  th 
growing  season  is  not  long  enough  for  vegetation  to  set  abundant 
seed.    This  will  result  in  range  degrading  and  may  take  a  few  year 
to  return  to  normal* 

Methods  to  alleviate  these  problems  are  to  drastically  reduce  the  number 
of  livestock  on  the  range  at  the  present  time;  delay  grazing  next  year 
until  vegetation  has  become  well  established;  reduce  the  number  of  live- 
stock during  next  year's  grazing  season;  and  in  areas  of  critical  condit 
defer  grazing  until  after  vegetation  has  set  seed.

Highlights 

April  1976  ended  the  third  year  of  the  Power  Improvement  Program.    Approximately  $22 
million  of  the  original  $30  million  UMTA  grant  has  been  expended  or  encumbered.    A  $23 
million  grant  amendment  is  pending  approval  by  UMTA.     The  professional  services  contracts 
for  engineering  design  are  757o  completed.     Electrification  of  the  Market  Street  Subway 
and  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  is  under  construction  (3  contracts)  with  completion  scheduled  for 
September  1976,     Property  acquisition  for  new  substations  is  essentially  completed.  Six 
of  the  fourteen  new  substations  are  under  construction  (3  contracts)  with  the  first 
scheduled  to  be  in  service  by  July  1976.    About  50%  of  the  $6  million  of  new  substation 
equipment  purchased  in  July  1974  has  been  delivered.     The  feeder  underground ing  program 
is  well  under  way.     Eleven  completed  contracts  and  seven  contracts  in  progress  complete 
the  underground  duct  lines  for  the  streetcar  system  and  some  trolley  coach  lines.  Feeder 
cable  installation  has  commenced.

Vandalisi'i  increased  in  ?vjTil  at  Peninsula  Division, 
particularly  in  fence  dainage  and  loss  of  locks  and  chains. 

221  trespassers  v/ere  evicted.     Several  vehicle 
accidents  occurred  on  Sairyer  Carap  Road.     It  \ras  necessary 
for  the  Departrient  to  enlist  the  aid  of  the  local  Police 
Departraent  in  oraer  to  evict  trespassers. 

Approximately  300  of  the  744  trespassers  evicted 
from  Alameda  Division  ^/aterslied  were,  si'vjhted  in  the  area 
between  Last.  Bay  Regional  Parli  and  Calaveras  Dan.  Fences 
were  cut  at  several  locations  and  a  16-foot  9 cite  near 
Calaveras  Road  South  of  the  filter  plant  was  pulled  off 
its  hinges  and  destroyed  by  vandals » 

Some  vandalisL'.  of  City  and  private  vehicle  tires 
occurred  at  City  Distribution  Division  during  this 
period.     Vandalisia  of  valves and  appurtances  in  several 
locations  also  occurred.     Opened  valves  on  the  University 
iiound  4o-inch  lines,  near  Farraers  Ilarket  resulted  in 
wastage  of  8G  uillion  gallons  of  water.     At  lowest  rate 
block  charges  the  value  is  $17,616.00. 

Craft  V.ork  Stoppage 

Because  of  tiie  strike  of  crafts  eraployees,  only 
emergency  water  transfer  operations  were  perforrried 
during  the  month  of  April  at  Peninsula  i.)ivision.  Crystal 
Springs  Pump  Station  was  shutdown  because  of  the  work 
stoppage.

SAU  FRANCISCO  WATER  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  ON  ITS  OPERATIONS 
DURING  STRIKE  BY  CITY  WORKERS  COMMENCING  ViEDNESDAY, 
MARCH  31,   AND  ENDING  FRIDAY,   KAY  7,  1976 


At  the  onset  of  the  strike  on  V^ednesday,  March  31,  1976, 
various  striking  City  employees  conunenced  picketing  VJater  Depart- 
ment facilities  at  the  Sunol,  Peninsula  and  City  Distribution 
Headquarters,  Alemany  Pumps,  Crystal  Springs  Pumps,  San  Andreas 
Water  Treatment  facility  and  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  facility. 

All  field  operating  personnel  in  the  City  Distribution 
Division,  Peninsula,  Alameda,  VJater  Quality  and  Commercial  Divisions 
withheld  tiieir  labor  with  the  exception  of  one  Chief  or  Senior 
Stationary  Engineer  per  shift  at  San  Andreas  Filter  Plant  and  at  the 
Sunol  Valley  Treatment  Plant  plus  a  Chief  Stationary  Engineer  at  the 
latter  plant.     These  employees  worked  by  virtue  of  a  memorandum  agree- 
ment signed  by  Local  Union  3  9  of  the  Stationary  Engineers  Union. 
The  "Strike  Comniittee"  sanctioned  Telephone  Operators  around  the  clock 
at  City  Distribution  Division  Headquarters  and  at  the  Millbrae  Yard. 
One  Stationary  Engineer   (supervisory)   plus  two  other  Senior  Stationary 
Engineers  were  permitted  to  operate  the  Central  Control  System  at 
1990  Newcomb  Avenue  and  to  inspect  on  a  timely  basis  the  Lake  Merced 
Pumping  Station  which  supplies  Sunset  and  Sutro  Reservoirs. 

For  tiie  first  day,  one  Foreman   (Gateman)   and  two  District 
Servicemen  v.'cre  permitted  by  the  Strike  Committee  to  perform  their 
functions  with  relation  to  fires,  main  breaks  and  water  outages.  On 
tiie  second  day  of  the  strike  these  men  withheld  their  labor,  although 
one  General  Foreman  continuously  throughout  the  strike  uas  available 
for  third  alarm  fires.     Consultation  between  the  Water  Department 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  led  to  an  arrangement  whereby 
the  Fire  Dex^artment  would  require  Water  Department  services  for 
additional  pressure  only  in  areas  where  no  high  pressure  system 
hydrants  were  available,  or  upon  direct  special  request.     No  diffi- 
culties were  encountered  in  fire  fighting  capability  through  lack  of 
water,  except  for  a  36  Incur  period  in  which  parts  of  the  Richmond 
District  were  without  any  water  and  the  balance  of  the  District  had 
reduced  pressure,  as  did  smaller  areas  in  the  Northeast  section  of 
San  Francisco  where  served  by  Sunset  Reservoir. 

The  picketing  at  the  gates  of  the  facilities  noted  above  con- 
tinued throughout  the  strike,  v/ith  varying  numbers  of  City  employees 
manning  the  lines  in  company  with  employees  belonging  to  Unions  which 
were  not  directly  on  strike  but  were  respecting  such  lines. 

Tiie  clerical,  engineering  and  administrative  employees  (white 
collar)  were  at  about  70  percent  strength  on  the  first  day  of  the 
strike  and  at  its  conclusion  were  at  about  90  percent.     These  figures 
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are  approximate  because  of  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  precise 
numbers  of  unfilled  requisitions,   jury  duty,   illness  and  vacation, 
etc. 

Revenue  Operations 

Due  to  the  absence  of  Meter  Readers,  it  became  necessary  for 
the  Department  to  "average"  water  bills.     Billing  operations  continued 
throughout  the  period  Of  the  stri]:e.     There  will  be  an  unusual  number 
of  complaints  during  the  next  month  because  of  such  averaging  but  it 
is  not  anticipated  that  great  difficulty  v/ill  ensue.     With  the  absence 
of  District  Water  Servicemen,   follow  up  of  delinquent  accounts  was 
discontinued,  and  it  is  expected  it  will  be  some  six  months  or  so 
before  we  will  again  bo  current  in  this  activity.     The  backlog  of 
customer  complaints  concerning  poor  volume,  noise  in  pipes,  faulty 
meters  and  similar  problems  may  not  bo  brought  into  control  for  a 
month  or  so.     Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  to  handle  the  incom- 
ing cash  in  order  that  it  be  placed  on  deposit  in  the  appropriate 
manner . 

Nearly  all  otlier  commercial  activities  were  maintained  in  nor- 
mal fashion  although  some  difficulty  may  be  experienced  in  "write-off" 
of  delinquent  accounts. 

Engineering 

The  engineering  activities  of  the  Department  v/ere  hampered, 
especially  v;ith  relation  to  the  massive  sewer  program  v;hich  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  handling  on  a  crash  basis.     Every  effort 
was  made  to  include  the  Water  Department  work  necessary  within  the 
Department  of  Public  Works'  contracts,  but  it  is  felt  that  there  may 
have  been  errors  and  omissions  which  may  hopefully  be  corrected  in 
the  near  future.

Treatment  Plant 
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Water  Transmission  and  Distribution 

With  the  closing  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Powerhouse  by  striking 
employees,  the  Water  Department  was  forced  to  furnish  all  resale 
customers,  other  suburban  customers  and  the  City  itself  from  local 
storage  in  San  Antonio,  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas 
Dams,     Commencing  Friday,  April  2,  the  Sunol  Treatment  Plant  was  put 
on  line  with  reserve  backup  of  Irving  ton  Pumps.     The  maximum  available 
water  was  thereupon  established  at  166  million  gallons  daily.  Diffi- 
culties vvere  encountered  with  the  San  7\ntonio  Pumps  during  this  opera- 
tion but  through  ingenious,  albeit  makeshift,  adjustments  by  our 
management     employees,  at  no  time  did  we  go  below  such  capability. 
On  Thursday,  May  6,  between  the  hours  of  8:30  a.m.  and  9:30  p.m. 
the  entire  166  million  gallon  daily  rate  was  used.     There  was  a 
reduction  in  pressure  at  the  Millbrae  Division  area  v/hich  indicated 
that  demand  was  actually  in  excess  of  this  flow.     However,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  complaints  of  lowered,  pressure,  the  V7ater  Depart- 
ment managed  to  survive,      (Note:     Had  the  strike  continued  until 
Tuesday,  f'lay  11,   1976,  when  the  system  instantaneous  demand  reached 
approximately  195  million  gallons,  all  of  the  communities  wliich  we 
serve  in  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  and  part  of  San  .Sateo  Counties  v/ould 
have  been  v/hoily  or  partially  out  of  water  during  daylight  hours.) 
As  it  was,  we  v;ere  only  able  to  maintain  water  to  these  suburban 
customers  by  having  Alameda  County  Water  District,  Palo  Alto,  Mountain 
View  and  other  of  our  customers  utilize  other  water  resources  avail- 
able to  them  to  tho  maximum  degree.     Service  to  San  Francisco  and 
other  coinnvanities  :Jorth  of  our  Crystal  Springs  Lakes  were  maintained 
with  no  great  problem,  although  the  closure  by  picketing  of  Crystal 
Springs  Pump  Station  has  caused  a  precariously  low  level  of  water  in 
San  Andreas  Dam. 

The  Department  will  be  forced  into  unusual  operating  proced- 
ures in  supplying  customers  from  various  reservoirs  until  the  rainy 
season  commences.     Extra  pumping  to  San  Antonio  Reservoir  from  Hetch 
Hetchy  sources  may  bo  required. 

The  unusual  loading  at  continued  high  quantities  on  our  v/ater 
treatment  plants  and  two  pumping  stations  in  Alameda  County  will 
require  extensive  inspection  of  parts,  moving  equipment,  etc.,  which, 
in  turn,  may  require  some  repair  to  a  degree  not  presently  knovm. 

Operations 

It  should  be  noted  that  with  minor  exceptions  our  Watershed 
Keepers  worked  throughout  the  strike,  thus  affording  a  liigh  degree 
of  security  to  our  v/atershed  properties.     No  serious  problems  occurred 
either  at  Sunol  or  at  the  Peninsula  except  those  connected  with  trans- 
mission of  water.     There  are,  however,  tv/o  large  pipeline  leaks  in 
San  riateo  County  v/hich  will  be  repaired  in  routine  fashion  since 
neither  is  causing  any  property  damage. 
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Tlie  City  Distribution  Division  suffered  tremendously  during 
this  critical  x^eriod,  having  approximately  300  water  leaks  of  major 
or  minor  consequence  during  the  strike.     Some  of  the  difficulties 
reported  were  overcome  by  ingenious  methods  which  kept  houses  in 
v/ater  altiiough  the  leaks  remained  running  in  the  street.     In  several 
instances  homes  were  connected  from  backyard  to  backyard  by  garden 
hose.     In  at  least  three  other  instances  holes  were  dug,  and  the 
Department  furnished  electric  pumps  to  be  used  to  avoid  property 
damage.     In  other  instances  major  and  minor  repairs  v;ere  made  by  a 
handful  of  management  employees,  including  management  employees  from 
the  Peninsula. 

In  two  major  instances  ii,'jiich  v/ere  covered  thoroughly  by  the 
news  media  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  contractual  help  for  the  30" 
main  repair  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  for  an  8"  main  at  Gough  and 
Sutter  Streets.     The  backlog  of  leaks  is  now  being  reduced  satis- 
factorily and  overtime  is  expended  only  in  the  rarest  of  instances 
where  shutting  down  of  mains  during  daylight  hours  would  be  injurious 
to  such  places  as  Macy ' s  warehouse,  with  2  50  employees,  the  Broadmoar 
Hotel,  and  a  few  other  limited  situations. 

The  amount  of  additional  paving  damage  or  undermining  of 
streets  because  of  long  delay  in  making  repairs  is  of  some  consequence, 
although  no  dangerous  situations  have  been  uncovered,  and  has  vindi- 
cated the  judgment  of  the  management  personnel  in  all  instances  where 
it  was  deemed  appropriate  to  leave  such  leaks  unrepaired. 

Public  complaints  conce^rning  unsightly  leaks  in  the  street 
were  few.     Except  for  the  Richmond  District  on  April  27  and  28, 
complaints  concerning  poor  pressure  were  fev;  and  ordinarily  rectified 
by  some  temporary  "sleight  of  hand".     Public  complaint  generally  was 
light  and  we  enjoyed  general  public  acceptance  of  difficulties  which 
faced  this  Department  and  the  City.     A  high  degree  of  liaison  vms 
maintained  betv/een  our  operating  heads,  our  Water  Department's 
security  heads,  Mr,  Harry  Tracy,  and  the  chief  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Comjiiission  security  forces,  Mr.  George  England.     From  time  to  time 
Police  protection  was  needed,  and  was  furnished  most  adequately  by 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  and  in  particular  by  Supervising  Captain 
Don  Taylor.     As  the  strike  progressed  it  becam.e  necessary  to  secure 
the  services  of  guards  at  several  of  our  facilities. 

Vandalism  and  Water  Department  Security 

During  the  strike  certain  instances  arose  v/hich  could  be 
attributed  only  to  vandalism.     The  main  service  valve  to  Candlestick 
Park  V7as  shut  by  parties  unknown  but  was  opened  with  some  difficulty. 
It  will  require  repairs.     Two  "blowoff"  valves  on  the  University 
Mound  lines  near  Farmers  Market  were  opened,  with  an  approximate  loss 
of  80  million  gallons  of  water.     These  valves  were  closed  by  a 
coterie  of  Water  Department  personnel  experienced  in  scuba  diving. 
Air  valves  on  the  30  inch  main  crossing  Golden  Gate  Park  adjacent  to 
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the  handball  courts  and  aquarium  were  vandalised.     It  v/as  necessary 
to  engage  the  serviceG  of  contractors  to  m^ike  repairs,     hn  0-inch 
main  in  Paul  Avenue  laid  in  the  open  on  a  bridge  crossing  of  Southern 
Pacific  Company's  right-of-way  was  broken  twice  by  parties  unknown. 
Repairs  were  effected  by  management  personnel.     Other  more  minor  dis- 
ruptive activities  connected  with  the  gate  operating  equipment  at 
City  Distribution  Yard,   ice  picking  of  City  vehicle  tires  and  similar 
situations  were  encountered.     From  the  incidents   that  occurred  it 
almost  seems  that  the  Water  Department  and/or  the  City  was  being  shown 
that  much  worse  damage,  v/ater  outage  and  equipment  destruction  could 
have  been  done  if  the  vandals  so  desired. 

Operating  Personnel 

Witii  the  absence  of  virtually  all  field  personnel  and  the 
assumption  of  their  duties  by  management  staff,   it  is  impossible  to 
give  adequate  praise  to  the  unselfish,   untiring  and  intelligent 
activities  of  many  people.     Division  heads,  assistant  division  heads 
and  superintendents  joined  together  at  any  Division  to  overcome  an 
instant  emergency  no  matter  iiow  many  hours  they  Jiad  worked  prior  to 
the  occurrence  and  thereafter.     It  is  douijted  that  some  of  our  people 
were  able  to  get  6  consecutive  Iiours  of  rest  during  the  3  8  day  period. 
Their  unselfishness  \w'as  carried  to  such  extremes  tliat  one  of  our  men, 
Edmund  Brodie ,  was  sidelined  by  his  doctors  in  consideration  of  a 
large  bump  on  Ixis  elbow  which  he  had  carried  around  for  a  prior, 
and  for  com.plete  exliaustion.     Without  particular  reference  to  their 
positions  in  the  Departmexit ,  the  follo\^'ing  personnel  are  considered 
)jy  this  Department  to  be  worthy  of  conimendation  for  incredible  work:

Communications ; 

Commission  President  John  F.  Henning,  Jr.,  reported  receipt  of  a 
June  3,  19  76,  comjtiuni cation  from  the  Citizens  Advisory  Panel  (CAP) 
for  Transit  Improvement,  regarding  the  pending  disposal  of  all  but 
100  of  the  current  fleet  of  ilUNI  electric  trolley  coaches. 

In  the  letter  CAP  suggests  that  MUNI  maintain  possession  of  all 
useful  electric  vehicles  and  related  equipment,  pending  outcome  of 
a  study  of  the  potential  for  electrified  MUNI  service.     They  request 
that  the  MUNI  retain  possession  of  all  2  35  electric  trolley  buses 
powered  by  General  Electric  motors?  and  recommend  that  all  salvage- 
able equipment  of  the  balance  of  these  electric  vehicles  be  retained. 

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  described  the  key 
features  of  the  MUWI's  electric  trolley  coach  replacement  program. 
As  each  of  the  345  new  trolley  coaches  arrives,  the  old  vehicle  it 
replaces  is  turned  over  to  the  City  Purchaser  for  disposition. 
Wilbur  Smith  &  Associates  is  currently  undertaking  a  study  concerning 
future  operational  procedures  of  the  system.     In  view  of  the 
Commission's  policy  of  maximum  use  of  electically  powered  transit, 
MUNI  is  retaining  100  coaches  v/ith  recommendations  of  the  Smith  study 
in  mind.     Those  retained  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  mechanical 
soundness . 

Regarding  the  CAP  request,  Mr.  Green  said  he  had  no  quarrel  v/ith  this 
recommendation.     The  problem,  however,  is  that  MUNI  has  neither  facil- 
ities    or  money  for  long-term  storage  of  vehicles.     If  those  problems 
can  be  met,  the  183  General  Electric  trolley  coaches  could  be  removed 
from  the  auction  lists,  pending  outcome  of  the  Wilbur  Smith  study. 

Sam  Walker,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Transport  Workers  Union,  requested 
certain  safety  precautions  with  regard  to  the  operator's  seat  if  the 
old  electric  coaches  are  to  be  refurbished  for  future  use. 

Robin  Hood,  President,  and  Maurice  Klebolt,  Chairman-Planning  & 
Operations  Committee,  of  CAP,  urged  the  Commission's  concurrence 
with  their  suggestion.     Mr.  Kelbolt  spoke  of  the  potential  saving 
to  the  City  through  retention  of  the  coaches,  and  stated  he  would  like 
to  work  with  Mr.  Green  in  finding  a  storage  site. 

Commissioner  Larsen  introduced  Resolution  No.   76-02  31,  calling  for  the 
removal  of  183  General  Electric  trolley  coaches  from  the  auction  list 
of  sale  June  11,  19  76,  directing  that  the  MUNI  address  itself  to  the 
problem  of  long-term  storage  and  the  possibility  of  refurbishing  and 
using  these  vehicles  in  future  electrification  plans,  and  stating 
further  that  the  permanent  retention  of  these  vehicles  be  contingent 
on  the  funding  for  storage.     Commissioner  Carey  seconded  the  motion 
and  it  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Commission. 


***** 
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New  Business; 


Commissioner  Henning  announced  that  it  will  be  the  general  policy  of 
this  Commission  to  pursue  quarterly  meetings  in  the  neighborhoods,  to 
be  held  in  public  schools  in  the  evenings.     This  will  provide  an 
opportunity  for  more  public  participation  by  the  citizens  in  the  PUC 
meetings.     It  is  anticipated  the  first  meeting  will  be  conducted  in 
August  or  September,  and  it  will  be  duly  announced. 

Commissioner  Henning  said  that  in  the  vein  of  developing  more  public 
participation,  the  Commissioners  are  compiling  a  lengthy  series  of 
questions  to  be  answered  by  staff,  designed  to  cover  all  aspects  of 
the  functions  of  the  Commission  and  its  departments,  to  be  used  as  a 
basis  for  developmnet  of  policy.     These  will  be  made  available  to  the 
public. 

The  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  designed  as  education  for 
the  new  Commissioners,  but  will  be  education  for  all,  and  will  provide 
a  vehicle  for  public  questions. 

*  *  * 

On  the  subject  of  water  conservation.  Commissioner  Carey  stated  there 
has  been  some  public  concern  about  the  considerable  amount  of  water 
used  in  the  sprinkling  system  on  Sunset  Boulevard.     He  asked  for  a 
report  from  the  Water  Department  General  Manager  as  to  what  has  been 
done  with  regard  to  the  conservation  of  water  by  City  agencies. 

Arthur  H,  Frye ,  Jr.,  Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  stated  that  excessive  use  was  occasioned  by  the  recent  labor 
dispute  when  the  gardeners  v/ere  not  working,  and  it  was  an  effort  to 
bring  bring  back  grass  and  landscape  dried  by  lack  of  water.     His  staff 
has  been  in  contact  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  which  has 
taken  steps  to  materially  reduce  water  consumption,  and  will  continue 
to  cooperate.     Letters  urging  water  conservation  have  been  going  out 
not  only  to  City  agencies  but  to  the  State  Department  of  Transportation 
which  has  responsibility  for  maintaining  highway  landscaping. 


***** 


Resolution  No.  76-02  33,  approving  supplemental  appropriation  in  amount 
$2,  134,000  from  existing  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  funds,  for  purchase  of 
power  for  resale. 

Oral  L.  Moore,  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager,  explained  that  purchase 
of  pov/er  for  resale  was  made  necessary  because  of  the  shut  down  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  system  due  to  the  work  stoppage  by  City  craft  workers 
which  began  on  March  31,  and  continued  to  May  10.     During  this  38-day 
period,  power  deliveries  to  City  customers  had  to  be  made  through 
purchase  of  supplemental  power  and  energy  from  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,     This  is  the  amount  necessary  to  make  up  for  that 
loss  of  generation. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Flynn's  question  whether  an  additional  pur- 
chase of  power  is  anticipated,  Mr.  Moore  stated  the  amount  is  suffi- 
cient to  take  care  of  the  current  fiscal  year.     However,  additional 
power  purchases  are  anticipated  in  the  next  fiscal  year  beyond  amounts 
budgeted  because  the  system  is  going  on  reduced  generation. 


*** 
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Resolution  No.   76-0234,  approving  and  authorizing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  execute  letter  agreement  dated  June  1,  1976, 
revising  provisions  of  the  Amendment  Agreement  dated  June  24,  19  75, 
between  City  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  the  delivery  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  energy  for  resale. 

Mr.  Moore  said  the  revisions  affect  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  and  impose  no  additional  financial  burden  on  the  City. 

At  the  time  the  main  contract  was  approved  in  June,  1975,  the  Districts 
were  not  satisfied  with  items  relative  to  charges  for  purchase  of 
supplementary  power  and  energy  for  resale  affecting  the  Districts 
and  requested  renegotiation  and  compromise.     Such  differences  have  now 
been  settled  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned,  and 
the  terms  of  the  compromise  and  settlement  are  set  forth  in  the  letter- 
agreement. 

During  discussion  on  Resolution  Wo.  76-02  35,  setting  Tuesday,  July  13, 
19  76  at  2:30  p.m.   for  public  hearing  into  proposed  revision  of  schedule 
of  rates  for  disposal  of  Ketch  Hetchy  power.  Commissioner  Flynn  asked 
for  the  status  of  the  rate  increase  that  v/ent  into  effect  last  year, 
with  respect  to  the  private  consumer  Norris  Industries  and  the  Airport 
tenants'  refusal  to  pay  the  increase. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  McMorris  M.  Dow  reported  that  suits  v/ere  filed 
on  June  2  against  the  Airport  tenants  and  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
is  now  awaiting  services  on  the  summons  and  complaints.     Insofar  as 
the  Norris  Industries   (Riverbank  Ordinance  Plant)  is  concerned,  the 
City  Attorney's  Office  has  v/ithheld  action  as  it  is  their  understanding 
this  Federal  plant  intends  to  file  suit  claiming  that  the  increase  is 
illegal. 

Mr.  Moore  added  that  thus  far  the  Airport  Department  has  paid  the  full 
electrical  bill,  but  has  not  collected  the  increase  from  the  tenants. 
The  only  money  Hetch  Hetchy  is  out  is  the  increase  due  from  the 
ordinance  plant. 

*** 

Calendar  Item  #18,  proposed  resolution  authorizing  extension  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  vending  machine  agreement  for  fiscal  year  ending  ^ 
June  30,  1977,  was  amended  upon  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Carey, 
to  authorize  the  Railway  to  put  this  contract  out  for  competitive  bid, 

Mr.  Green  explained  that  the  present  vendor  (Freeco  Vending  Service) 
was  awarded  the  contract  in  19  7  5-76.     As  there  are  numerous  capital 
costs  for  machines,  installation,  etc.,  to  a  contractor  in  the  first 
year  of  a  contract  of  this  type,  the  contract  calls  for  one-year 
extension  at  the  option  of  the  Commission, 

Commissioner  Carey  said  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  where  feasible  and 
possible,  this  City  should  in  all  instances  rely  on  competitive  bidding. 

Mr.  Green  said  the  income  to  City  from  these  sales  has  not  been  great. 
The  contract  minimum  guarantee  is  $3,000  annually.     The  Railway  has 
been  receiving  approximately  $6,000  annually.     At  the  last  bid  call, 
only  two  vendors  responded,  and  the  winning  vendor  was  only  $500  above 
the  previous  contract  holder. 
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Commissioner  Henning  asked  Mr.  Green  how  much  time  it  would  take  to 
receive  bids.     Mr.  Green  estimated  two  to  three  months,  and  said  that 
in  the  interim  it  would  be  necessary  to  negotiate  a  month-to-month 
extension  with  the  existing  vendor. 

After  discussion  during  which  Commissioner  Flynn,  Mr.  Klebolt  of  CAP 
and  Sam  Walker  of  TVJU  talked  about  keeping  the  machines  in  working 
order,  and  Commissioner  Henning  asked  Mr.  Green  to  look  into  the 
possibility  of  a  two-year  vending  contract.  Commissioner  Carey  moved 
that  the  vending  machine  contract  go  out  for  bids  on  the  most  advan- 
tageous basis  the  Railway  can  obtain.     Commissioner  Larsen  seconded 
the  motion,  and  on  roll  call  the  Commission  unanimously  ado^jted 
Resolution  No.   76-024  3,  authorizing  the  bid  call.

Mr.  Moore  stated  that  as  result  of  severe  drought  conditions  a  water 
supply  shortage  situation  exists  for  San  Francisco  and  its  v/ater  cus- 
tomers.    In  the  event  of  an  ensuing  dry  year,  it  is  essential  that 
the  existing  Lower  Cherry  Aqueduct  at  Early  Intake  be  reconstructed  as 
an  auxiliary  backup  system  for  the  supply  in  Hatch  Hetchy  Reservoir, 
as  soon  as  possible.     This  rehabilitation  had  originally  been  scheduled 
for  fiscal  year  1979-80  in  the  Department's  Capital  Improvement  Program,

Market  Street  Trolley  Coach  Report 

The  Board  of  Supervisors'  Market  Street  design  policy  presently 
declares  that  transit  vehicles  on  Market  Street  should  be 
restricted  to  those  not  requiring  overhead  wires. 

On  December  17,  1975  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  following 
an  unprecedented  and  lengthy  evening  hearing,   unanimously  adopted 
Resolution  No.   75-0520  approving  the  recommendation  of  the 
Transit  Planning  Section  that  trolley  coach  operations  be  re- 
tained on  Market  Street  and  requesting  that  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors' design  policy,  therefore,  be  amended. 

However,   pursuant  to  a  question  raised  by  the  Director  of 
City  Planning,  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  was  sought  to 
determine  whether  this  proposed  amendment  of  policy  was  subject 
to  the  environmental  review  procedure  established  under  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  of  1970.     The  City  Attorney 
replied  in  the  affirmative,  stating  that  "no  decision  covering 
the  retention  of  trolley  coach  operations  on  Market  Street  can 
by  made  until  after  completion  oip  the  legally  required  environ- 
mental review  procedures."     In  April,  the  Transit  Planning  Section 
completed  the  required  Environmental  Evaluation  and  necessary 
addenda,   and  submitted  these  to  the  Department  of  City  Planning. 
Should  a  "negative  declaration"  be  given  the  proposal,  the  issue 
will  be  taken  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  final  disposition. 


Golden  Gate  Ferry/Muni  Transfer 

With  the  arrival  of  the  new  Golden  Gate  Transit  ferries  there 
will  be  a  substantial  demand  for  feeder  service  to  operate  be- 
tween the  Ferry  Plaza  and  other  downtown  points. 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  has  recommended  that  a  convenient 
transfer  arrangement  be  established  between  the  ferry  service  and 
the  Municipal  Railway  lines  that  terminate  in  close  proximity 
to  the  ferry  slips.     Included  in  this  arrangement  would  be  a 
free  transfer  from  the  ferries  to  Muni,  and  a  25(i  fare  credit 
on  the  ferries  for  those  who  use  Muni  to  reach  the  terminal. 
The  principal  purpose  is  to  make  the  ferries  a  viable  service 
for  Marin  residents  with  San  Francisco  destinations  and  reduce 
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Transit  Planning  April  Progress  Report

the  impact  of  Marin  traffic  on  San  Francisco  streets.     Staff  of 
the  Municipal  Railway,   the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,   Highway  and  Transportation  District  have  now 
endorsed  the  basic  elements  of  this  proposal. 

Some  loss  of  potential  fare  box  revenue   is  expected  to  occur  as 
a  result  of  the  transfer  arrangement.     In  order  to  compensate  for 
these  losses,   the  Railway  is  applying  to  the  California  Department 
of  Transportation  for  funds  that  have  been  earmarked  for  transit 
service  improvements.     If  awarded,   the  grant  would  cover  the 
anticipated  potential  revenue  shortfall,  as  well  as  the  cost  of 
advertising  and  administering  the  transfer  program. 

Handicapped  Services 

The  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  has  set  aside  funds 
that  will  assist  local  transit  operators  to  study  methods  by 
which  handicapped  persons  residing  in  the  Bay  Area  can  make  better 
use  of  mass  transit  facilities. 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  will  be  involved  in  the  formulation 
of  a  grant  proposal  that  will  lead  to  the  procurement  of  MTC 
funds  for  Muni's  own  study.     A  member  of  the  Transit  Planning 
Staff  also  serves  on  a  Task  Force  comprised  of  representatives 
of  Bay  Area  transit  operators.     This  Task  Force  will  help  coor- 
dinate and  exchange  information  relating  to  a  regional  approach 
to  resolving  the  handicapped  access  issue. 


Bay  Area  Transbay  Terminal  Authority 

A  representative  of  the  Transit  Planning  Section  currently  serves 
on  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee   (TAC)   for  the  Authority, 
which  operates  the  East  Bay  Terminal.     During  the  month  of  April 
the  TAC  reviewed  several  proposals  for  a  study  that  will  provide 
policy  guidelines  to  govern  the  future  use  and  development  of 
the  terminal. 

This  is  an  important  study  for  the  Railway  since,  with  the 
inaugeration  of  the  Muni  Metro  subway  operations,  streetcar 
service  to  the  Terminal  will  cease.     The  future  use  of  the 
Terminal  will  have  to  be  coordinated  with  the  Railway's  plans 
for  adeguate  feeder  service.     On  April  15  Daniel,   Mann,  Oohnson, 
and  Mendenhall  was  awarded  the  study  in  the  amount  of  $50,000. 

Peninsula  Transit  Alternatives  Project  (PENTAP) 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  is  represented  on  the  Technical 
Advisory  Committee  of  this  study  that  will  determine  the  transit 
development  strategy  for  the  Peninsula.     To  date  the  TAC,  along 
with  MTC  staff,  has  developed  a  series  of  preliminary  alternatives 
and  evaluation  criteria  that  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  further  work 
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The  planning  consultant  firm  of  Daniel,   Mann,   3ohnson  and  Mendenhall 
has  been  selected  as  the  contractor  that  will  be  responsible  for 
providing  advisory  and  technical  services  to  the  project  staff 
and  the  Board  of  Control.     The  value  of  the  contract  is  estimated 
at  $150,000. 


6 .     University  of  California,  San  Francisco  -  Transit  Access 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  is  assisting  the  University  of 
California  in  formulating  a  grant  application  to  the  State  of 
California  for  funds  in  the  amount  of  $  ^1,600     to  implement  a 
"demonstration  extension"  of  Route  A-A--Diamond  Heights  from  its 
current  terminal  at  Forest  Hill  Station  to  the  UC  Medical  Center. 

Although  the  University  will  apply  for  the  funds,   the  money  would 
actually  be  given  to  Muni  in  order  to  cover  most  of  the  antici- 
pated cost  of  the  extension.     Additional  subsidy  would  be  received 
directly  form  the  University's  own  sources,  with  less  than  10% 
of  the  fully  allocated  cost  being  absorbed  by  the  Railway. 


7.     Community  Relations 

The  Transit  Planning  Staff  is  now  attending  the  meetings  in  the 
Chinatown  community,   held  to  determine  the  transportation  needs 
and  concerns  of  the  residents  of  Northeast  San  Francisco.  The 
meetings  are  being  organized  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
and  are  also  attended  by  representatives  of  other  City  agencies. 


8.  Northern  Waterfront  Plan 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  is  currently  working  with  the  staff 
of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco 
in  the  development  of  a  transportation  element  for  a  revised 
Northern  Waterfront  Plan. 

The  Railway  has  for  many  years  experienced  significant  operational 
problems  in  this  area  of  the  City,   principally  as  a  result  of 
auto  congestion.     This  situation  is  expected  to  be  even  more  acute 
as  a  result  of  new  developments  that  will  take  place  in  the  next 
few  years.     The  Transit  Planning  Staff  is  examining  various  methods 
of  accommodating  the  existing  and  future  access  needs  in  order  to 
provide  a  more  reliable  transit  service. 

9.  Reference  Library 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  is  now  organizing  a  Reference  Library 
that  can  be  used  by  all  Municipal  Railway  and  Public  Utilities 
Commission  staff,  as  well  as  by  the  general  public. 
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The  library  Is  expected  to  be  complete  and  available  In  mld- 
3une.     Further  Information  regarding  this  useful  service  will 
be  available  soon. 


10.     Work  Program 

The  Transit  Planning  Section  has  begun  to  develop  Its  Work  Prograrrt 
for  1976-1977.     In  addition  to  continuing  Its  present  range  of 
activities,  a  major  effort  of  the  Section  in  the  new  fiscal  year 
will  be  the  completion  of  a   "Municipal  Railway  5-year  Plan: 
1977-1982."     This  effort  will  include:     specification  of  city- 
wide  transit  mobility  standards  and  service  levels,  resolution 
of  network  design  issues,   development  priorities  and  timing, 
modal  specification,  transit  preferential  streets  implementation 
and  specification  of  regional  systems  interface.

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  project  have  been  submitted  to 
the  City's  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  UMTA  for  approval. 

This  is  a  portion  of  the  "N"  Line  track  reconstruction  extending 
between  the  west  portal  of  the  Sunset  Tunnel  and  Ninth  Avenue 
and  Judah  Street.     The  sewer  enlargement  work  included  in  the 
project  will  be  financed  by  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  Structural  Repairs  v' 

A  second  amendment  to  the  original  agreement  to  acquire  the 
Consultant's  services  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  crack  repairs  in  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  was  approved 
by  PUC  and  UMTA.     Also  included  in  the  amended  services  are  the 
review  of  contractor's  shop  drawing  submittals,  periodic  visits 
to  the  construction  site  and  inspection  reports,  and  to  provide 
technical  support  as  needed  during  construction.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

This  year's  spring  snowmelt  runoff  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy,  Cherry  and  Eleanor  watersheds 
will  be  less  than  50%  of  normal  and  will  be  the  smallest  in  the  59  year  of  record.  As 
of  this  time,  water  levels  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir,  Lake  Lloyd,  and  Lake  Eleanor  have 
peaked  for  the  year  at  only  57%  of  the  combined  capacity  of  all  three  reservoirs «  In 
order  to  conserve  as  much  water  as  possible  for  domestic  use  in  the  Bay  Area,  the  aver- 
age daily  power  draft  at  Kirkwood  and  Moccasin  Powerhouses  has  been  reduced  to  300 
gallons  per  day  to  closely  coincide  with  the  anticipated  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
demand  for  the  next  several  months.     In  addition,  the  power  draft  at  Holm  Powerhouse 
has  been  reduced  to  200  cubic  feet  per  second  in  order  to  conserve  water  at  Lake  Lloyd 
so  that,  if  later  conditions  require,  such  water  can  be  directed  into  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct,    These  reduced  dt^fts  will  require  $3.8  million  in  additional  supplementary 
power  purchases  in  the  first  four  months  of  fiscail  year  1976-77.

Remarks  by  the  Honorable  George  R.  Moscone,  Mayor,  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

Mayor  Moscone  said  this  was  his  sixth  personal  appearance  before  City 
departments  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mayor's  Office, 

Highlights  of  his  address  s 

He  called  for  better  communication  among  City  departments,  and  develop- 
ment of  continuing  relationships  among  departments  in  that  all  would 
develop  the  feeling  of  being  part  of  the  entire  City  government.  He 
wished  to  discourage  narrow,  tunnel  vision  and  inter- commission  jeal- 
ousies.    He  urged  the  maximum  use  of  personnel  resources  available, 
by  a  review  of  the  staff  functions  to  assure  which  services  are  rele- 
vent  and  to  eliminate  those  tasks  \/hich  are  con  tin  uedxs  imply  because 
of  an  obsolete  lavj. 

He  urged  periodic  night  neighborhood  meetings  to  bring  Commission  busi- 
ness "closer  to  the  people."     He  complimented  the  PUC  on  its  affirmative 
action  program. 

Mayor  Moscone  urged  the  Hetch  Hatchy  Water  and  Power  System  and  the 
Water  Department  to  develop  ways  to  conserve  water  and  power.  With 
regard  to  the  modernization  program  of  the  Municipal  Transit  System, 
he  stated  that  there  is  a  need  to  develop  better  methods  of  involving 
people  cind  the  talent  available  in  the  private  sector.     He  urged  the 
involvement  of  citizens  in  the  governmental  processes.

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Mimicipal  Railway  item  21  v^as  put  over  for  further  study.     This  is 
a  proposed  resolution  to  request  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  reaffirm 
its  earlier  approval  of  a  Trcinsit  First  Plan  developed  for  Mission 
Street  by  the  City  Planning  Department,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  Municipal  Railway. 

Curtis  E.  Green,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  said  that  on 
Mission  Street,  from  Beale  to  11th  Street,  traffic  congestion  is  one 
of  the  main  impediments  to  Municipal  Railway  service.     Mission  Street 
is  a  key  artery  on  which  the  Muni  carries  almost  50,000  riders  each 
weekday  in  600  one-v/ay  transit  vehicles. 

The  staffs  of  Muni,  Department  of  City  Planning,  and  Department  of 
Public  VJorks  have  jointly  developed  a  transit  first  plan  for  this 
section  of  B'lission  Street  which  features  a  transit-only  lane  for  -jest- 
bound  transit  vehicles,  and  improves  operating  conditions  for  east- 
bound  transit  vehicles  and  jitneys  due  to  auto  diversion  points  at 
11th  and  4th  Streets.     Uo  section  of  Mssion  will  be  denied  auto  access 
because  of  the  plan,  nor  curbside  parking  (except  directly  opposite  a 
transit  loading  island) . 

The  proposed  plan  for  Mission  Street  was  approved  February  25,  1974, 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     Recently,  however,  there  has  been  some 
discussion  which  leads  the  departments  to  believe  that  the  plan  may 
be  in  jeopardy. 

Mr.  Green  called  upon  Gerald  Cauthen  of  the  TIP  staff  and  Jon  Twitchell 
of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  v/ho  described  the  plan  in  detail. 

During  their  presentation  the  Commissioners  asked  questions. 

Commissioner  Larsen  was  concerned  with  public  input  into  planning  dis- 
cussions; but  Mr.  Cauthen  said  the  ptiblic  was  very  active  until  the 
Board  of  Supervisors*   approval  of  the  plan,  when  the  project  was  turned 
over  to  the  DPW.     He  said  that  frankly  he  was  surprised  at  this  late 
date  to  find  the  plan  challenged.     There  were  no  significant  indica- 
tions since  February  of  1974, 

Commissioner  Larsen  said  there  should  be  continued  public  information^ 
some  point  of  awareness  where  the  public  need  not  feel  something  is 
developed  and  then  thrust  upon  them. 

Maurice  Klebolt ,  Chairman-Planning  &  Operations  Committee  of  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Panel  (CAP)   for  Transit  Improvement,  said  that  CAP 
would  devote  its  full  meeting  that  evening  to  the  Mission  Street  plan 
and  would  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its  July  meeting.  It 
was  their  opinion  that  unless  it  is  rigidly  enforced,  the  plan  would 
be  defeated.     He  mentioned  several  alternatives  to  be  considered  if 
this  plan  does  not  wim  re-affirmation  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Lawrence  B.  Martin,  President  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  said  that 
whatever  plan  is  finally  agreed  upon  shoulc  be  in  force  all  day  long, 
and  not  just  during  the  rush  hour. 

Commissioner  Byrne  moved  that  the  matter  be  put  over  for  further  study. 
Mr.  Green  pointed  out  that  the  matter  will  be  on  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors* July  8  calendar,  and  Commission  action  should  be  taken  before 
then.     Commissioner  Henning  then  said  the  item  could  be  re-calendared 
for  a  special  meeting  the  PUC  was  calling  for  on  either  June  2  8  or 
June  29 1  whereupon  Commissioner  Carey  seconded  the  motion  for  post- 
ponement, and  the  motion  carried  on  roll  call.

Marguerite  Warren  questioned  Mr.  Green  whether  there  i/ould  be  a  raised 
right-of-way  on  Taraval  Street  as  originally  proposed,  and  whether 
the  work  v/ould  be  in  progress  during  the  Christmas  season. 

Mr.  Green  said  the  construction  schedule  calls  for  commencement  in 
September,  and  there  will  be  no  raised  right-of-v^ay  on  Taraval  Street. 
It  is  expected  that  by  the  Christmas  shopping  season  the  construction 
will  be  outside  the  business  district;  the  department  will  do  every- 
thing possible  to  lessen  the  impact. 

When  Miss  Warren  stated  the  Taraval  merchants  had  never  been  fomally 
notified  that  the  raised  right-of-way  proposal  had  been  abandoned  on 
Taraval  Street,  Commissioner  Henning  directed  the  staff  to  report  at 
the  next  PUC  meeting  what  steps  had  been  taken  in  terms  of  meetings 
held  and  citizen  input  and  involvement  regarding  the  construction  pro- 
gram for  the  L  line.

The  fence  along  Sai/yer  Cai^.p  Road  on  the  Peninsula 
watershed  was  brolien  in  eleven  places  and  the  ITorth 
gate  bent  badly  out  of  shape.     Can  liateo  County 
Sheriff's  office  is  providing  increased  surveillance 
in  this  area.     Fence  dar.iage  also  occurred  in  the  llorth 
Peak  section  along  Periraeter  Raod.     171  trespassers 
were  evicted  from  the  v/atershed  during  the  month. 

Vandalism  was  confined  to  fence  cutting  on  the 
Alameda  watershed.     183  of  the  289  trespassers  evicted 
were  sighted  in  the  area  between  East  Bay  Regional 
Park  and  Calaveras  Damo 

Break=-ins  were  reported  at  several  facilities  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  City  Distribution  Division  but 
vandalism  v/as  confined  mainly  to  breaking  of  locking 
devices  and  boxes. 

During  the  labor  strike  the  telephone  cables  to 
City  Distribution  Division  were  cut^  however,  the 
telephone  company  quickly  made  necessary  repairs. 

Proposed  Use  o Ball .oa  Reservoir  Site  as  Muni 
Motor  Coach  Storage  and  Service  Facility 

The  Muni  Railway  Transportation  Study  Coordinating 
Committee  held  an  evening  meeting  on  llay  20  to  discuss 
the  possible  use  of  Balboa  Reservoir,  South  Basin,  as 
a  Muni  Motor  Coach  Storage  and  Service  Facility. 
Approximately  300  local  residents  and  representatives 
from  KPIX  Channel  5  attended  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Richard  Brown,  spokesman  for  Consultants  Wilbur 
Smith  and  Associates  and  John  Boles  Associates,  pre- 
sented layouts  of  the  bus  storage  and  service  facilities 
and  provided  comprehensive  facts  and  figures  on  possible 
air  pollution  and  noise  levels. 

The  speakers  representing  the  neighborhood  group ^ 
hovjever,  indicated  they  did  not  approve  of  the  proposed 
use  by  Municipal  Railway,  and  Transportation  Study  Co- 
ordinating Committee  voted  to  drop  its  plan  for  using 
the  Balboa  Reservoir  site  as  a  bus  storage  yard.

Item  #1  Conflict  of  Interest  Code 

Commissioner  Carey  announced  that  in  conformity  with  Board  of 
Supervisors  Resolution  No.   191-76,  adopted  March  19,  1976,  designating 
City  agencies  required  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  not  later 
than  July  1,  19  76,  proposed  conflict  of  interest  codes  governing 
employees  under  their  jurisdiction,  and  pursuant  to  State  Government 
Code  Sections  87300,  et  seq.,  staff  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of 
the  City  Attorney  had  prepared  a  conflict  of  interest  code  for  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.     This  had  been  reviewed  by  the  department 
heads  and  bureau  chiefs  and  fonvarded  to  the  Commissioners  for  their 
consideration • 
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He  called  upon  Deputy  City  Attorney  James  Lazarus,  who  outlined  in 
general  the  key  sections  of  the  law  which  requires  disclosures  by 
designated  employees  who  make  decisions  or  have  input  in  decisions 
that  could  affect  some  type  of  financial  interest. 

Mr.  Lazarus  said  that  after  the  codes  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  Board  will  hold  public  hearings  on  all  of  the 
codes  over  a  period  of  time,  at  which  time  they  will  approve,  modify, 
or  reject.     Assuming  the  Board  approves  the  PUC  code,  it  would  then 
become  law  and  would  be  enforced  in  the  fall  when  the  initial  disclosure 
requirements  are  met. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Flynn's  question,  Mr.  Lazarus  said  the 
disclosure  documents  filed  would  become  public  record;  one  ccpy  to  be 
kept  by  the  department  manager  and  the  original  to  be  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors^ 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  how  this  requirement  was  different  from  the 
disclosures  which  the  Commissioners  have  already  submitted,  and 
Mr.  Lazarus  pointed  out  that  those  were  filed  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  this  new  requirement  is  State  law. 

On  roll  call  on  adoption  of  the  proposed  conflict  of  interest  code  for 
referral  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Commissioners  Carey  and  Larsen 
voted  "aye,"  Commissioner  Flynn  voted  "no."    The  motion  failed  for  lack 
of  a  quorum. 

Further  consideration  was  suspended,  pending  advice  from  Utilities 
General  Counsel  George  E.  Baglin,  and  Mr.  Lazarus.

Item  #2  N-Judah  Line  Rerailing  Project 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  Curtis  E.  Green  stated  that  there  has 
been  some  delay  with  respect  to  construction  of  Phase  2  of  Muni's 
Judah  Street  Rerailing  Project,  which  must  be  completed  prior  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Muni's  Light  Rail  Vehicles.     Recently  there  has  been 
discussion  as  to  possible  problems  of  accessibility  by  the  handicapped 
with  respect  to  the  new  streetcar  lines. 

At  a  meeting  this  week  attended  by  Commissioner  Larsen,  General  Manager 
John  D.  Crowley,  and  members  of  the  Municipal  Railway  staff,  a  pro- 
posed resolution  was  drawn  up  for  Commission  approval  in  which  all 
concurred.    It  was  believed  that  this  would  satisfy  all  parties  with 
respect  to  the  work  to  be  done,     Mr.  Green  read  the  recommended  resolu- 
tion; 

"RESOLVED,  That  no  construction  shall  occur  that 
would  preclude  full  access  by  the  physically  handi- 
capped, including  those  in  v7heel  chairs,  to  the  Muni 
Light  Rail  Vehicles  on  outer  Judah  Street  -  including 
:      the  possibility  of  high  level  platforms." 

Commissioner  Larsen  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution,  which  she  said 
addreboos  itself  to  the  way  Federal  monies  are  to  be  used.     The  resolu- 
tion does  ntrt  designate  any  particular  manner-  in  wnicu  av5x?«ooii>i3_i4r:,- 
is  to  be  made  for  the,  handicapped?  it  only  addresses  itself  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  study  -cctwaer  way  and  that  no  construction  ig  ip  ^ake 
place  which  precludes  this  stxsdy. 
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Marguerite  Warren,  Chairman  of  the  Streets  and  Transportation  Committee 
of  the  Sunset  Community  Improvement  Club,  asked  the  status  of  the 
raised  right-of-way  element  of  the  project.     She  stated  it  was  her 
understanding  from  Mr.  Green  that  this  aspect  has  been  abandoned  on 
outer  Judah  Street,  from  19th  to  4  8th  Avenue.     Her  organization  is  not 
in  favor  of  the  raised  right-of-way.     They  want  the  paving  of  the 
street,  new  sewers,  and  do  not  object  to  narrowing  the  sidewalks;  how- 
ever, they  are  not  in  favor  of  the  tree  planting  along  Judah. 

On  the  subject  of  accessibility  for  the  handicapped.  Miss  Warren  said 
the  Sunset  Community  group  is  waiting  for    the  results  of  the  study 
to  be  made  before  commenting.     However,  she  did  feel  that  raised  plat- 
forms is  not  the  answer  nor  is  an  urgent  decision  required  as  it  is 
a  matter  that  may  be  addressed  later.     She  vjished  to  know  the  cost 
amount  and  the  number  of  handicapped  individuals  using  the  transit 
system,  which  to  date  has  been  a  difficult  figure  to  obtain.  The 
expense  might  very  well  be  far  too  great  to  be  justified. 

Miss  Warren  asked  for  better  communications  between  Muni  management 
and  the  citizen  groups  of  the  districts,  and  official  notification 
when  there  are  changes  in  plans  and  decisions. 

Bill  Wright,  Vice  Chairman,  S.F.  Council  of  District  Merchants,  and 
member  of  the  Board  of  Control  formed  for  the  purpose  of  a  Muni  Metro 
Accessibility  Study,  stated  that  passage  of  the  resolution  at  this  time 
was  premature.     A  meeting  would  be  held  tomorrow  night  at  which  time 
a  consultant  for  the  $35,000  study  to  emalyze  handicapped  accessibility 
would  be  selected.     When  the  results  of  the  formal  study  are  available, 
the  Board  of  Control  will  come  forward  with  a  resolution  that  V70uld 
affect  all  of  San  Francisco,  not  just  the  outer  Judah  Street  area, 

ilr.  Green  reported  tnat  the  Judali  Street  rerailing  concept  was  developed 
jointly  by  the  Muni's  TIP  staff  in  conjunction  with  City  Planning  and 
Public  Works  department  personnel.     Input  was  obtained  from  community 
organizations,  and  as  finally  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the 
main  elements  of  the  project  included  a  semi-exclusive  Muni  right-of- 
way  with  raised  rails,     de  said  that  the  Muni,  as  advocates  of  good 
"transit  first"  planning,  strongly  supports  this  aspect  of  the  project? 
however,  in  view  of  the  citizen  opposition  which  has  since  developed, 
TIP  has  been  forced  to  reevaluate  its  position  with  regard  to  the  raised 
right-of-way  in  that  it  is  not  politically  possible. 

Mr.  Green  added  that  the  thrust  of  Miss  Warren's  remarks  was  the  fact 
that  another  meeting  should  be  held  in  the  district  to  talk  about  Judah 
Street,  and  that  he  would  move  in  that  direction. 

Commissioner  Flynn  seconded  Commissioner  Larsen's  motion  for  adoption 
of  the  resolution  before  the  .  Commission,  and  it  was  unanimously  adopted 
on  roll  call  (Resolution  No.  76-0267).

Item  #4   (taken  out  of  order)       L-Taraval  Streetcar  Line 

Mr.  Green  submitted  a  chronological  account  of  neighborhood  input  v/ith 
respect  to  Muni  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  Improvement  Program  projects 
in  connection  with  upgrading  of  the  L-Taraval  line,  between  the  dates 
September  25,  19  72  and  September  2,  19  75.     The  3-1/2  page  report  is 
being  made  a  part  of  the  minutes. 

Mr.  Green  summarized  by  stating  it  was  finally  agreed  with  the  neigh- 
borhood groups  that  there  should  only  be  rerailing  on  Taraval  Street 
v/ithout  a  raised  right-of-way. 

*  *  *  * 
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The  Commission  resumed  discussion  of  Item  #1,  Conflict  of  Interest  Code. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Lazarus  stated  that  according  to  the  Government 
code,  if  any  City  agency  fails  to  submit  a  proposed  code  within  the 
time  limits  prescribed,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  issue  any  appro- 
priate order  directed  to  the  agency,  including  action  of  adopting  one 
for  it. 

Commissioner  Carey  noted  that  the  next  PUC  meeting  V7as  scheduled  for 
July  13,  1976,  and,  in  view  of  the  circumstances  today,  stated  that 
the  Commission  would  proceed  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the 
City  Attorney's     ffice.     This  might  indicate  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission. 

[SECRETARY'S  NOTE:     In  viev;  of  a  quorum  being  accessible 


on  the  following  day,  June  30,  1976,  a  telephone  poll 
was  taken  and  the  Commission  approved  and  adopted  the 
proposed  Conflict  of  Interest  Code  for  the  PUC  by  a  vote 
of  four  to  one  -  Commissioner  Flynn  dissenting.  This 
action  will  be  ratified  at  the  July  13,  1976  meeting.] 


Gerald  Cauthen  of  the  Municipal  Railv/ay  TIP  staff,  briefly  summarized 
the  Transit  First  Plan  developed  for  Mssion  Street,  between  11th 
Street  and  Beale  Street,  as  presented  to  the  Commission  at  the  June  22 
meeting.     At  that  time  it  was  put  over  for  more  input  from  the  mer- 
chants in  the  area. 

Commissioner  Carey  called  upon  those  present  who  wished  to  express  their 
views  to  the  Commission. 

Those  urging  adoption  of  the  plan  were; 


Attorney  Haig  Arsen  Harris,  Jr.,  attorney  for  certain  merchants  in  the 
affected  area,  claimed  his  clients  had  not  received  official  notice  of 
the  meeting,  and  asked  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the  plan  until  his 
clients  have  time  to  prepare  their  case  against  the  idea. 

Douglas  Bowman  of  Dinkelspiel  &  Dinkelspiel,  Attorneys,  representing 
Goodyear  Tire  &  Rubber  Company,  concurred  with  Mr.  Harris'  statements. 

Following  discussion,  during  which  Jon  Twitchell  of  City  Planning 
advised  the  Commission  that  this  matter  of  Transit  First  Plan  developed 
for  Mission  Street  was  being  heard  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  at 
its  meeting  of  July  15,  19  76,  the  Commission   (on  motion  of  Commissioner 
Larsen,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Flynn)  voted  to  hold  a  joint  public 
hearing  with  the  Planning  Commission  on  that  date. 

Commissioner  Carey  instructed  the  Secretary  to  provide  for  public  ad- 
vertising and  notification  of  the  merchants  in  that  area.  Commissioner 
Larsen  asked  that  any  notices  or  TV  or  radio  announcements  be  given  in 
Spanish  as  well  as  English.
